NEW CONGRESS SET TO GRAPPLE WITH 
INDOOR AIR REGULATION 


Buoyed by the election of Bill 
Clinton and Al Gore to the nation’s 
two top offices, proponents of more 
stringent indoor air regulation are 
hoping that the next session of 
Congress will bring them their long- 
sought victory. 


Far-reaching indoor air legislation 
passed the Senate overwhelmingly 
during the recently concluded 102nd 
Congress, but the measure stalled in 
the House despite the efforts of its 
chief sponsor, Representative Joseph 
Kennedy (Democrat of 
Massachusetts). Congressman 
Kennedy has indicated that he will 
reintroduce the "Indoor Air Quality 
Act" early next year, as has the 
legislation’s chief Senate sponsor, 
Majority Leader George Mitchell 
(Democrat of Maine). 


One of the reasons the bill failed 
to be acted on in the House was that 
it faced a certain veto by President 
Bush. That threat will cease on 
January 20, and backers of indoor air 
legislation are counting on the new 
Clinton administration to be much 
more receptive to their plans to 
radically restructure the way the 
United States deals with indoor air 
pollution. 


As outlined in EPA WATCH 
(February 21, 1992), the Mitchell- 
Kennedy legislation would shift 
regulatory jurisdiction over indoor air 
from the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) to 
the EPA. By becoming the dominant 
Federal agency on indoor air, the 
EPA would be in a position to 
promulgate the same kinds of policies 
on indoor air that the agency has 
implemented on outdoor air. 


"Command-and-Control 
Approach" 


Renewed prospects for stricter 


indoor air regulation coincide with 
the release of a study which cautions 
against adopting a policy that "would 
single out particular sources of 
pollutants and try to regulate those 
sources in specific ways." Arguing 
that a "command-and-control 
approach" to indoor air policy entails 
enormous costs with little or no 
health benefits, Dwight Lee, professor 
of economics at the University of 
Georgia, warns that such a policy 
would have the Federal government 
“asserting control over everything 
from carpets to workers’ clothes." 


The study, "The New 
Environmental Battleground: Indoor 
Air," was released by the Dallas-based 
National Center for Policy Analysis 
(NCPA), a non-profit public policy 
research institute, which specializes in 
health care and state policy issues. 


Professor Lee points out that 
Americans are exposed to hundreds 
of airborne toxic chemicals every day. 
Indeed, the air in an ordinary office 
contains trace amounts of scores of 
toxins and carcinogens. Among 
these are: 


--. Formaldehyde, which is emitted 
from the glue used in walls, furniture, 
and carpets, 


-- Ozone, which is emitted from laser 
printers and copiers. 


-- Benzene, which can seep into a 
building from a connecting garage. 


-- Other chemicals present in 
outdoor air which can come into a 
building through an open window. 


Also, employees contribute toxic 
chemicals to indoor air: 


-- Clothes that have been dry-cleaned 
emit the carcinogen perchloroe- 
thlyene. 


-- The glue used to stitch many 
articles of clothing emits 
formaldehyde. 


-- Ordinary shoe polish may emit the 
carcinogen methylene chloride. 


Though the above chemicals -- and 
countless others -- can be dangerous 
at high doses, the trace elements 
found in well-ventilated buildings 
pose no threat to human health. The 
same holds true for the airborne 
chemicals found in the home where 
chemicals in carpets, furniture, 
upholstery and dry-cleaned clothes, 
moth balls, and air fresheners 
typically emit the carcinogen 
paradichlorobenzene, just as most 
paint removers and spray paints are 
thought to emit methylene chloride. 
Indeed, the NCPA study notes that 
the EPA has found that methylene 
chloride is present in about one-third 
of 1,000 common household products. 


It is the presence of such 
chemicals in the indoor air Americans 
breathe that served as a justification 
for the indoor air legislation certain 
to be reintroduced in Congress next 
year. In anticipation of that bill, 
Professor Lee warns against the 
promulgation of an indoor air policy 
that would tell industry how to 
control pollution. According to the 
NCPA study, the EPA’s chemical-by- 
chemical concept of regulation "relies 
on a highly-centralized command-and- 
control approach that is susceptible to 
political manipulation, is unresponsive 
to local information, and almost 
always results in higher costs." 


"The EPA wants to analyze every 
chemical or combination of chemicals, 
and then write regulations based on 
these analyses," the study goes on. 
"The question is, why waste all that 
money when all you need to do most 
of the time is open windows or 
improve the building’s ventilation 
system." 
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Record on 
Outdoor Air 


In citing outdoor air as a case 
study in what not to do, Mr. Lee 
observes that, typically, the EPA 
responds to a pollution problem by 
requiring that all polluters install the 
same type of emission control 
equipment. For example, in 
attempting to reduce sulfur oxides 
emissions from coal-powered 
generating plants, the EPA has 
required that all new plants be 
constructed with expensive stack 
scrubbers, even though burning low 
sulfur coal is often a more effective 
and less expensive way of achieving 
the same goal. 


"Indeed," he writes, "when the 
EPA began implementing the stack 
scrubber policy in 1978, as required 
by the 1977 Clean Air Act 
amendments, they found that it some 
cases scrubbers actually increased the 
emissions of sulfur oxides.” 


Likewise, the EPA "has forced the 
agricultural sector to bear millions of 
dollars in costs in an effort to reduce 
carcinogenic pesticide residues in 
food. Yet based on rodent 
experiments, the formaldehyde risk 
for breathing air for one day at work 
is 11,600 times greater than the daily 
risk of consuming pesticides in food." 


Fearing the worst if such policies 
are applied to indoor air, the NCPA 
report says, "If we allow government 
to regulate indoor air the way it 
regulates outdoor air, the results 
would be devastating to the real 
estate industry and to workers in 
many industries -- workers who would 
suffer from income reduction, lost job 
opportunities, and even higher 
mortality rates." 


Real Problems 
of Indoor Air 


Rather than following the costly 
precedent set by ill-advised and often 
counterproductive efforts to regulate 
outdoor air, the study recommends, 
first of all, recognizing the real 
problems associated with indoor air. 
These arise primarily from poorly 
ventilated buildings which, in extreme 
cases, have harbored such afflictions 
as Legionaries’ disease and 
tuberculosis.

Far more common is "sick building 
syndrome," which is characterized by 
general complaints such as headaches, 
fatigue, nausea, eye, nose and throat 
irritation, and muscle pain (see table). 
Ironically, sick building syndrome is 
in many cases the result of 
government policy which, beginning in 
the 1970s, promoted the construction 
of energy-efficient, tightly-insulated 
buildings. Because fresh air rarely 
has an opportunity to penetrate such 
buildings, chemicals that would 
overwise dissipate are "trapped" 
within the structure and can become 
hazardous to human health: 


As noted in the NCPA study, the 
importance of proper ventilation was 
acknowledged in an October 1991 
Government Accounting Office 
(GAO) report that stated, "Correcting 
ventilation problems . . . can reduce 
indoor air problems more quickly and 
extensively than trying to identify and 
control individual indoor pollutants.” 


In a study of more than 200 sick 
buildings, the National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health 
(NIOSH) found that inadequate 
ventilation was the primary problem 
in 48.3 percent of the buildings (see 
NCPA barograph). 


Interestingly, the EPA has shown 
little interest in a solution as simple 


as improved ventilation. Instead, the 
agency has focused an inordinate 
amount of attention on a problem the 
NIOSH finds to be peripheral, 
environmental tobacco smoke (ETS). 
Though the NIOSH found ETS to be 
a suspected cause of building- 
associated illnesses in only 2 percent 
of the cases, the EPA’s Science 
Advisory Board (SAB) recently 
declared passive smoking a Group A ` 
carcinogen (See EPA WATCH: 
September 30, 1992).

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The SAB’s decision coincided with 
the publication of a study in the 
American Journal of Public Health 
(November 1992) which reports no 
statistically significant association 
between lung cancer and ETS 
exposure from a spouse, from all 
household members, or from 
childhood exposure. The report, the 
largest published case-control study 
ever conducted on this issue, 
contradicts the EPA’s findings, which 
were arrived at only after numerous 
liberties had been taken with the 
available data. 


EPA Comments 


Commenting on the NCPA study, 
David Ryan, an EPA press officer, 
told the Washington Times that the 
agency found the report 
"incomprehensible." He added that, 
"we have never proposed or 
supported a broad regulatory 
approach to indoor air." 


While the EPA may never have 
"proposed or supported a broad 
regulatory approach to indoor air," 


there is no doubt that the agency is 
vitally interested in the subject. Over 
the past several years, the EPA has 
conducted extensive research on 
indoor air issues, such as showers, 
carpets, and radon; has its own 
Indoor Air Division (even though 
OSHA has the regulatory 
jurisdiction); and has published 
numerous reports and manuals on 
indoor air. The most recent such 
publication, "Targeting Indoor Air 
Pollution: EPA’s Approach and 
Programs" (EPA 400-R-92-012), was 
published in September 1992. @ 


ANCHORAGE, ALASKA STUDY HIGHLIGHTS 
MOUNTING ENVIRONMENTAL COSTS 


A soon-to-be-released study 
undertaken by the Municipality of 
Anchorage, Alaska projects that the 
cost of compliance with unfunded 
Federal environmental mandates per 
household will quadruple by the year 
2000. 


Alarmed by the costs of municipal 
stormwater permits that turned out to 
be 30 times higher than the EPA’s 
estimate, Anchorage officials 
determined that a thorough review of 
the long-term impacts of such 
mandates on the city’s budget was in 
order. The results of the study 
appear in "Paying for Federal 
Environmental Mandates: A Looming 
Crisis for Cities and Counties," a 60- 
page report patterned after the more 
extensive study done by the City of 
Columbus, Ohio (See EPA WATCH: 
September 15, 1992).

Compliance with the Clean Water 
Act turned out to be the most 
expensive program, accounting for 36 
percent of real and projected costs. 
In second and third place were the 
Clean Air Act at 34 percent and the 
Resource Conservation and Recovery 
Act (RCRA) cost estimated at 21 
percent. 


More revealing are the 
commutative costs of Federal 
environmental mandates per 
household in the period covered by 
the report. In 1991, those costs 
averaged $153 per household, a figure 
Anchorage officials expect to rise to 
$631 by 2000 (See graph). 


Looking beyond Anchorage, the 
report cites numerous examples from 
cities across the nation of 
environmental regulations which, 
however well-intended, turned out to 
be prohibitively expensive to local 
communities while offering only 
negligible health benefits. 
Emphasizing that he and his fellow- 
mayors are by no means "anti- 
environment," Anchorage Mayor Tom 
Fink concludes that "very few 


(mayors) are optimistic that they, and 
the populations they serve, will be 
able to finance an ever-growing list of 
unfunded national environmental 
imperatives." 


Concerned that such expenditures 
cannot be borne either by local 
governments or taxpayers and 
ratepayers, the Anchorage study 
applauds recent indications that 
Congress is becoming aware of the 
magnitude of the problem. The 
report calls for the establishment of a 
"more rational, risk-based regulatory 
framework," adding that, from local 
government’s perspective, better risk 
assessment methodologies "can occur 
none too soon." 


The Anchorage study, including its 
recommendations, has been endorsed 
by mayors throughout the United 
States. Among them are Maureen 
O’Connor, San Diego, CA, Bill 
Sorensen, Bismark, ND. Ronald 
Bonkowski, Warren, MI, William 
Workman, Greenville, SC, Frank 
Fasi, Honolulu, HI, and Daniel 
Frawley, Willmington, DE. More 
mayors are expected to join list which 
will be submitted to Congress in 
January.

(S. 2192), which aims at streamlining 
the risk assessment process used by 
various Federal agencies. 


Because the Moynihan bill, which 


is expected to be reintroduced next 
year, emphasizes the key role of 
science in crafting Federal 
environmental policy, it has received 
a favorable reception by many of the 
nation’s mayors. In a letter to 
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Senator Moynihan dated September 
15, Anchorage’s Mayor Fink said his 
colleagues were "concerned, as you 
are, that environmental protection 
expenditures are targeted to the areas 
where they are most needed and 
where they can do the most good." @ 


SPECULATION BEGINS OVER 
CLINTON’S ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY 


The presentation of the Anchorage 
study to Congress will coincide with 
the inauguration of Bill Clinton as 
president. As was to be expected, 
there is widespread speculation over 
the course the Clinton administration 
will chart on environmental issues. 


Much interest has centered around 
the new EPA Administrator who will 
replace William K. Reilly. Names 
that have been prominently 
mentioned as candidates for the 
EPA’s top job include Colorado 
Senator Tim Wirth, who is retiring 
from the Senate in January; former 
Vermont Governor Madeline Kunin; 
and Environmental Defense Fund 
(EDF) Executive Director Frederick 
Krupp. 


Former Gov. Kunin is a member 
of the Clinton-Gore EPA transition 
team. Conventional wisdom holds 
that transition team members do not 
end up serving in the new 
administration. In the case of Gov. 
Kunin, however, Clinton aides have 
been quick to assert that she is very 
much in the running for the EPA 
post. She has strong support from 
environmental groups, but, as a 
former state official, might prove to 
be more sensitive to the plight of 
local communities struggling to 
finance federal environmental 
mandates. Industry sources contacted 
by EPA WATCH are withholding 
comment on Gov. Kunin. 


Market-Based Approach 
to Regulation? 


Senator Wirth, co-chairman of the 
Clinton-Gore ’92 campaign, is said by 
key aides not to be interested in the 
EPA position, even though his name 
continues to surface (he has also been 


mentioned as a possible Interior 
Secretary or Energy Secretary). The 
Colorado Democrat has emerged as 
one of Mr. Krupp’s strongest backers, 
emphasizing that the EDF chief is an 
advocate of "market-based" 
approaches to environmental 
regulations. Presumably, this would 
entail creating incentives for what the 
EPA would view as good 
environmental behavior. 


In his campaign issues book, 
"Putting People First,” Mr. Clinton 
listed "creating a market-driven 
environmental strategy that rewards 
conservation and green business 
practices while penalizing polluters" 
as one of his top four environmental 
goals. In practice, this carrot-and- 
stick approach could see the 
government set environmental goals 
and targets such as reducing carbon 
dioxide emissions by so many parts 
per thousand within a certain time 
frame. It would then be up to 
individual companies to determine 
how they would achieve such goals. 


Such innovative approaches to 
pollution are already underway at the 
local level. As reported by Karen 
Riley in the Washington Times 


(November 22, 1992) the South Coast 


Air Quality Management district in 
Southern California is planning to 
abandon its air quality regulations in 
favor of more market-driven policies. 
"While companies will still have to 
meet Southern California’s strict 
quotas for emissions," she writes, 
"they will be able to do so as they see 


fit, including purchasing an additional 


right to pollute from a company that 
has no trouble complying with the 
district’s standards. This new 
flexibility could save companies $427 
million in 1994 alone." 


While the specifics of a market- 
based approach that would encompass 
the entire nation remain unclear, both 
industry and local governments would 
welcome almost any move away from 
the present command-and-control 
system. That system is imbedded in 
virtually all Federal environmental 
statutes, and reversing that policy 
would be a revolutionary undertaking. 


Should such a move take place, it 
is likely to encounter considerable 
resistance within the one agency 
which, on balance, has been quite 
happy with the regulatory status quo, 
the EPA. Upper-level career 
employees at the agency, many of 
whom have spent two decades under 
the present system, are not expected 
to embrace a regulatory agenda that 
would weaken the command-and- 
control arrangement under which the 
EPA has prospered. #

< It didn’t happen, as you’ve 
probably noticed, because that theory 
was based on no more scientific fact 
than the global warming hysteria is 
today. 


In fact, there is no scientific data 
available that indicates any sign of a 
warming trend taking place, other 
than natural and common changes in 
the wea.her. 


The truth is the Earth’s 
temperature changes constantly, and 
always has. We’ve had droughts and 
monsoons since time began. There 
have been mild and severe summers 
and winters throughout history. 


The real reason the global 
warming theory fits so well into the 
plans of the radical environmentalists 
is that it focuses attention on coal, oil 
and auto producers. And these have 
been the targets of every Leftist 
attack since Marx first put his fateful 
pen to paper. 


And yet, based on nothing but a 
hare-brained theory, acted out in 
flawed computer simulation, 
legislators such as Senator Tim Wirth 
and Senator Al Gore are pouring in 
new Bills that carry multibillion dollar 
price tags that would regulate 
business out of existence and set up 
vast new bureaucracies to deal with a 
crisis that does not have any basis in 
scientific fact. 


The latest hysteria to hit the front 
pages are the reports of massive holes 
breaking out in the Ozone layer. In 
fact, the latest one is supposed to be 
right over the Northeastern section of 
the United States. 


So frightening is this latest crises 
that President Bush moved within 
twenty four hours of news reports of 
the crisis to reschedule, by four years, 
strict regulations that ban the use of 
chloroflurocarbans (CFC), which are 
widely reported to cause the Ozone 
hole. 


This is a prime example of the 
magnitude of the hysteria surrounding 
dire environmental warnings. The 
problem is, the report, supposedly 
issued by NASA, doesn’t exist. The 
hysteria was brought about by a press 
release that says "we could have been 
losing between 1% and 2% of our 
Ozone per day in mid January. The 
news release was quoting a NASA 
report that hasn’t been completed 
and won’t be for some time. In fact, it 
currently does not exist. 


Further, the reported loss of 
Ozone did not occur. Yet the 
hysteria, based on a false report, and 
proven to be untrue, gains 
momentum. In fact, true scientific 
reports show that Ozone is actually 
getting thicker, not thinner. 


For those who are concerned 
about the environment but are 
unclear about what is being discussed, 
here is a brief layman’s description of 
Ozone: 


First of all, there is no such thing 
as an Ozone "layer". Ozone is 
actually all around us. Ozone 
molecules are created and destroyed 
all the time - naturally. Ozone (03) 
is created when the Sun’s ultra violet 
radiation strikes a molecule of oxygen 
(O2), and splits into two oxygen 
atoms and these atoms latch onto 
other O2 molecules to form 
molecules of O3. Without the Sun, 
Ozone is naturally depleted. So each 
night Ozone is destroyed and then 
replenished when the sun comes out 
again the next day. 


The great Ozone hole over 
Antarctica, so widely publicized a few 
years ago, was brought about by a 
natural phenomenon. Simply, the 
South pole is dark for six months out 
of the year. It was during the night 
that the readings were taken and, 
surprise, a 50% reduction in Ozone 
was discovered, and the hysteria 
began.

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"HONEST EXCHANGE OF IDEAS" 
SPURS NEW DEBATE SERIES 


In today’s combative political 
climate, an honest exchange of ideas 
presented in a civilized setting is a 
rarity. 


Indeed, most of the forums that 
now provide the opportunity for Left 
to meet Right are on television, 
through such programs as THE

Chantilly, Virginia facility. 


The four topics chosen for the 


1992 series are U.S./Japan Relations, 
Educational Choice, Health Care, and 


The Environment. 


Each debate will feature leading 
spokesmen in their fields, possibly 
including such liberals as Ralph 


Nader, Jesse Jackson and Senator Al 
Gore. Speaking for the Right, APC 


hopes to include such luminaries as 
commentator Rush Limbaugh, 


Charlton Heston and Pat Buchanan. 


Though all details have not 
been finalized, plans call for four 
debates in 1992, using the above 
mentioned topics, and six debates 
each year following. 


Debate rules call for one 
representative per side. Each will be 
given time to present his position, 
uninterrupted. Each side will then be 
give the opportunity to rebut their 
opponents position, again 
uninterrupted. Finally, questions will 
be taken from the audience. 


The entire atmosphere for the 
debate will be relaxed, polite and 
intellectual - a true exchange of ideas 
from individuals from opposing points 
of view.

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APC TAKES ACTIVE ROLL IN HERITAGE 
FOUNDATION’S "SHADOW CABINET" 


American Policy Center Executive 
Director, Elaine McCusker, has 
joined with other Conservative 
leaders to work with the Heritage 
Foundation to form a "Shadow 
Cabinet". Its purpose is to observe 
and report on the deeds and 
misdeeds of the Bush Administration 
and to provide the President with 
solid Conservative solutions to public 
policy issues. 


The Heritage Foundation first 
supplied such guidelines to the 
Reagan Administration when it first 
took office in 1980. Those guidelines 
went on to become the blue print for 
action by President Reagan and his 
Cabinet. 


Miss McCusker was appointed to 
the Shadow Cabinet’s Education 
Department. Her committee recently 
issued its first report which focuses 
on the America 2000 program that 
was set forth in April 1991, by 
President Bush and Education 
Secretary Lamar Alexander. America 
2000's goal is to find ways to aim 
America’s education system toward 
excellence. 


The McCusker report was critical 
of several specific points of the 
America 2000 plan, but was overall 
supportive of its goals of improving 
education, 


Ms. McCusker’s Education 
Shadow Cabinet Committee 
summarized its findings as follows: 


"The need for education reform is 
a point rarely disputed but the type 
of reform and details are consistently 
matters for debate. On April 18, 
1991 America 2000 was launched in 
an attempt to guide this nation in the 
right direction to improve our failing 
education system. 


Overall the plan is a wonderful 
and much needed public relations 


crusade, designed to move the 
country toward genuine education 
reform. Seen as such against the 
necessity of state and local control of 
schools, the plan is truly an excellent 
strategy. But as a concrete program, 
it might not be what some people 
expect. 


One of the main problems with 
the program is that among the 
inspirational rhetoric and buzzwords, 
it contains only a few strong 
proposals for clear action in the 
immediate future. Much of it is a 
plan for a plan. The administration 
must act quickly to bring elements of 
the plan into focus, and keep the 
liberals from trying to "one-up" the 
President and produce a bigger plan 
with more spending. 


We recommend that the 
Administration hold Congress 
politically accountable for bottling up 
or killing America 2000 legislation in 
committee and mobilizing the 


extensive network of business 
lobbyists on behalf of that legislation. 
Alexander should actively campaign 
for state laws to pay tuition 
reimbursement to parents who opt- 
out of the public school system. 


The Administration needs to 
break the myth that the education 
answer lies in Washington and to that 
end should emphasize what is 
working in the states". 


Not generally known to the 
American public, the America 2000 
program presently sits dead in 
Congress although President Bush 
and the Administration continue to 
pay it lip service. 


The American Policy Center, 
through participation in efforts like 
the Heritage Foundation’s Shadow 
Cabinet, hopes to help keep the goal 
of educational excellence alive rather 
than a victim of partisan disputes and 
Washington power struggles.

election observation team to Panama. 
APC remains heavily involved in the 
effort to protect the Panama Canal 
and keep it operational.

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EPA UNDER FIRE FOR ALLEGED AWARDING 
OF SOLE-SOURCE CONTRACT 
The American Policy Center has joined the growing chorus 
of concerned citizens and lawmakers calling for an 
investigation of the Environmental Protection Agency’s 
alleged practice of awarding contracts on a sole-source 


basis. 


EPA Administrator William K. Reilly found himself under 
heavy criticism yesterday from Democrats and Republicans 
alike, as he defended his agency’s policies at hearing 
before the House Energy and Commerce Committee’s 
subcommittee on Oversight and Investigations. The hearing 
was held to mark the first anniversary of the enactment 


of the Clean Air Act of 1990. 


In a stinging attack on EPA procurement policy, 
Congressman Thomas J. Bliley, Republican of Virginia, 
pointed out that "it is contrary to our very system of 
government for a government agency to flout the law by 
preordaining the result it wants to reach and then

"Thus," Mr. Bliley concluded, "a firm with a clear 
financial interest in the outcome was placed ina 
position to turn its private views into government policy 
without the intrusion of scientific evaluation of 
relevant workplace data and with the stamp of approval of 


the EPA." 


When confronted in the hearing with Mr. Bliley’s 
accusations, the EPA’s Mr. Reilly said he was "not 
familiar" with the contract in question but would give 
the Virginia Republican a written response within seven 
to ten days. (The initial award of the controversial 
contract to the SPI took place prior to Mr. Reilly’s 


becoming EPA Administrator.) 


"What we have hear is the politization of science at the 
expense of the American taxpayer," commented Dr. Bonner 
Cohen, a spokesman for the American Policy Center. "The 
EPA apparently chose to violate federal procurement law 
to make sure that the Smoking Policy Institute got the 
contract. Congressman Bliley has called on the Government 
Accounting Office (GAO) to evaluate the fashion in which 
this contract was awarded without any competitive 
process, and the American Policy Center joins him in 


demanding a GAO investigation," Cohen said.

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WHITE HOUSE, CONGRESS CLASH 
OVER INDOOR AIR LEGISLATION 


Battle lines are being drawn 
between the Bush administration and 
Congress over the future of indoor air 
regulation in the US. The outcome 
of the struggle will not only 
determine which Federal agencies 
have the final say on indoor air 
quality issues, but will also have a 
direct bearing on US industry’s ability 
to compete against its aggressive 
foreign rivals. 


Senate Majority Leader George 
Mitchell (D - Maine) and 
Congressman Joseph Kennedy (D - 
Massachusetts) have each introduced 
bills that aim at a radical 
transformation of the Federal 
government’s indoor air regulatory 
structure. In essence, their bills, each 
entitled the Indoor Air Quality Act of 
1991, represent a frontal assault on 
the existing system under which 
authority over indoor air is divided 
among several agencies. 


In its place, the Mitchell-Kennedy 
legislation would give the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) the "lead role" in developing 
the Federal response to indoor air 
issues. To buttress the EPA’s 
position as the dominant agency on 
indoor air problems, the legislation 
seeks to establish an "institutional 
base" for indoor air activities. This 
would be done through expanding the 
EPA’s controversial Indoor Air 
Division (IAD) and the creation of an 
interagency Indoor Air Council to 
coordinate efforts of different Federal 
agencies. 


White House Position 


When Sen. Mitchell’s version of the 
bill (S. 455) passed the Senate by a 
whopping 88-to-7 margin on 
November 6, the White House issued 
a blistering attack on the measure. 
The administration charged that the 
bill would "disrupt a long-standing 
and effective Federal indoor air 
quality program," adding that it would 
"create conflicting responsibilities 
among Federal agencies, and impose 
duplicative and unnecessary 
requirements that would undermine 
Federal priorities." 


Recognizing the bill’s goal of 
broadening the regulatory powers of 
the EPA, the administration pointed 
out that the legislation would 
"inappropriately give EPA 
responsibility for developing plans for 
potential regulatory actions under 
statutes administered by other 
agencies." 


Specifically, the bill would reduce 
the roles of the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration (OSHA) 
and its research arm, the National 
Institute of Occupational Safety and 
Health (NIOSH). 


Separation of Jurisdiction 


Any move directed toward 
transferring jurisdiction over indoor 
air from OSHA to EPA would affect 
more than just the agencies involved. 
In passing EPA and OSHA 


legislation, Congress clearly 
established the EPA as the lead 
agency regarding environmental 
health and safety, with jurisdiction 
over air and water issues as they 
pertain to the safety and health of the 
general population. OSHA, on the 
other hand, was established to handle 
safety and health issues affecting 
workers. No distinction was made 
between office workers and those in 
production, construction, or service 
activities. 


The enforcement mechanism 
utilized by OSHA is based on the 
employer/employee relationship, and 
OSHA looks to employers to control 
exposure that may be harmful to their 
employees. It makes no difference 
whether the employer created the 
harmful exposure (such as a toxic 
chemical used in an employer’s 
manufacturing process) or the 
exposure was created by someone 
else. 


By contrast, the EPA’s enforcement 
mechanism operates by regulating 
output of hazardous materials by 
employers, whether that output is into 
the air or water. Exposure of 
individuals to hazardous materials is 
not the principal consideration of 
EPA. 


Since indoor air clearly is an issue 
where the vast majority of individuals 
affected are exposed in their 
workplaces, the responsibility for 
control of those exposures has 
properly belonged to the employer. 
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The enforcement mechanism, 
inspection techniques, exposure 
monitoring methodology, expertise, 
and experience of OSHA are all 
geared to the workplace and, in 
particular, the employer/employee 
relationship. 


The same compelling logic that 
demands that OSHA be the lead 
enforcement agency with respect to 
indoor air quality issue would seem to 
dictate that the supporting research 
be conducted by and under the 
auspices of the NIOSH. 


By making the EPA the primary 
agency charged with research on the 
indoor air issue, the Mitchell/Kennedy 
legislation would replace the 
government’s integrated, 
comprehensive, risk-based approach 
with a chemical-by-chemical analysis 
of indoor contaminants, more in line 
with the EPA’s practice of regulating 
the output of hazardous materials. 


Pointing out that the government 
already has a comprehensive indoor 


air program -- one that includes 
research on causes and effects of 
indoor air pollution; assessment of 
mitigation technologies; information 
dissemination; and, when appropriate, 
issuance of regulations and guidelines 
-- the White House sees no need to 
tamper with a system which, it 
believes, has served the nation well. 


Creating Its Own Problem 


Now that the Senate has already 
passed its version of the Indoor Air 
Quality Act, any hopes the 
administration has of defeating the 
legislation rests with the House. 
There, Congressman Kennedy is 
confident his bill (H.R. 1066) will be 
approved later this year. If the 
House passes H.R. 1066 as 
overwhelmingly as the Senate 
approved Sen. Mitchell’s bill, and if 
differences between the two bills can 
be worked out in committee, 
President Bush’s expected veto of the 
legislation could be overridden. 


If this happens, the US business 


community is certain to be inundated 
by a tidal wave of EPA-induced 
indoor air regulation. Such 
regulations will be based on EPA’s 
"scientific evaluation" of pollutants -- 
the same kind of "scientific 
evaluation" that, over the years, has 
caused the agency so much 
embarrassment in the cases of radon, 
asbestos, dioxin, and environmental 
tobacco smoke (ETS). 


The White House bears no small 
amount of responsibility for the rise 
in prominence of the EPA. It was 
President Bush himself who elevated 
the EPA to cabinet-level status, 
raising the agency’s credibility with 
those in Congress who seek to use the 
EPA to promote their regulatory 
agenda. Indeed, it will not have 
escaped their attention that the same 
administration which backed the 
Clean Air Act of 1990 and reversed 
itself on CFCs (see next article) might 
be persuaded to ~ reach a 
compromise" on indoor air regulation, 
one favorable to the EPA. 


BUSH ADMINISTRATION’S REVERSAL ON CFCs 
SEEN AS VICTORY FOR EPA 


In a dramatic reversal of its 
previous position, the Bush 
administration on February 11 
jettisoned its cautious approach to 
ozone-depleting chemicals, 
confronting US manufacturers and 
consumers with the certainty of 
substantially higher costs in the years 
to come. 


EPA Administrator William Reilly 
is widely credited with persuading the 
White House of the urgency of 
eliminating the ozone-threatening 
chemicals by the middle of the 
decade. 


The move was driven by a report -- 
actually, little more than a press 
release -- by the National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration (NASA) 
that indicated "alarming" levels of 
ozone-destroying chemicals, 
particularly chlorines, over the 
Northern Hemisphere. The 
threatening chemicals, known as 
chlorofluorocarbons, or CFCs, are 
widely used by industry in 
refrigerators, air conditioners, and 
foam insulation. CFCs have been 
blamed by some scientists for 
depleting the ozone layer of the 
upper atmosphere which screens the 
Earth from ultraviolet rays. 


International Agreement 


In response to international 
concern over the effects of CFCs on 
the ozone layer, the US signed the 


1987 Montreal Protocol, which 
provided for the phase-out of CFCs 
by the year 2000. The 
administration’s decision to move up 
the elimination of CFCs by four years 
-- to December 31, 1995 -- casts an 
unflattering light on the way the 
Federal government crafts regulatory 


policy. 


EPA Administrator Reilly has 
praised President Bush for taking 
seriously "the recent scientific 
discovery that the (ozone) problem is 
worse than we thought.” 


But by referring to the contents of 
the NASA press release as a 
"scientific discovery," Mr. Reilly 
merely confirmed what critics of the 
EPA have long maintained, namely, 
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that the agency’s grasp of real 
science leaves much to be desired. 
NASA‘s report has not been peer 
reviewed and thus --according to 
prevailing standards in the scientific 
community --can hardly be termed a 
"scientific discovery." 


While NASA has belatedly put 
together a peer-review panel which is 
expected to issue its findings later this 
year, there is little agreement in the 
scientific community over what a 
depletion of the ozone layer at a 
particular point in time and space 
really means. Is the depletion caused 
by CFCs or by the eruption of a 
gigantic volcano, such as recently 
occurred on Mount Pinatubo in the 
Philippines -- or both? No one 
knows. There is just as much 
uncertainty among scientists over the 
effect of such depletions on human 
health. 


"Toxic Terrorism" 


Edward Remmers, an MIT-trained 
biochemist and vice president of the 
American Council on Science and 
Health, recently told the Washington 
Times that basing ozone-depletion 
fears on the NASA findings is an act 
of "toxic terrorism." Mr. Remmers 
added that he did not find NASA’s 
finding alarming, because "while what 
we observe may be true, we still don’t 
know the impact of it on human 
health." 


S. Fred Singer, director of the 
Washington Institute for Values in 
Public Policy, was no less critical, 
pointing out that high levels of 
chlorine in the atmosphere have been 
observed before. "They are an 
indication of nothing,” observed Mr. 
Singer, who is on leave from his 
position at the University of Virginia’s 
department of environmental 
sciences. 


Such skepticism of unsubstantiated 
findings is generally ignored by the 
EPA. In April 1991, Mr. Reilly 
actually proclaimed that 275,000 
Americans would soon die annually 


from ozone hole-related skin cancer. 
Not only has Mr. Reilly failed to 
produce any scientific evidence in 
support of his claim, his statement is 
misleading on another count: There 
is no hole in the ozone layer. 


The ozone layer is composed of 
swirling gases that move around the 
atmosphere in concentrations that 
vary from time to time and from 
place to place. What are popularly, 
and incorrectly, referred to as "holes" 
in the ozone layer are, in fact, areas 
where the density of concentration is 
lower than in other parts of the layer. 
In this connection, it is easily 
forgotten that the thin spot in the 
ozone layer, commonly referred to as 
a "hole," was first discovered over 
Antarctica in 1956, long before CFCs 
were in widespread use. 


The truth about the ozone layer 
notwithstanding, the EPA has 
persisted in perpetuating the myth 
that mankind faces an immanent 
threat of skin cancer, and worse, from 
the depletion of the Earth‘s protective 
shield against ultraviolet sunlight. 

Yet these myths have become the 
basis on which far-reaching regulatory 
decision are made. 


Next Generation 
of Chemicals Targeted 


While US industry is prepared to 
meet the stepped-up deadline for 
phasing out CFCs, the real crunch 
will come when the next generation of 
chemicals comes into use. The 
interim replacement for CFCs is 
expected to be hydrochloro- 
fluorocarbons, or HCFCs. But these 
chemicals also have the potential to 
deplete the ozone layer, albeit much 
less so than CFCs. The Montreal 
Protocol provides for the elimination 
of HCFCs by 2030, giving industry 
ample time to develop commercially 
viable alternatives to these chemicals. 


However, an EPA plan, expected to 
be released in late March, would 
begin eliminating some HCFCs by 
2005. The phased elimination of 


HCFCs years before any substitutes 
are available, will put additional 
financial burdens on makers of 
appliances, air conditioners, and 
automobiles. These industries already 
have spent over $800 million 
preparing for the phase-out of CFCs. 
If, as expected, HCFCs become the 
EPA’s next target, and if the EPA 
goes beyond regulating new 
equipment and requires industry to 
modify existing equipment, the costs 
will soar into the tens of billions of 
dollars. 


Such costs might be justified if the 
risk to human health from periodic 
and localized depletions of the ozone 
layer were compelling. But this is the 
case that Mr. Reilly’s agency has 
conspicuously failed to make. There 
was unintended irony in Mr. Reilly’s 
recent statement to the press that 
"this (ozone) decision was driven by 
the science, and not the politics. . . 
The science is more worrisome and 
disturbing than it was three years ago" 
when Mr. Bush became president. 
Indeed, it is precisely the EPA’s 
"science" that is so worrisome and 
disturbing. 
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VIRGINIA REJECTS MORE STRINGENT 
AUTO EMISSIONS STANDARDS 


The Senate Transportation 
Committee of Virginia has dealt a 
severe setback to efforts aimed at 
imposing the so-called "California 
standard" on automobile emissions. 
By a vote of 8 to 6, the committee on 
February 10 rejected a plan that 
would have required all cars sold 
beginning in 1997 to meet California’s 
tough emission standards. 


The Clean Air Act of 1990 allows 
foe two types of vehicle emission 
standards: a Federal program and 
one for California, where problems 
associated with smog have resulted in 
a more stringent emissions standard. 


Virginia is one of 11 Eastern 
seaboard states which have formed 
the Ozone Transport Corridor. 
Stretching from Virginia to Maine, 
but excluding Connecticut, the Ozone 
Transport Corridor has pledged to 
adopt the California standard on auto 
emissions. But implementing the 
plan has not been easy. Last year, a 
similar measure "died" in Maryland 
when the state’s House of Delegates 
failed to act on the proposal. 


In Virginia, as elsewhere, the plan 
has encountered strong opposition 
from the oil and auto industries. It is 
estimated that the tailpipe emission 
standards alone will add $200 to 
$1,000 to the cost of a new car. Tens 
of thousands of jobs could be lost as 
a result of the new regulatory 
burdens facing the already 
beleaguered Northeastern states. 


In addition to the increased costs 
to manufacturers and consumers the 
California standard would impose, 
Ozone Transport Corridor states run 
the risk of incurring the wrath of the 
Federal government. The latter has 
threatened to saddle small businesses 
with stronger emissions regulations if 


the new standards are not adopted. 
The same states also run the risk of 
having their Federal highways funds 
cut off. 


Outdated Assumptions 


The assumption underlying the 
California standard is that mandating 
emissions standards for new 
automobiles is a cost-effective way of 
reducing smog. As pointed out by 
Jonathan H. Adler, an environmental 
policy analyst at the Washington- 
based Competitive Enterprise 
Institute, the argument assumes that 
by reducing new car emissions of 
certain smog precursors, such as 
volatile organic compounds (VOCs), 
and nitrogen oxide (NOx), regulatory 
agencies can greatly reduce urban 
smog formation. 


Mr. Adler notes that while this may 
have been true in the 1970s when 
such standards were first 
implemented, this is simply no longer 
the case. "Any significant gains to be 
achieved through such measures have 
already been realized," he says. "A 
new car today will emit 96 percent 
less hydrocarbons and 76 percent less 
NOx than those built 20 years ago," 
he goes on. "The result has been a 
significant decline in ambient levels 
of ozone (the primary constituent of 
smog nationwide.) By all 
conventional standards, a well- 
maintained new car is clean." 


"There is little to be gained in 
reducing new car emissions by one or 
two percentage points, and what new 
gains are achieved will not be 
evidenced for years to come as newer, 
cleaner cars only gradually replace 
their older counterparts," Mr. Adler 
concludes. 


On-Road Testing 


Agreeing with the National Science 
Foundation that environmental 
regulators consistently overestimate 
"the effectiveness of VOC controls," 
Mr. Adler suggests that Federal 
agencies concentrate their efforts on 
identifying the relatively small 
number of motor vehicles that emit 
most of the pollutants. In place of 
mandatory emissions inspections for 
all drivers, he proposes the use of on- 
road emissions testing. 


A device developed by Professor 
Donald Stedman of the University of 
Denver can measure the emissions of 
moving vehicles. The device, which 
uses an infrared beam to measure 
relative concentrations of air 
pollutants before and after a vehicle 
passes, is extremely accurate, 
providing the benefit of testing cars 
during actual on-road use. 


Instead of adding additional 
regulatory costs to a region already 
suffering from a deep recession, the 
proposal on auto emissions put 
forward by Mr. Adler offers a 
relatively inexpensive way of targeting 
those vehicles which are responsible 
for most of the smog over the 
nation’s cities. 


Adopting such an approach to 
controlling emissions from 
automobiles would require that 
Federal and state agencies take a 
permanent leave of absence from the 
practice of mandating universal 
regulatory coverage for the entire 
population. 


Far too often, this has not only led 
to intolerable costs, but has also 
failed to address the real causes of 
pollution.

FPC SPONSORS RALLY FOR ANGOLAN FREEDOM FIGHTERS 


Over the past several months, FPC 
President Tom DeWeese has been meet- 
ing with a small group of Conservative 
leaders based in Washington to create a 
strategy to build support for UNITA, 
the freedom fighters in Angola, lead by 
Dr. Jonas Savimbi. 

Soon after these meetings began, 
UNITA was brutally attacked by a 
Soviet led and financed offensive. It was 
the most severe attack ever launched 
against UNITA during its 17 year war 
against the Angolan communist govern- 
ment. And it was ruthlessly launched 
after a cease fire had been arranged and 
peace talks were taking place.

This then was the situation when the 
Foreign Policy Centre undertook the 
effort to organize a Rally of support for 
UNITA. The goal was to inform Con- 
servative leaders from across the country 
of UNITA’s plight and to rally their 
support. 

The Rally was held during the CPAC 
conference to insure that as many acti- 
vists as possible could attend. Twelve 
other Conservative groups joined in as 
co-sponsors including, American Foun- 


dation for Resistance International, 
Committee for the Free World, The 
Conservative Caucus, Conservative 
National Committee, International Free- 
dom Foundation, Legal Affairs Council, 
National Security Center, Americans for 
a Sound Foreign Policy, and Young 
Americans for Freedom. 

More than 100 Conservative leaders 
and activists attended the Rally to hear 
FPC President Tom DeWeese open the 
program, saying to the gathering ... “I 
urge you to rally to UNITA with all the 
strength, courage, and dedication you 
can muster ...”’. 

Vice President Chitunda was then 
introduced by Michael Johns of the Her- 
itage Foundation.

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There is a saying that there are 


no atheists in fox holes. Of course 
that means that when you are actually 
faced with certain death you have no 
doubt of the existence of God and 
salvation for your soul. 


The same type of argument can be 
made for support of a space-based 
defense shield which can intercept and 
destroy incoming nuclear missiles. In 
the frustration of attempting to con- 
vince a short-sighted liberal on the 
virtues of SDI, I’ve always known 
that, in the final minutes after the 
Soviets launched an ICBM nuclear 
attack on the U.S. that there would be 
no one in America opposed to a missile 
defense shield. 


That point is vividly dramatized 
now in the Persian Gulf as Iraq’s Scud 
missiles fail to be a major threat 
because U.S. Patriot missiles system- 
atically knock them out of the sky. 


The Left argues that SDI simply 
won't work because the system cannot 
be guaranteed to take out 100% of all 
the missiles aimed at the U.S. during 
such an attack.

But now, thanks to the Gulf war, 
Americans have a live CNN view of the 
terror of living through a missile 
attack and the relief of living under 
a missile defense shield. 


One reporter on the ground in 
Saudi Arabia during a Scud attack, was 
heard to lament that it was "money 
well spent" when reporting that each 
Patriot missile cost $1 million. 


What the media hasn't clearly 
pointed out during its praise of the 
Patriot’s success is that it was 
devel- oped through SDI research. SDI 
works indeed! 


Yet even at this point, some 
opponents of SDI still argue that a

missile defense shield is a relic of 
the Cold War. They contend that there 
no longer is a Soviet threat and 
therefore no need for such a system. 


To the contrary, there has never 
been a more urgent time for a shield 
against nuclear attack. Saddam 
Hussein has proven beyond a doubt that 
our world continues to be full of 
dangerous power mongers and fanatics 
bent on our demise. Moreover, he has 
shown what one can do when 
sophisticated weapons are placed in 
the hands of barbarians. 


Granted, Hussein’s weapons are 
small and of no threat to American 
security. But, there is an ongoing 
rush by third world despots to develop 
nuclear capabilities. Had Hussein 
waited another five years to invade 
Kuwait, then it’s entirely possible 
that he could have used the time to 
develop not only nuclear weapons, but 


increase his launch distance as well. 


Those Scud missiles raining down 
on Tel Aviv today could well be the 
fate of American cities in the future. 


In addition, the Soviet threat is 
far from over. In fact, we were 
probably safer under the old communist 
regimes when calculated plans guided 
Soviet actions. 


CAPITOL COMMENT 


Today, the Soviet Union is on the 
brink of civil war. No one knows the 
outcome or who will end up in charge, 
including control of the Soviet’s 
Massive arsenal of ICBMs -still aimed 
at the United States. 


What will we do if those missiles 
are somehow taken over by radicals, 
terrorists or even Soviet military 
leaders over whom no one has any 
control? 


Mutual Assured Destruction (MAD), 
the doctrine that has been used by 
both sides to keep the missiles in 
their silos for over forty years, will 
have no meaning to such forces. Reason

Getting A Better Deal 


Most Conservatives now admit 
it is unlikely that Congress or the 
President will ever simply rescind the 
Panama Canal Treaties -- despite the 
fact that these treaties were 
illegally negotiated and leave the 
Panama Canal defenseless to sabotage. 


Instead, reluctantly, the 
American Policy Center is focusing its 
efforts on getting "a better deal" 
than the one put forth by Jimmy Carter 
and ratified by Congress in 1977. 


APC President Tom DeWeese 
explained to Insiders Report that "the 
better deal" is for the U.S. to 
propose sovereignty of the Panama 
Canal and Canal Zone to Panama in 
exchange for the right, of the U.S. to 
keep its military forces in Panama and 
continue operating the Panama Canal. 
It is essential to any renegotiation 
effort that the U.S. maintain its 
bases in the area and oversee 

eration of the Canal. 
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"It's no coincidence that 
this better deal is a major part of 
the legislation Congressman Crane will 
introduce shortly to renegotiate the 
Panama Canal Treaties. APC met with 
Phil Crane’s staff and advised them 
that conservatives would accept 
renegotiation. "We’ve been out front 
on this issue all the way. That’s why 
APC is taking the lead to get he Crane 
bill passed this year," added DeWeese. 


Getting Congress off the Fence 


It’s also no secret that 
most members of Congress don’t like to 
take a stand on controversial pieces 
of legislation like Congressman 
Crane’s bill. Congressmen and Senators 
seem to prefer the safe, but awkward 
position, perched on the fence but 
with an ear to the ground. APC has 
announced an Action Plan to get them 
off the fence, with maximum impact for 
success. 


The way APC President Tom 
DeWeese sees it, "it all comes down to 
local pressure -- its the only thing 
Congressmen understand." "The center- 
piece of APC’s Coalition strategy is 
to use local activists in local 
congressional districts to apply 
pressure on Congressmen where it will 
hurt the most -- in their home 
district. We’re going to keep their 
feet in the fire until they take a 
position," DeWeese explained. 


APC Coalition members don’t 
want to play their hand too soon but 
it’s safe to say they plan to make a 
YES or NO position on Congressman 
Crane’s legislation a litmus test for 
Members of Congress on the issue of a 
strong U.S. defense presence in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


Speaking of making 
Congressmen squirm, DeWeese had this 
final observation: "The liberals in 
Congress are praying that our 
Coalition never gets off the ground. 
It’s one thing they fear most -- an 
aroused, angry force of citizens who 
know they are in the right. They know 
the kind of reaction they'll get when 
our message breaks through. Well, I 
say APC is ready and able to give the 
liberals bad dreams for some time to

We have tabulated your responses to our recent 1981 inflation poll and an overwhelming 


majority (91.4%) see inflation as 1981's number one economic problem. More than TUTE 
you do think President REAGAN will reduce inflation. 


Opinion was more divided in the areas of government spending that should be cut. Less 
than 1% thought defense spending should be cut.

Letters came to the judge urging a supervised probation for HOFFMAN. Among the writers 
were RAMSEY CLARK, Dr. BENJAMIN SPOCK, and Bishop PAUL MOORE, JR., of the Episcopal 
Diocese of New York. Lesser-known lawyers, academics, "students," civil rights and 
"peace" movement workers, actors and writers also wrote in. But as PINK SHEET readers

If wishes were horses, JIMMY CARTER would have one heck of a stable. And I do get the 
impression that CARTER confuses what he wishes were true with what is true. Increasing- 


ly, CARTER mouths rhetoric that has no relation to reality. The rest of the world is 


quickly coming to view his Administration as saying one thing, then doing another; and 
of always caving in when the pressure gets strong. 


But CARTER, seems to think if he says something oftten\ enough, that's what/ people will 
believe is true. First, there was his State of the Union speech, which painted an op- 
timistic»opicturevof pthe-world) as) U.S.) interests|were being) battered) across jthe) globe 
(see Issué #200). And last week came CARTER"sS speech at the Georgia Institute of Tech- 


nology. 


Trying to talk tough, CARTER said the U.S. is "fully prepared to protect our vital in- 
terests wherever they may be challenged," and that "we will stand by our friends." Oh? 
How does that match the CARTER record in: 


@IRAN, of which CARTER himself once said "no other nation is closer to us in plan- 
ning for our mutual military security." Of the now exiled Shah, CARTER said "there 
is no leader with whom I have a deeper sense of...personal friendship." CARTER 
did nothing while that friend fell. If ever U.S. interests--in Iran's strategic 
position and its oil resources--were involved, that was it. CARTER also did noth- 
ing as the U.S. Embassy was assaulted and taken over by Marxist revolutionaries. 

@TAIWAN, one of America's most loyal friends, utterly abandoned by CARTER in order 
to please an avowed enemy of capitalism. In terms of "vital interests," trade with 
Taiwan is far greater than trade with Communist China is going to be any time in 


the foreseeable future. And CARTER's contention that the Communist Chinese are ba- 
sically peaceloving and not likely to use force against Taiwan was blown cut of 
the water by Communist China's assault on Vietnam. 

@NICARAGUA, where CARTER just this month cut back aid to a staunch anti-communist 
friend of the U.S., President ANASTASIO SOMOZA. At the same time, CARTER wants 
more U.S. aid for African dictatorships that are openly anti-American. 

@AFGHANISTAN, where terrorists killed the American ambassador. If others were con- 
vinced the U.S. will "protect its vital interests," would they so readily assault 
our representatives? 

@SOMALIA, where after being ignored by the U.S. in its pleas for arms in its con- 
flict with communist Ethiopia, the government is again looking to the Soviets in- 
stead of the West for friendship. 

@MOROCCO, where the staunchly pro-Western government is one of the few willing to 
use its military force in other countries to protect U.S. and Western interests. 
Despite that, CARTER refuses to sell it needed military supplies. 

@RHODESIA, which desperately wants to be a friend to the U.S., and whose loss to 
Marxist terrorists would set the stage for a leftist revolution in resource-rich 
South Africa. Rhodesia has done everything CARTER's predecessors once asked to 
make a transition to majority rule. A recent survey by the non-partisan Freedom 
House showed it has more political rights than 33 African countries and more civil 
liberties than 38. Yet CARTER refuses to recognize it unless it all but gives up 
power to anti-American terrorists who would impose a Marxist dictatorship.

So long as these are the realities of CARTER's policies, his rhetoric will ring hollow. 
And the enemies of America will grow ever bolder. That's why CARTER must be replaced 

by a conservative, anti-communist President in the next election. And why we must make 
our views known to Congress on vital issues where it can reverse or alter CARTER's pol- 
icies.

could establish a tie between an unpopular figure and conservatism. 


You can help remedy the situation whenever you see articles neglecting or minimizing 
JONES's Communist connections.

@Rep. RON DELLUMS (D.-Ca.)} continues to be one of the far left's best friends on 
Capitol Hill. DELLUMS recently spoke to a United Nations Committee in favor of the U.S. 
renouncing all claims to Puerto Rico, a favorite Communist cause despite its overwhelm- 
ing rejection by the Puerto Ricans in several votes. DELLUMS also urged North Carolina's 
governor to let Wilmington 10 leader BEN CHAVIS (see Issue #199) attend an award cere- 
mony of a group affiliated with the Marxist-oriented Institute for Policy Studies (see 
Issue #167). DELLUMS was keynote speaker at the affair. 


@DELLUMS is the new Chairman of the House District Committee, which oversees Wash- 
ington, D.C. governmental affairs. In the past, the District Committee has frequently 
checked some of the ultra-liberal inclinations of D.C. government officials, but that's 
not likely to happen under DELLUMS. 


@i'm pleased to report that in his recent presentation to the Latin American Bishops’ 
Conference the new Pope, JOHN PAUL II, was critical of those who seek to "politicize'-- 
in a radical left way--the Catholic Church. He specifically rejected the idea of 
Christ as a political revolutionary. 


@In the limited attention the media gave to the death of Algerian President HOUARI 
BOUMEDIENNE, they neglected to mention that prominent role he played in giving aid, as- 
sistance and refuge to American terrorists, ranging from "name" figures in the Black 
Panthers and SDS to obscure skyjackers. I met BOUMEDIENNE in Havana, Cuba, in 1963 and 
found him san intense and committed communist,)) Although the media;described him as hav- 
ing "moderated," Algeria continued to be a terrorist haven at the time of his death. 


@My sources indicate the 18th annual convention of the Young Socialist Alliance, 
youth branch of the Trotskyite Socialist Workers Party (see Issue #167), showed that 
much) of the old YSA leadership had-"graduated" to the SWP. -The YSA-is only)about 500 
members strong nationally now, but is well financed and remains a "training school" for 


future Trotskyites. This year the YSA will be concentrating on propaganda against South 


Africa and Rhodesia and infiltration and influence in the anti-nuclear movement. 


@PHILIP AGEE (see Issue #178), the renegade CIA agent now believed to be living in 
Italy, is at it again. He's named 11 more alleged CIA agents operating abroad, thus 
placing their lives in danger. Yet the CARTER Adminstration claims it would have no 
grounds for prosecuting AGEE if he returned to the U.S. 


@RONALD REAGAN's 1976 Vice Presidential candidate, RICHARD SCHWEIKER, says he won't 
run again for the Senate in 1980 but will work for REAGAN's Presidential effort. Since 
his 1976 endorsement of REAGAN, SCHWEIKER's Senate voting record has dropped from 80% 
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appréval by the liberal Americans for Democratic Action to 20% while his most recent 
erating from the American Conservative Union was a respectable 742. 


@Parade magazine has done it again. Following up its puffery for Communist-lining 
PETE SEEGER (see Issue #197), Parade showed its leftist tilt once more in a recent is- 
sue when it provided a heavy plug for the proposed SALT treaty. Ignoring the many dan- 
gers to American defense the treaty entails (see Issue #198), Parade called it "one 
more small step in the attempt to diminish the mutual mistrust quotient" between the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union. 


@Helping bring the American public the propaganda/entertainment extravaganza JIMMY 
CARTER put on for Communist Chinese Vice Premier TENG HSIAO-PING was ARCO, the Atiantic 
Richfield Company. ARCO took a full page ad in The Washington Post to boast of its fi- 
nancial underwriting for the PBS television broadcast of the Kennedy Center performance 
that welcomed TENG. 


@Refuting arguments of environmental extremists, the Federal Trade Commission found 
in studies made public last month that decontrol of gasoline prices and supplies would 
not have significant negative effects on the environment. 


@DAVID FINE, the pro-Hanoi activist convicted for conspiracy, destruction of govern- 
ment property and other crimes in connection with the bomb blast in 1970 that killed a 
researcher at the University of Wisconsin, has been paroled after serving just a bit 
more than two years of a seven year sentence. 


@The American Council for World Freedom has a new book out on Southeast Asia: Com- 
munism_on the March by Vietnamese refugee BUI ANH TUAN. Price is $3 from ACWF, 1735 
DeSales, St., N.W., Suite 500, Washington, D.C. 20036. 


@Here's a surprise. A new study of welfare found that those who had guaranteed an- 
nual incomes worked less than those who didn't. 


@And here's another one of those conclusions that you could reach after three sec- 
onds thought and the federal government reaches only after a massive study. A Labor 
Department survey of several thousand unemployed found that those receiving unemployment 
insurance benefits spend less time looking for new jobs than those who don't. 


@According to Senate Housing, Banking and Urban Affairs Committee Chairman WILLIAM 
PROXMIRE (D.-Wi.), some federally subsidized home loans with interest rates at 3% are 
going to families with incomes of more than $50,000 a year. 


@A new Central Intelligence Agency report says the Soviet Union considers military 
aid and weapons sales the bestiway to expand its influence throughout the world, and 
has. increased such programs to some $4 billion worth. The CARTER Administration, mean- 
while, is seeking) to cut back similar U.S. efforts. 


@But the CARTER Administration, which has blocked or.slowed sales of military-relat- 
ed items to various anti-communist governments it charges violate human rights, has ap- 
proved the sale of cargo-carrying trucks to Libya. Libya is a leftist dictatorship 
that is one of the strongest supporters of international terrorist groups. 


@According to a high official of the American Association of University Professors, 
"The number of professors with Marxist or radical anti-establishment ideologies in posi- 
tions of responsibility is on the rise." Another expert says, "There are more radical 
teachers who are openly political in the classrooms today than, say, 15 years ago." 


@An organization I highly recommend--which works to counter leftist influence on 
campus--is University Professors for Academic Order. Faculty members and libraries re- 
ceive a series of special services and publications for their $10 dues, while non-aca- 
demics can receive some of the same services and also help support the group by becoming 
"Public Associates" for $5. Write UPAO, 635 S.W. 4th St., Corvallis, Or. 97330. 
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HYATT RESISTS LEFT-WING PRESSURE 
THE PINK SHEET often criticizes corporations that are shortsighted in their policies 
toward trade with Communist countries or lend support to left-wing causes. But that's 
only because I consider capitalism the best economic system in the world and see little 
sense in capitalists helping their enemies. I'm thus pleased to report that one firm 


which recently held its ground against left-wing pressure was Hyatt International 
Corp., the hotel chain. 


Hyatt manages the Chicago O'Hare International Trade and Exposition Center. From Feb. 
18 through 21 the center was the site of the Conference on Strategic Directions and 
Defense Exhibition--"Defense Technology '79" for short. 


A number of leftist groups protested the affair because it was based on the premise 
that Western countries need a strong defense and up-to-date weapons to preserve se- 
curity and freedom. One left-wing organization, Clergy and Laity Concerned (CALC), 
picketed Hyatt hotels acrosss the nation in an attempt to force cancellation of Defense 
Technology '79. Clergy and Laity Concerned charged the show was "a bazaar to sell the 


weaponry of death." 


CALC is highly selective about what "weaponry of death" it chooses to protest. Its 


organizers put the blame for the Vietnam war on the U.S., not the North Vietnamese 
aggressors (see Issues #32 and #36). They helped North Vietnam in its exploitation 
of American P.O.W.s for propaganda purposes, and gave their "moral" support to the 
A Cong shortly before South Vietnam's pro-West government fell (see Issue 

103). 


After the fall of South Vietnam, CALC turned to other causes, like Angola (see Issue 
#123), the B-1 bomber (see Issue #129), U.S. defense spending (see Issue #148), and 
human rights in anti-communist countries (see Issue #162). Invariably, the net effect 


of the CALC stance is to harm the U.S. defense posture and strategic position in the 


world, while strengthening or leaving untouched the position of America's enemies.

"POST" PRAISES PRO-HANOI LUCE AS "HUMAN RIGHTS REMINDER" 


He is a "human rights reminder." He "has dignity." He is a man of "level conversa- 
tion and quiet humor." So wrote Washington Post reporter LEE LESCAZE recently in des- 
cribing DON LUCE (fortunately, no relation of mine). In,a lengthy paen of praise, 
LESCAZE paints a breathless picture of LUCE as a man of noble heart and pure inten- 


tions. 


In fact, DON LUCE is a dedicated ideologue who sees virtually no enemies or violations 
of human rights on the left. (This official of Clergy and [Laity Concerned (see above and 
Issue #132) defends Communist governments while trying to smear anti-communist friends 


of the U.S. 


LUCE was among those signing an ad supporting the Communist dictatorship in Hanoi af- 
ter some of its other original friends had realized their mistake. Among the claims 
the ad made (see Issue #150) was that Hanoi had a "surprisingly small" 40,000 politi- 
cal prisoners. That's a gross underestimate by virtually everyone else's reports (see 
Issue #197), but what makes it especially ludicrous is that individuals like LUCE con- 
demn anti-communist countries such as the Philippines, Thailand and Chile that have 
nowhere near even that low estimate of Vietnam's political prisoners. 


Yet LESCAZE ignores such hypocrisy and takes everything LUCE says at face value, ac- 
cepting as gospel every story of persecution and every quote designed to make Ameri- 
ps2 


cans look bad. Tough questions and investigative reporting apparently go out the 
-window for LESCAZE when it comes to LUCE. Yet in other stories (on Chile and the 
LETELIER case-~see Issue #152 and #154--for example), LESCAZE has gone cut of kis way 
to try to cast doubt on the anti-communist position. 


It's hard not to conclude that LESCAZE has the same one-sided view of the world as 
DON LUCE, and I'm afraid that doesn't say much for the objectivity of The Washington 
Post. 


"MARYKNOLL" SHOWS LEFT-WING BIAS AGAIN 


Maryknoll, the magazine of the Catholic Foreign Mission Society of America, has once 
again shown that it takes a "haves vs. haves not" view of the world closely approxi- 
mating Marxism. Nearly a year ago (see Issue #178), I reported how Maryknoll endorsed 
the idea that somehow capitalist nations are responsible for the relative poverty of 
the countries in the so-called "Third World." 


I know many of you have sent protests to Maryknoll and the Catholic Foreign Mission So- 
ciety. But in a recent issue they were at the same old stand. The magazine said the 
U.S. "is grossly and dangerously overconsuming world resources" and must share its 
resources in a massive “international plan of reconstruction and development." 


To buttress that case, Maryknoll reprinted an article by RICHARD BARNET. As PINK 


SHEET readers know, BARNET is a pro-Hanoi radical leftist who is a key figure in the 
Institute for Policy Studies, the major tax free foundation of the American far left. 


IPS studies and projects have a distinctly anti-American, pro-Marxist bent (see Issue 
#152). 


Apparently letters to Maryknoll urging it to change its ways have little impact. But 
if you've contributed to the Catholic Foreign Mission Society (Maryknoll, N.Y. 10545), 
I suggest one last letter telling it your contributions have ended and your future 
donations will be going to groups that don't mix socialist economics with their mis- 
sionary work.

@ Mr. RUDD. Mr. Speaker, I have previ- 
ously stated my deep concern over the 
dangerous limitations and restrictions 
placed on the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation’s monitoring of subversive groups 
in the United States, by various Depart- 
ment of Justice and Federal court deci- 
sions as well as unwise statutes. 

As a former special agent for the FBI, 
I can personally attest to the importance 
of stich monitoring of subversive groups, 
including efforts to have them infiltrated 
in order to learn of planned action to 
harm the public or our Government. 

The effect of various laws and deci- 
sions by the Justice Department and the 
courts has been to deny the FBI virtu- 
ally any power to infiltrate or monitor 
the activities of ultraleftist groups such 
as the Revolutionary Communist Party 
(RCP), the Communist Party USA—a 
Marxis-Leninist organization, the New 
World Liberation Front, the FALN—the 
Puerto Rican. Socialist Party's- under- 
ground radical organization, and the 
Progressive Labor Party. 

Because of the avowed violent, revolu- 
tionary programs of these .and_other 
Communist groups, it is absurd to deny 
the FBI the ability to keep track of the 
various practices-of these organizations. 

It is also absurd to deny Congress es- 
sential information about these orga- 
nizations and their activities that it 
needs, by failing to reestablish full- 
fledged Internal Security Committees in 
both Houses of Congress. 

It is no coincidence that law enforce- 
ment agencies throughout the United 
States are finding it virtually impossible 
to keep up with information about these 
groups, including their planned criminal 
activities and members. 

By stripping Congress and the FBI of 
the power to perform necessary internal 
security functions, these groups are al- 
lowed to carry out farflung, bizarre ter-

rorist activities against private industry, 
government organizations and agencies, 
and individual citizens—without needed 
counteraction by the proper authorities. 

In fact, the internal security situation 
is so bad at the present time that the 
Secret Service has listed a large number 
of American cities as unsafe for a visit 
by the President of the United States. 

Recently the Progressive Labor Party 
openly advocated the “violent overthrow 
of the United States.” In a special issue 
of Progressive Labor magazine, the PLP 
detailed its reasons why such violent 
overthrow of our Government is deemed 
necessary. 
The fortnightly newsletter, “The Pink 
Sheet on the Left,” published by Phillips 
Publishing Co., included an article in its 
September 25 issue concerning this pub- 
licly announced objective of the Progres- 
sive Labor Party. 

The Pink Sheet article notes that the 
PLP is planting its own members in key 
positions within our own American 
Armed Forces, as part of the organiza- 
tion’s long-range revolutionary Commu- 
nist efforts. 

It certainly makes sense that we 
should eliminate all restrictions against 
FBI infiltration of this organization, in 
order to protect our people and our 
Government against its avowed revolu- 
tionary objectives. 

Congress should also be conducting 
continuous investigations of this and 
other groups, through standing internal 
security committees, so that needed 
legislative action can be taken to stop 
bid subversive threat to our free institu- 
tions. 

`- As soon as Congress reconvenes, it 

should pass a measure such as House 
Resolution 48, to reestablish such com- 
mittees. Nothing should have a higher 
priority.

Formed in 1960 as the pro-Chinese Com- 
munist party in the U.S. (it’s since broken 
with the Chinese) the PLP has had a history 
of_violence and internal shakeups: But it’s 
survived and is currently making no bones 
about its revolutionary intentions. Recently, 
its supporters have physically attacked mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan and the American 
Nazi Party, and have tried to foment violence 
during strikes. 

PLP membership is less than 3,000, but a 
handful of fanatics can be effective and dan- 
gerous. Ahd the PLP’s continued call for vio- 
lence is a warning of what communists really 
stand for. 

That call rang loud and true in the April- 
May issue of the Progressive Labor Magazine, 
official PLP house organ. Its cover story was, 
“Armed Insurrection: The Road to State 
Power.” Here's how the article began (with 
my emphasis): No ruling class in world his- 
tory—slave-owner, feudalist or capitalist— 
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has given up power voluntarily. They have 
been crushed by armed force .. . 

Workers make revolution not to substitute 
one form of exploitation for another, but to 
end exploitation and build socialism. There- 
fore, no compromise is possible with the 
capitalist class. It must be destroyed. 

The conclusion to this long article (which 
was prepared by the PLP National Commit- 
tee) gives some detail on future actions. It 
might also be considered an outline for other 
communist groups advocating immediate 
violence in their struggle to overthrow cap- 
italism. Here's that conclusion (with my 
emphasis) : s 

(1) Our strategy remains the armed strug- 
gle for working class state power . . . 

(2) We must continue to rebuild our work 
in the armed forces. We wish to encourage 
party members and friends . . . to join the 
armed forces and help build this work. Some 
older members and friends can join the 
National Guard . . . 

(3) In addiiton to studying the philosophy 
of dialectical materialism and the overall 
political ideas of Marxism-Leninism we must 
guarantee the study of a particular branch 
of this science, revolutionary war. 

The PLP isn’t only calling for armed insur- 
rection, it’s planting members in the armed 
services in an attempt to create confusion 
and turn troops- against their officers to 
prevent the military from putting down PLP 
violence. ’ 

The Smith Act held it illegal to advocate 
the violent overthrow of the government. But 
now that the courts have emaciated the act, 
the PLP has no qualms about advocating— 
and planning—revolution. That may cause 
serious problems as the PLP and various 
terrorist sects n serious actions. 

That’s why I believe it vital that FBI and 
local police intelligence again infiltrate and 
closely monitor activities of communist par- 
ties such as the PLP. The restrictions placed 
on the police and national security agencies 
by the CARTER Administration’s Justice De- 
partment and the courts must be ended in 
the interest of national security. A good start 
would be passage of the Larry McDonald- 
John Ashbrook House Resolution 48 (see 
Issue #188) to reestablish a House Internal 
Security Committee which could prepare the 
necessary legislation.

I have proposed, for instance, 
that we impose a 1-year moratorium on 
major new spending programs next year 
and concentrate on our oversight func- 
tion by passing sunset legislation and re- 
quiring working oversight subcommit- 
tees on every legislative committee; only 
six committees now have exclusive over- 
sight subcommittees. By shifting more 
attention to oversight we could be cut- 
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ting back on this “lawjam” that now 
exists. I have also suggested placing a 
ceiling of six subcommittees on every 
committee; the average number of sub- 
committees per legislative committee to- 
day is 7.5. Moreover, we havea total of 
191 House units oday—committees, 
select committees, <tibcommittees, and 
task forces—up 2@ percent from the 159 
comparable uyé#ts in 1974.

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COMMUNIST PARTY (MARXIST-LENINIST) GETS CHINESE BLESSING 


In early May I predicted a new communist party, called the Communist Party (Marxist- 
Leninist), would shortly be formed by the Communist Chinese sympathizers of the Oct- 
ober League (see Issue #156). Just as I predicted, the party came into being shortly 


thereafter (see Issue #161). Now, it's been given the official blessing as the 
ideological representative in the U.S. of the Communist Chinese. 


That was made clear when Peking wined and dined the new party's chairman, 34-year-old 
MICHAEL KLONSKY, during a lengthy visit to China this summer. KLONSKY got VIP treat- 
ment that even outdid the welcome extended to U.S. Secretary of State CYRUS VANCE 
when he visited China in August. One news report termed KLONSKY's welcome "the warm- 
est reception ever given an American" by new Chinese ruler HUA KUO-FENG. 


At a banquet, top Chinese economic planner LI HSIEN-NIEN offered a toast in which he 
wished "new successes in its fight" to the CP (ML), praising it for "going deep among 


the masses and boldly arousing the masses." It's interesting to note that KLONSKY's 
party, which got such a strong endorsement from Communist China's leaders, openly 
proclaims that only "the armed revolutionary overthrow of the U.S. imperialist ruling 
class'' can solve America's problems. 


Do Communist Chinese leaders who could endorse such a party deserve the "moderate" 
tag the media are giving them, in an effort to build support for "normalizing" re- 


lations? How can we "normalize" relations with those who wish to destroy us? 
SURRENDER OF S.D.S. LEADER RUDD SHOWS "SURFACING" TACTIC CONTINUES 


Early this year I revealed that some of the leadership of the pro-violence Weather 
Underground, a faction of the old Students for a Democratic Society, were considering 
turning themselves in. Once they'd paid their legal penalties, they would pursue 
their radical aims through the normal political route (see Issue #150). 


That prediction soon proved true, as three Weathermen emerged to surrender to authori- 
ties in Chicago (see Issue #160). Now, one of the biggest of them all has given him- 
self up. MARK RUDD, who led the violent student rebellion at Columbia University 

in 1968, surfaced in New York and turned himself in. He faces relatively minor 
charges and may soon be free of any legal hindrance to his activities. THE PINK

IMPARTIALITY OF SENATE WATERGATE STAFF QUESTIONED 


The backgrounds of two key staff members of the U.S. Senate Watergate Committee 
bring into serious question the impartiality of the Committee itself. The staff 
members in question are Chief Investigator CARMINE BELLINO and Assistant Majority 
Counsel TERRY F. LENZNER. 


In late July, GOP National Chairman GEORGE BUSH released affidavits to the press 
which accused BELLINO of attempting to "bug" a hotel room to be occupied by RICHARD 


NIXON during the 1960 campaign. On the basis of this evidence, 21 GOP Senators 


have called for BELLINO's suspension from the Watergate Committee. Thus far, Com- 
mittee Chairman SAM ERVIN has taken no action. 


33-year-old LENZNER flashed into brief national notoriety several weeks ago when he 
mercilessly grilled a witness friendly to President NIXON, White House lawyer 
RICHARD MOORE. Hostility to the NIXON Administration is nothing new for LENZNER. 
He headed the legal services program of the Office of Economic Opportunity for a 
little more than a year in 1969-70. He was dismissed from the position for sanc- 
tioning "poverty lawyer" defense of Black Panther members accused of criminal 
offenses. LENZNER's action was in clear violation of Federal statutes which pro- 
hibit the use of "legal services" funds for criminal defense. Later, attorney 
LENZNER showed similar preference for radical clients when he joined the legal 
defense team representing the so-called "Harrisburg 7" (led by PHILLIP BERRIGAN). 


The continuing presence of BELLINO and LENZNER on the Senate Watergate Committee 


staff makes Sen. ERVIN's claim that he's not out to "get" the NIXON Administration 
seem very hollow indeed.

On the legislative front, anti-HCIS forces are being led by Rep. JEROME WALDIE 
(D., Cal.) who has introduced a bill to abolish the Committee and lock its files’ in 


the National Archives, where they are "not to be opened for official or public in- 
spection". The WALDIE bill is supported by liberal luminaries such as Rep. HERMAN 


BADILLI (D., N.Y.), Rep. DONALD RIEGLE (D., Mich), and Rep. PAUL McCLOSKEY (R., Cal.) 


WALDIE and his cohorts are receivi encouragement from the Committee ainst Rep- 
ressive Legislation, led by FRANK WILKINSON, an identified member of the Communist 
Party.

TAPE CONTROVERSY MAY DRIVE ADMINISTRATION LEFTWARD 


Last week's dramatic events, which saw the departure of three liberals -- Watergate 
Special Prosecutor ARCHIBALD COX, Attorney General ELLIOTT RICHARDSON and Deputy 
Attorney General WILLIAM RUCKELSHAUS -- may still bode ill for conservatives. Those 
who hope that the NIXON Administration will finally conclude that future embarass- 
ments can only be avoided by a consistent commitment to genuine conservative prin- 
ciples may be destined for disappointment. 


Last Monday Presidential Advisor MEL LATRD and his associates were busy on Capitol 
Hill. Their aim: to line up opposition to impeachment among liberal Republicans 


and moderate Democrats. Their methods: promises of more federal funds for local 
Congressional districts. 


This return to old-style "pork-barrel" politics is unworthy of an Administration whose 
election last year was a triumph for conservative values of self-reliance, indepen- 


dence and fiscal responsibility. What has become of the original goals of the NIXON 


Administration? 
CHILE CRITICS JOIN WITH TROTSKYITE FRONT 


ADAM and PATRICIA GARRETT-SCHESCH, the radicals who recently returned from Chile to 
denounce the military government with barely credible horror stories (see Issue #62) 
have apparently decided to work with the Trotskyite communist Socialist Workers 
Party. 


The radical couple appeared in New York October 12 at a rally sponsored by the Uses. 
Committee for Justice for Latin American Prisoners" a front-group for the Socialist 
Workers Party. | Other. speakers at the rally included long-time Communist-fronter 
CORLISS LAMONT, Progressive Labor Party lawyer CONRAD LYNN, DOLORES HUERTA of the 
United Farm Workers, and radical, baby) doctor) BENJAMIN |SPOCK. (Cong. BELLA [ABZUG iD; 
N.Y.) sent a telegram of support. 


When we exposed- the GARRETT-SCHESCH "s left-wing activities earlier this month, we 
could only say for certain that they had radical backgrounds. Now it seems obvious 
that they are leaning toward the Trotskyite Socialist Workers Party, which is 
emerging as the most powerful force on the radical left. 


RADICAL LAWYER TURNS TRIAL OF ADMITTED BOMBER INTO CIRCUS 


Radical lawyer WILLIAM KUNSTLER is turning the sentencing procedure of a radical who 
has admitted planting a bomb which killed a young physicist into a full-scale attack 
on the U.S. Vietnam policy. 


KARLETON LEWIS ARMSTRONG, 27, was returned to Madison, Wisconsin in June after being 
captured in Canada and resisting extradition for 13 months. He was accused of 


planting explosives which on August 24, 1970, blew out the side of the math and 
physics building at the University of Wisconsin. The blast killed ROBERT FASSKNACHT, 
a 33 year old physicist, and injured three others (see Issue #54). 


ARMSTRONG pleaded guilty to reduced charges of second-degree murder and arson. But 
on October 15 trial judge WILLIAM C. SACHTJEN permitted radical attorney WILLIAM 
KUNSTLER to call witnesses, including former servicemen, to testify about American 
"atrocities" in Vietnam before sentencing. This phase of a trial is normally a 
brief assessment of the character of a defendant. But KUNSTLER claims that ARMSTRONG 
was so horrified about the war that it can be proven he was "honorably motivated." 


The judge allowed KUNSTLER to bring in witnesses despite the fact that this propa- 
ganda show is expected to take two weeks of courtroom time. 


Several questions should be asked of Judge SACHTJEN: 1) Should alleged misdeeds of 
American soldiers excuse an act of terrorism by ARMSTRONG? 2) How can the testimony 
of former servicemen, which is being made public for the first time in some cases, 
have any relevance to ARMSTRONG's state of mind in 1970? 3) Why permit this court 
circus at all? 


It is not surprising that KUNSTLER, a dedicated anti-American radical, would take 
advantage of any opportunity to undermine the American system and encourage discon- 
tent. It is surprising that a judge would give him this golden opportunity. 


RADICALS SILENCE SCIENTIST AT HARVARD 


Radical members of the Harvard Black Law Students Association have caused the can- 
cellation of a debate between ROY INNIS, national director of the Congress of Racial 
Equality and academician Dr. WILLIAM SHOCKLEY, by threatening disruption of the 
event. SHOCKLEY is a Nobel prize winner who espouses the genetic theory that 
intelligence may be linked to race. 


The debate had been scheduled for Friday, October 26, but the threat of disruption 
resulted in cancellation a week earlier by HOWARD BROWNSTEIN, president of the 
Harvard Law School Forum. 


SHOCKLEY of Stanford University, along with WILLIAM JENSEN of the University of 
California at Berkeley and RICHARD HERRNSTEIN of Harvard, have been the targets of 
a nationwide campaign of harassment by the violent Progressive Labor Party and its 
youth wing, the Students for a Democratic Society. The three scholars are being 
attacked because of their controversial research and views on genetics and intel- 


ligence. (See Issues #47 & 22) 


This ‘blatant, example of prior censorship is yet another) example lof ‘the left-wing’'s 
intolerance of opposing views. It's unfortunate that liberal Harvard's commitment 
to. academic, freedom isso) weak that its Law Forum, would, give in so easily to intimi- 
dation by the left. 
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PINK SHEET SPECIAL ELECTION REPORT 


On November 6 many cities and states will be holding elections. In this PINK SHEET 
Special Report we will discuss elections which either 1) are of national significance 
to Conservatives; or 2) demonstrate the increasing efforts of radical leftists to 
exploit the electoral system for their own revolutionary motives. 


REAGAN TAX LIMITATION PROPOSAL DOING WELL IN CALIFORNIA 


A referendum sponsored by California Governor RONALD REAGAN to limit the amount which 
the state can take from any individual in taxes has a good chance of passing despite 


heavy opposition from special interest groups and big spenders. 


The REAGAN proposal, produced by a study group including conservative economist 
MILTON FRIEDMAN, would 1) gradually reduce the state tax burden over a period of 
years; 2) prevent future state budgets from rising faster than the rate of economic 
growth, except by a vote of the people; 3) impose a ceiling on property tax rates; 

and 4) prevent the legislature from raising any state tax except by a two-thirds vote. 


The basic issue, a concern that the people should be able to keep a bigger percentage 
of what they earn, has been clouded by such opposition groups as the League of Women 
Voters, the California Teachers Association and some city and local government 


officials. These vested interests have raised the threat of reduced services, and 
tried to claim that the proposal would really lead to higher taxes: 


The attractiveness of the proposal is obvious. The average Californian now pays 43% 
of his income in taxes to all levels of government. Serfs in the Middle Ages paid 
only 25% to their landlords. 


Passage of the REAGAN Initiative would have two important effects. It would create 


ressure for similar measures in other states and on the federal level. And it would 
enhance REAGAN's prospects as a Presidential hopeful in 1976.

VIRGINIA ELECTION IMPORTANT TO CONSERVATIVES 


The Virginia gubernatorial campaign pitting Republican MILLS GODWIN against HENRY 
HOWELL, running as an Independent, carries great significance for conservatives who 
seek to increase their influence in the Republican Party. 


GODWIN, a; former Governor,of Virginia who has, previously, been a Democrat and .an 
Independent, is a conservative of long standing who chose to run as a Republican 


this year. If he is successful, it will be a signal to other Southern conservative 
Democrats that they can become Republican and still win elections.) It could also 


revive the old coalition between Southern Democrats and conservative Republicans in 
Congress, which will be important as a check on the NIXON Administration if it con- 


tinues to drift leftward. 


HOWELL, a McGovernite liberal, is currently Lieutenant Governor of Virginia. Although 
he has had a radical image in the past, he has adopted an easy-going, down-home 
campaign style in this election. 


As we go to press the race appears very close. HOWELL may have a slight advantage 
since the voters have apparently forgotten his radical past, and GODWIN's campaign 
has not pursued the issue aggressively. As a result, GODWIN can use all the help 
he can get. 


If you live in Virginia, or have friends who do, urge your neighbors and friends to 


vote for MILLS GODWIN on November 6th. 


SANDMAN RUNNING HARD IN NEW JERSEY RACE 


Conservative Republican Congressman CHARLES SANDMAN has a chance to win the governor- 
ship of New Jersey against Democrat BRENDAN T. BYRNE in the election slated for 
November 6. SANDMAN beat liberal Republican Governor WILLIAM CAHILL in the GOP 
Primary last June on the strength of SANDMAN's opposition to a state income tax and 
alleged corruption in CAHILL's administration (see Issues #51 and 55). 


SANDMAN's campaign headquarters in East Orange has been broken into, and the Con- 


servative candidate has faced other "dirty tricks" including a “whispering campaign" 
of slander against him and his family. Whether the BYRNE campaign is behind these 


tactics has not been determined. 


Adding to SANDMAN's problems have been defections by prominent liberal Republicans, 
who have either declined to support a conservative or actively supported Democrat 
BYRNE. And registration in New Jersey heavily favors the Democrats. 


Despite all these problems, SANDMAN may still have a chance. His campaign is managed 
by F. CLIFTON WHITE, one of the most capable political professionals in the country. 
And BYRNE is not an exciting candidate. If SANDMAN wins, it could prove that a con- 
servative can win in an urban Northeastern state. Those who wish to help a good 
conservative can contact SANDMAN for Governor Committee, Holiday Inn, 240 West State 
Street, Trenton, New Jersey 08608. 


IN-DEPTH RADICAL ASSAULT ON THE ELECTORAL PROCESS 


The continuing effort of radicals to use elections for revolutionary purposes is a 
matter of great concern to all Americans. In previous issues the PINK SHEET has 
pointed out the alleged Communist background of COLEMAN YOUNG, the Democratic can- 
didate for Mayor in Detroit. We have noted the open candidacy of representatives 
of radical groups such as the Communist Party, the Socialist Workers Party and the 
violent U.S, Labor Party in New York's Mayoral campaign. 


The in-depth assault on the electoral process is reconfirmed by the number of radical 
candidates running for lower offices, such as School Board and City Council. 


* In New York, MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER and JESSE GRAY are candidates for City 
Council. According to our sources, neither of them is currently a member 
of the Communist Party. But both have been previously identified as 
Party members; and remain close to the Communist movement. 


In Cleveland, Ohio two Communist, Party, candidates have entered as write-in 

candidates. ` ANTON KRCHMAREK, Ohio state Communist chairman, is the Party's 
candidate for mayor. LEROY O. COSTON is running for the Cleveland Board of 
Education. 


In Washington, D.C., radical candidates for the School Board include ERICH 
MARTEL and OMARI MUSA, both of whom are close to the Communist Party. 
Another School Board candidate is ROBERT LINDSAY, Chairman of the D.C. Young 
Workers Liberation League. This group was officially cited as a Communist 
front in the last official act of the Subversive Activities Control Board. 


Please be alert to radical attempts to subvert the electoral process in your own 
community. The listing here only scratches the surface of this widespread electoral 
campaign. The PINK SHEET will continue to keep you informed of the most significant 
efforts. 


SPECIAL REPORT -- JANE FONDA, COURIER TO HANOI 
L VOURL ER LO HANOL 


JANE FONDA, the "Hanoi Hanna" of the Vietnam War, is suing President NIXON and other 
U.S, officials for allegedly violating her rights by "Watergate" tactics of "har- 
assment and surveillance." She filed a $2.8 million suit earlier this month, also 
naming two banks, federal agency heads, former and current White House aides, and 
Cabinet members. She told newsmen that she had a "secret FBI file" given to her by 
columnist JACK ANDERSON, which she said was collected "in order to intimidate me, 

in order to harass me, and to hamper my credibility politically." 


The PINK SHEET has discovered the reason that the FBI was interested in the actress. 
Despite the whitewash job that JACK ANDERSON tried to do on her behalf, Miss FONDA's 
treacherous actions stand out for all to see. ANDERSON, in his column of May 11, 
1972, reprinted a "leaked" or stolen FBI "Top Secret" file on JANE FONDA and her 
activities on behalf of Hanoi. An excerpt from her file reads as follows: 


",..A source advised (the FBI) that the North Vietnamese Embassy in Moscow 
bought a plane ticket for FONDA to travel from the United States to Moscow 
and Hanoi via Paris on 3/17/71, though the trip was discontinued as all 
visas to North Vietnam were later cancelled." 


The PINK SHEET has uncovered the purpose of the FONDA trip to Hanoi. In Exhibit 
No. 2 of “Investigation of Attempts to Subvert the United States Armed Services, 
published by the U.S, House Internal Security Committee, is a letter from ABBIE 

HOFFMAN to MATHEW RINALDI, a member of the radical United States Servicemen Fund. 


This letter, dated March 1, 1971 said the following: 


"I have been putting all my bread and time into Radio Station WPAX. You 
have probably heard about our project. We have a studio in New York and 
are packaging radio shows for servicemen and women in Southeast Asia. 


Hanoi has agreed to play the shows. JANE FONDA will personally be bringing 
the first week's show to North Vietnam on March 15. 
——— ee orn Vietnam on March 1) 


If FONDA were to leave the U.S. on March 15th, she could be in Hanoi by March 17th, 
as was revealed in the FBI evidence. Once in Hanoi, she could broadcast her anti- 
American propaganda. Though FONDA's 1971 plans were aborted, Hanoi got tremendous 
propaganda mileage out of JANE FONDA and her "bombing horror tales” in her July, 

972 trip to Hanoi. ere she made at leas radio broadcasts to U.S. servicemen 
in the field, accusing the GI's of war crimes and soliciting disobedience to military 
orders. 


In time of declared war, the act of giving disloyal propaganda materials to an 
enemy is treason. Unfortunate ẹ laws are unclear about undeclared wars. 


The, evidence clearlyindicates that JANE FONDA, in effect; servedcas-am agent of the 
Hanoi government. during wartime. The FRI would have been derelict in its duty if it 

adn't kept an eye on her. We hope all these facts are brought out as JANE FONDA 
presses her suit. 


ROSENBERG APOLOGISTS LECTURE AT PRINCETON 


WALTER and MIRIAM SCHNEIR, authors of the book "Invitation to An Inquest," which 
Claims that Soviet atomic spies ETHEL and JULIUS ROSENBERG were framed, turned up 
to speak at Princeton earlier this month. They charged that the FBI manufactured 
the ROSENBERG conspiracy, a theme they have repeated at numerous rallies, including 
the 20th Anniversary rally of the execution of the ROSENBERG's which was held last 
June by the National Rosenberg-Lobell Committee, a Communist front organization. 


These two professional propagandists are currently preparing a program for National 


Educational Television which will "document" their so-called studies. 


It is not surprising that dedicated leftists still persist in their efforts to 
"rehabilitate" their fallen heroes and discredit the U.S. government. It is dis- 
appointing that Princeton University and National Educational Television are so 
cooperative in this unsavory endeavor. 


ELDRIDGE CLEAVER SUED BY LAWYER 


ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, the former Black Panther leader whose whereabouts are unknown, 
is currently being sued by his former lawyer, BEVERLY AXELROD for $24,464. Mrs. 
AXELROD told a San Francisco court last month that CLEAVER had assigned her a 25% 
interest in proceeds from his book "Soul on Ice" in 1968, but revoked the agree- 
ment last year. 


Mrs. AXELROD is an active member of the Communist-influenced National Lawyers Guild. 
Perhaps there is a lesson here for left-wing lawyers eager to defend militants who 
scorn such "bourgeois" concepts as law and order. 


AMERICAN FRIENDS SERVICE COMMITTEE ATDS REDS 


The American Friends Service Committee, once a supposedly non-partisan Quaker group, 
has been sending medical aid to North Vietnam and Viet Cong troops. Organization 
spokesmen claim that they have supplied penicillin for "war sufferers in NLF (Viet- 
Cong) controlled areas and delivered four installments of surgical supplies to North 
Vietnam." These supplies have included medical help for Communist troops in Quang 
Ngai Province, South Vietnam. However, Committee supplies which were destined for 
that province via Cambodia have ended up in Viet Cong and North Vietnamese bunkers 
in Cambodia, where they were discovered by U.S, troops. 


Two key "Friends Committee" leaders, STEWART MEACHAM and RUSSELL JOHNSON are self- 
admitted Viet Cong sympathizers. The group is still sending supplies to Cambodian 
Communists, and has recently joined other radicals in agitating about "political 
prisoners" in South Vietnam. 


TEXAS CONGRESSMAN INTRODUCES RESOLUTION OF SUPPORT FOR SAKHAROV AND SOLZHENITSYN 


A new resolution of solidarity with independent Soviet intellectuals ANDREI SAKHAROV 
and ALEKSANDR SOLZHENITSYN has been introduced by Congressman BILL ARCHER (R., Tex.) 
and 19 co-sponsors. The co-sponsors range from liberals like BETRAM PODELL (D. 
to conservatives like JOHN RHODES and 
BARRY GOLDWATER, JR. (R.» Calif.),

The resolution (House Concurrent Resolution 362) reads in part: "the House of Rep- 
resentatives expresses’ their admiration for the ‘courageous actions of \SAKHAROV and 
SOLZHENITSYN in defying totalitarian control and defending the basic rights of the 
freedom of) speech and freedom of;thought.".

The Soviet government has concentrated its attack on SAKHAROV for the past two weeks, 
with programmed denunciations by frightened Party lackeys. SAKHAROV has maintained 
hi osition of calm independence, answeri each charge and not backing down an inch. 


The example these brave men have set is worthy of greater support from the West.

Trotskyite Reporter 
Infiltrates D.C. Newspaper 


Internal security experts were stunned last week 
upon learning that Newbold Noyes, editor of the 
tight-of-center Washington Star-News, will take no 
action to remove self-admitted radical Calvin God- 
dard Zon, a trainee reporter, from the newspaper's 
staff. 


Zon was exposed last week by The Pink Sheet on 


the Left, a biweekly newsletter edited by ex- revolu- 
tionary Phillip Abbott Luce, as a member of the 
Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), youth arm of the 
Socialist Workers party (SWP). 

According to Milorad I. Popov, research associate 
of the prestigious Hoover Institution on War, Revo- 
lution and Peace of Stanford University, the Marx- 
ist-Leninist SWP and YSA, while opposed to individ- 
ual terror tactics, are dedicated to the belief “that 
the ruling class will not let go of their power with- 
out violence, and in that case it is the duty of the 
revolutionary to use violence to attain and retain 
power.” 


Popov told the House Committee on Internal 
Security in 1971 that the SWP and YSA, which 
have been in the vanguard of practically every pro- 
Hanoi peace demonstration staged in recent 
years, have had a great “impact on college stu- 
dents and they have been involved in violent dis- 
turbances on campuses.” 


“Two years ago,” said Coman, “I infiltrated a 
number of meetings of the Washington, D.C., YSA 
local. These meetings were open only to members. 
A ‘Calvin Zon’ was present at those meetings. He is 
the same Calvin Zon I recently saw in the city room 
of the Star-News.” 

Adding to Coman’s evidence, The Pink Sheet 
also contacted an undercover man familiar with the 
radical scene in Washington who said he “has per- 
sonally witnessed Calvin Zon of the Star-News dis- 
tributing Socialist Workers party literature in the 
Washington area.” 

The unnamed source further said a YSA member- 
ship chart in the D.C. headquarters of the SWP 
and the YSA contains the name “Calvin Z.” He 
added that Zon had also been a member of the Young 
People’s Socialist League, youth arm: of the non- 
communist Socialist party prior to “graduating” to 
the YSA’s rolls. 


Zon also refused to answer HUMAN EVENTS’ ques- 
tion concerning The Pink Sheets report. The 28- 
year-old would-be reporter said: “I would refer 
inquiries to Charlie Seib, the managing editor of 
the Star-News. I don’t have anything to say on that. 
I just don’t want to give any credence to a maga- 
zine (sic) of that ree ee type of slander sheet 
like that. That’s all I have to say.” 


Although Seib was out of town, HUMAN EVENTS 


“to let you know what we do, if anything.” 

Following a meeting with the young radical, Ep- 
stein released the following statement to HUMAN 
Events from Star-News Editor Newbold Noyes: 

“Calvin Zon, a trainee reporter in a probationary 
Status on the metropolitan staff of the Star-News, is 
a member of the Young Socialist Alliance, an affil- 
iate of the Socialist Workers party. For a time he 
wrote articles for The Militant, a weekly publi- 
cation of the SWP- Socialist Workers party. He has 
been advised that our reporters may not write for 
other publications without permission, and has sev- 
ered his connection with The Militant. 


“He tells me, however, that the Young Socialist 
Alliance and the Socialist Workers party are trying 
to advance the ideas of democratic socialism. He 
assures me that his membership in the YSA does 
not subject him to any discipline which conflicts with 
his allegiance to the Star-News, to the profession of 
journalism, or to his country. I believe him.” 

Whether this is the end of the Zon incident is 
not known at this time. HUMAN EVENTS learned late 
last week that sources close to John Kauffman, presi- 
dent of the Star-News, intend to bring the matter to 
his attention. In fact, one insider said there already 
had been some discussion on whether or not Zon

WASHINGTON MEDIA FAIL TO REPORT ON REVOLUTIONARIES IN LOCAL UNION 


The problem of radicals abusing our schools, and the failure of the press to report 
it, has once again cropped up -- this time in Washington, D.C. 


Washington was recently the scene of a city-wide teachers' strike. The local press 
was negligent in reporting the role of radicals in the Washington Teachers Union. 


Item: The Washington Star-News, regarded as generally conservative, printed an 
interview with ERICH MARTEL, a striking teacher. But the Star-News neglected to 
get the full story on ERICH MARTEL. 


Fact: ERICH MARTEL is a member of the Trotskyite Young Socialist Alliance. He 
is in charge of directing YSA activities within the Washington Teachers Union. The 
Star-News should have dug a little deeper into the background of ERICH MARTEL. 


The D.C. Teachers Union has long been a stomping ground for subversives. Here 
are some noteworthy examples: 


Fact: The U.S. House Committee on the District of Columbia, a body of the U.S. 
House of Representatives, reported in 1970 that MARILYN LEARCH, a member of both 
the Teachers Union and the Trotskyite Socialist Workers Party, used her teaching 
position to further the radical cause. LEARCH used her classroom to advocate stu- 
dent strikes as well as participation in left-wing demonstrations.

The 4th is a newly created district encompassing northern Phoenix and Scottsdale, 
as well as the Apache and Navajo Indian territories in the northeastern section 
of the state. 


42 year old JOHN CONLON is a lawyer and a ten-year veteran of the state legislature.

American' who, CONLON says, is 


"The fellow who prefers work to welfare...the person who wants a leadership 
based on sound moral values and strong national defense as the best guarantee 
of peace and our surest means of survival...Such an American does not become a 
parasite, feeding at the public treasury. Rather, he works to achieve the kind 
of life that benefits both him and his family. And, he wants public servants 
who will lower taxes, not buy votes with the taxpayers' money." 


That's "telling it like it is," I say! JOHN CONLON speaks his mind on specific 
issues too. 


Amnesty: The GOP candidate told THE PINK SHEET that he 
is utterly opposed to amnesty for military deserters 
and I hold the same position on draft dodgers - no amnesty." 


Busing: "As far as that's concerned," CONLON said, "I 
favor a constitutional amendment prohibiting its use for 
the purpose of establishing racial quotas." 


Vietnam: "The President is right in bombing North Vietnam;

He calls for conditional amesty for 
draft dodgers and, supports a unilateral U.S. withdrawal from Vietnam. 


Democrat BROWN's campaign manager claims that a recent poll shows his man ahead, 
but the concensus of political observers )is that CONLON is, leading right. now. 
Although most 4th district voters are registered Democrats, they are of the con- 


servative stripe and have/voted for) Republican’ candidates in recent years. 


BROWN's key asset is that his c aign effort is extremely well financed. He spent 

175,000 in a primary contest while Republican CONLON spent only a third of that in 
a similarly tight primary battle. State (and out-of-state) leftists are expected 
to be equally generous to BROWN's coffers during the fall campaign. 


Conservative JOHN CONLON is being aided by barnstorming trips through the district 
by popular BARRY GOLDWATER, But he is fearful of being seriously outgunned in media 
advertising in the closing days of the campaign as Democrat BROWN again unloads his 
massive war chest.

struction of property." The two are charged with boarding-up two vacant houses in 
Grand Rapids and painting revolutionary slogans on the buildings. 


Already the Communist Party has organized "defense committees” for the three young 
revolutionaries.

If these Reds are found guilty of criminal activities, this will be additional proof 
that the Communist Party is using hoodlums to serve its revolutionary aims. 


CONGRESS FAILS TO OUTLAW "JANE FONDA-TYPE" TRIPS 


On Oct. 2nd, a Congressional effort to outlaw "Jane Fonda-type” trips to countries 
engaged in hostilities against U.S. forces was narrowly defeated. 


The bill, sponsored by the House Internal Security Committee, was prompted in part 
by the notorious antics of North Vietnam stooges JANE FONDA and RAMSEY CLARK. 


Sponsors believed that the bill needed to be voted on “while the iron was hot," but 
this meant a 2/3rds affirmative vote on the House floor - rather than a simple ma- 
jority - was required to bypass the conventional (and slow) legislative process. 
The vote was 230 to 140 in favor of the HISC position. But 62% was not enough. 


In my opinion, this legislation should have been approved. Specifically the HISC 
bill provides that: 


"The President may restrict travel by citizens and nationals of the United 
States to, in, or through any country or area whose military forces are en- 
gaged in armed conflict with the military forces of the United States. Such 
restriction shall be announced by public notice which shall be published in 
the Federal Register. Travel to such restricted country or area by any person 
may be authorized by the President when he deems such travel to be in the 
national interest. It shall be unlawful for any citizen or national of the 
United States willfully and without such authorization to travel to, in, or 
through any country or area to which travel is restricted..." 


The bill's proponents promise to try again next year to get it passed. If this 
legislation is to pass next year, then some of those who voted against it two weeks 
ago will either have to change their views or be replaced. Below are the 140

PhillipAbbott Luce’s new book, “The 
New Left Today: America’s Trojan Horse,” 
is as good an example as you can find of 
writing deliberately restricted to a limited 
right-wing readership. The publishers, the

Capitol Hill Press of this city, are listed 

er in the telephone directory nor in the 
book-sellers’ bible, “The Literary Market 
Place.” Reviews which have appeared are 
not cited in “The Book Review Digest.” 

Yet the book is now in its second printing, 
and a coupon on the dustjacket invites the 
buyer to solicit information on ‘‘other fine 
anti-Communist books’? from the same pub- 
lisher. So, obviously, Luce’s book has enjoyed 
a certain underground success. 


THE PITY OF this is that Luce’s is 
precisely the sort of book that should be read 
by the opposition. It is a beautifully written 
essay, marred seriously only by those incon- 
sistencies that come of bad editing. Toward 


the end of his book, Luce says that “my 
political proclivities today are quite similar 


to those I held prior to becoming involved in í- 


the’ morass of Marxist-Leninist theology,” 
and adds, “I would much rather be known 
as a bad poet than merely as an ex-Commu- 
nist. Or, for that matter, I would rather be 
known for something positive than for some- 
thing ‘anti. ” 

Out of either ignorance or some form of 
intellectual dishonesty, I opened Luce’s book 
with every intention of dismissing it after a 
glance. His name was not one that would 
have immediately crossed my mind, but I 
remembered that he had been involved in 
some sort of scandal touching the New Left, 
and had the imnression that he had been one 
of those dazzling political acrobats who had 
started from the lunatic left and in one single 
leap had landed in the lunatic right. 

The story, as the author gives it, is quite 
different. He was drawn to the left in the 
hope of contributing to an egalitarian, demo-

cratic society. He contends that the develop- 
ment of a democratic ‘‘New Left” along the 
lines envisioned by the late C. Wright Mills 
was at one time a real possiblilty, and points 
out that Mills’ books ‘‘still continue to influ- 
ence students throughout the country.” 


Luce himself became so extremely active 
in the lett-wing politics of the early 1960s that 
he became one of the recognized founding 
tathers of the New Politics. He led a group 
of young people to Cuba at a time when go- 
ing there was against the law, found that the 
condition of the most wretched classes had 
indeed improved under Castro, and that Che 
Guevara was the caarismatic leader his fol- 
lowers still consider him to be. On returning 
to this country, Luce was indicted on crimi- 
nal charges which were subsequently 


- cropped, and sassed a congressional com- 


mittee that called for his testimony. 


Meanwhile, Luce had gotten embroiled in 
the workings of the Progressive Labor party, 
which he tells us, is a splinter of the Commu- 
nist party of the U.S. (CPUSA) but much 
more militant and oriented towards Peking. 
A great deal of his book touches on the 
Progressive Labor party’s attempts—many of 
them successful—to infiltrate and control stu- 
dent organizations, most especially the Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society. Luce attrib- 
utes the demise of that organization to the 
Progressive Labor party. 


` AS FOR HIMSELF, he found himself 
‘quite hopelessly involved in a cause which 
now included violence and terrorism in its 
agenda. This was not quite what he had in 
mind when he got taken up in all of this. So, 
instead of merely buzzing off, as so many 
others did, he told whatever he had to tell to 
the Saturday Evening Post and overnight 
acquired the reputation of being a Judas. 


The point on which Luce is most emphat- 
ic here is that, as an active social force, the 
New Left is merely the Old Left disguised, 
and that the powerful agents in it are the 
Progressive Labor party, the Trotskyites and 
(weakest) the old CPUSA. He is nonetheless 
vociferous in maintaining that “The New 
Left” is not a monolith. 

He sensibly remarks that “radicalism

and communism are not necessarily akin,” 
that “most of the young people. . . are not 
political radicals and reject the concepts of 
any kind of state control,” and that “the 
majority of young people affiliated with the 
‘new’ Left are idealists seeking some solution 
to Be grotesque problems. facing this 
nation. 


On the other hand, he speaks of the New 
Left as if it were indeed a monolith: “The 
‘new’ Left espouses violence and acts as if 
they were a hippie Red Guard movement”; 
“The ‘new’ Left is as concerned with human _ 
rights as the Ku Klux Klan”; “The ‘new’ Left 
is part and parcel of the Marxist-Leninist 
philosophy that is determined to destroy capi- 
talism and establish totalitarianism.” To 
read on one page that “young people on the 
left have the CP marked for exactly what it 
is: A stodgy, old-line radical outfit which has 
steadfastly refused to adjust to the New 
Left,” and on another that “the New Left of 
which I speak is the agressive implementa- 
tion of the Old Left (Communist) ideology 
among young people” requires feats of men- 
tal agility which are beyond the range of 
most of us. 


The peculiar fascination of Luce’s book is 
that it gives us a picture of a Left that has 
some sort. of organization, however lax. This 
book is subtitled “America’s Trojan Horse,” 
but the author gives the impression that the 
horse is disintegrating and the occupants 
departing, disguised as Trojans. As for him- 
self, he says that “the Trotskyites have al- 
ways been right in their characterization of 
me as a ‘bourgeois radical.’ I was a poor 
Communist and am ever grateful to the inept- 
itude of Progressive Labor for having given 
res too much of an organizational push too 
ast.” 


One might hope that, once he has lived 
down the reputation of being a professional 
red-baiter, Luce could become a youthful 
Russell Kirk, a thoughtful and provocative 
conservative. - 


But Luce does not offer us this hope. He 
Says: “I have never been anything other than 
a man trying to. make some sense out of the 
panoply of political schizophrenia that daily 
surrounds us. I was once a Communist, but 
like the myriad of people before and after 
me, I have left ‘the faith’ and am again an- 
individual, unaligned and unaffiliated with 
any of the existing political parties.” In 
short, he is nobody’s creature, and as such, a 
rare specimen who ought to command our 
attention. 
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U.S. Museums Grow Up _ 
In Fighting Bankruptcy —

_. American museums have come a long way since the first 
one opened its doors in Charleston, S.C., in 1773. There are, by 
the latest count, more than 5,100 active museums in the United 
States at present, devoted to history, science, art and various 
aspects of each. They come in all shapes and sizes, but have 
one critical fact in common: They are going broke. 2 

Until 1971 there was no federal support designed specifi- 
oair for museums. Yet last week the National Endowment for 
the Arts announced the latest in a series of grants to museums 

. in fiscal 1972 totalling close to $4 million, including several 
grants to Washington institutions and the National Museum 
Act (passed in 1966 but never funded until last year) has just 
received appropriations for fiscal 1973 to the tune of $800,000, 
an increase of one-third over last year. This act provides funds 
to advance the museum profession at large, through training 
and research. 


MOST IMPORTANT of all; however, is the fact that 
tomorrow, Rep. John Brademas, D-Ind., chairman of the 
House Select Education subcommittee, is "scheduled to begin 
fact-finding sessions with museum officials in Los Angeles, 
preliminary to formal hearings to be held in September on the 
pending Museum Services Act. 

The proposed legislation, introduced in the House by 
Brademas, and into the Senate by Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., 
would make it possible for the federal government to assume 
up to 50 percent of the cost of renovating museum facilities, 
improving security and maintenance and other essential serv- 
ices. It is bricks-and-mortar money, and it is desperately 
needed. 

What happened to suddenly bring federal support of muse- 
ums from zero in 1970 to the dream of $40 million proposed in 
` the Museum Services Act? The answer, it would seem, is that 
the American museum has been put on the list of endangered 
species. 

Back in the 1960s museums began proliferating at the 
fantastic rate of 300 new enterprises per year. They were 
incorporating all over the place, reflecting America’s great 
prosperity and new cultural maturity. The tide has not yet 
peaked, according to Kyran M. McGrath, director of the 


Amavioan Accariation of Museums: there were 200 new mem-

This stu 
emerged in 1969 as the now famous Belmont Report, and Ke 
clear the fact that museums were, indeed, in dire straits andi 
needed federal help, fast. It said point-blank that muse 
were headed for financial disaster. v= 


Realizing that the condition was widespread, and not! 
necessarily a result of their own inadequacies, museums + 
began clamoring for help from the AAM, breathing new life” 
into it. Parkhurst hired McGrath, a professional administra- 
tor, to be director of the AAM. McGrath, a young attorney 
who knew his way around Capitol Hill and the Washington 
bureaucracy, took over as director of the AAM in 1968, when 
it, like 44 percent of the museums it represented, was on the 
verge of bankruptcy. He has done wonders. 

Soon after McGrath took over, the Tax Reform Act. f. 
1969 passed the House and was about to pass the Senate. 
act proposed to allow donors of “tangible” gifts (such as 
paintings or specimens) to deduct from their income tax 
the original purchase price of the gift, and not the fair market 
value at the time the gift was made, a death blow to the future 
growth of museum collections. The act clearly discrimin. 
against museums, since only “tangible” objects were to be 
affected by this ruling, and that is what museums collect. lal

The Williams' (Schleifer) book was published by the now-defunct Communist publishing 
house of Marzani & Munsell (Carl Marzani, a discharged State Department employee, now 
renovates brownstones in Manhattan; Munsell is into gay liberation). Schleifer also 
made several illegal trips to Cuba (very big with PL people in the early '60's), and 
helped start the Free University of New York, which was heavy on pro-Castro courses.

Vet Day Speaker Raps War

The Veterans Day rally in 

support of President Nixon’s Viet- 
nam policies took a surprising. 
twist when the main speaker de- 
nounced the war, the draft and 
federal control in general. 
/ Phillip Abbot Luce, college 
director òf the right-wing Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAF), 
said about Vietnam, “Thousands 
of young Americans have been 
forced by the federal government 
into the selective slavery system 
to give up their lives to a police

Luce bellowed these words at a 
noon rally sponsored by the Viet- 
nam Goals Committee in support 
of the administration. The sun- 
baked Veterans Day crowd stood 
in the UMC fountain , but 
most wore blue and white peace 
buttons supporting the November 
moratorium. 


Luce’s campus denunciations of 
the war were particularly interest- 
ing in view of the fact he told 
Denver television stations the 
same day that the United States 
should bomb North Vietnam, let

troops should be deployed in 
combat there.

award at its convention last year). Willis states that the outline was 
first submitted in early 1966 and the original draft in the spring of 
1967 (Luce received at least $1,000 fpom HUAC as a consultant in 1966, 
according to Wayne Hays, Cong. Rec. 10-20-66, pe A5454). The report, 
Willis says, "has been enlarged by the inclusion of additional factual 
material developed by the committee staff."

You might check with the FBI to see 
if they have any membership estimate on it. Eptom was indicted in the 
aftermath of the Harlem riot but I don't know what ever became of the 
case.) The Report also utilizes plenty of quotes from expatriate Robert 
Williams. Another major exhibit is the report of the August, 1966, 
Cuyahoga Grand Jury regarding the riet in the Hough area of Cleveland 
that suamer. (You might want to check with Sen. Young's office to see 
if that grand jury report was regarded as reliable or not.) 


In any event, the, Report's concluding paragraph reads as follows;

Today the American lawyer is failing that 
trust. This is a serious condemnation and 
yet it is true, We stand by and allow news 
media and mass communication"’to inculcate 
the public’s minds through headlines with 
contumacious disrespect for the courts and 
the law itself. Are we not all students of the 
legal and juridical personality? Do we not 
have special training to understand the law 
and its intricate machinery? Do we not daily 
profess greater knowledge in it than laymen? 
Yet laymen, ordinary men if you will, cannot 
give obedience to the law if they do not feel 
it is revered and loved by those who claim to 
know its esoteric values. We must publicly 
renew the faith of the great and good men 
who met that summer in Philadelphia. We 
must renew our faith in the law itself ang in 
its institutions. Our allegiance and love for it 
must find a new acceptance and favorgn the 
same way you would want to proudly gherish, 
fondle and protect a new born son;

OPEN HOUSING A CAMPAIGN 
ISSUE? 


(Mr. ASHBROOK asked and was given 
permission to extend his remarks at this 
point in the Recorp and to include ex- 
traneous matter.) 

Mr. ASHBROOK. Mr. Speaker, a re- 
cent column by the veteran publisher and 
syndicated columnist, David Lawrence, 
deals with a current issue, open housing, 
which is but, a- variation onra very. old 
theme, Federal control versus individual 
rights. The issue of open housing has bg- 
come a volatile one and, as Mr. Lawrence 
observes, might well be a prime campaign 
issue this year. 

I include the column, “Open Housing a 
Campaign Issue?” by David Lawrence, in 
the Recor at this point: 

OPEN HOUSING A CAMPAIGN IssuE? 

“Open housing” may become a big.issue 
in the national campaign this: autumn, It 
affects directly more voters than many other 
questions which will be debated, and could 
cause the defeat of some Republicans and 
Democrats who will have voted in favor of the 
measure. 

The proposed legislation would prohibit an 
owner from selling or renting his property 
to whomever he pleases through an agent. 
Less than two years from now, this would 
apply even to single-family, owner-occupied 
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dwellings if the property is sold through a 
real-estate broker, $ 

Persons engaged in the real-estate busingss 
throughout the country are alarmed over the 
prospect. They fear that home owners pill 
feel compelledyto dispose of their property 
on their owh or through friends and/ac- 
quaintaptes. It is pointed out that owners 
will bé deprived of professional help ig the 
seing of a house or in the financing ar- 
rangements or in the process of mediation 
which develops between buyer and seller in 
fixing the sale price. 

The reasoning behind the protest is not so 
much related to a desire by an owner tẹ dis- 
criminate between buyers, but is based upon 
a belief that, if certain neighborhood are 
open to Negro purchasers, real-estate values 
will quickly drop and owners may see their 
equity reduced substantially. 

There are 85,000 real-estate broker or 
agents throughout the country, and [they 
have comsistently opposed interference by 
the government in what they regard las a 
transaction in private property. It is argued, 
for instance, that if fhe government cay tell 
a person to whomfhe must sell his Home 
when he gets reagy to seek a buyer through 
a real-estate agent, then the same rulg can 
also be applied to any kind of pergonal 
property, sugh as a boat or a motorcygle or 
an automobile. 

The pending legislation is not likely to 
raise protests in connection with the såle or 
rental of the large apartment buildings or 
new developments, In the smaller units there 
will be problems, For the present temants 
may not wish to remain where racial mjxing 
among the teen-agers may lead to disfurb- 
ances. 

Many real-estate men are saying ‘that, 
while the forthcoming legislation stipylates 
certain exemptions for owners of gingle 
homes and 4-unit apartments, the mer fact 
that within 20 months new tenants may 
move into neighborhoods which have not 
been integrated is likely to arouse consider- 
able concern as to the prospective values of 
the real estate. It is estimated that by Jan. 1, 
1970, the new proposals, if enacted, will cpver 
44.6 million units, or 68 per cent of the na- 
tion’s housing, 

The Constitution plainly says that no per- 
son shall be deprived of his property without 
due process of law, “nor shall private ppop- 
erty be taken for public use, without Just 

” Do the suggested restrictions 
mean that if the government supervises ‘the 
sale of property, it is, in effect, “seizing” 
private homes? If so, it is being contended, 
the owners may ask for “just compensation” 
in the event that property values are dinjin- 
ished by reason of action by the government 
in forcing racial integration. 

As the federal government steps into the 
housing field, this also affects the lending 
of money for mortgages. Federal funds fwill 
be. withheld from those developmentg or 
projects wherein there has been any evidence 
of racial “discrimination.” 

What the federal government really}will 
do will be to take the private real-egtate 
business under its jurisdiction and stagt.to 
supervise’-the sale and rental of homes, It 
is sOMething novel for the federal govern- 
ment to become a party to the sale of private 
property. The question is raised whgther 
someday its authority may be applied tg in- 
sist that all forms of property, when offered 
for public sale, must not be disposed gf on 
the basis of one’s preference, even to friends 
or acquaintances, and only in accordance 
with a formula that corrects any form of 
“racial imbalance.” 

The “open housing” issue has been fgught 
out on a state or local basis in referendums 
in different areas across the country during 
the last few years, and in many cases the 
people have rejected the idea at the polls. 
Certainly the “open housing” question) will 
be debated in the coming presidential and 
congressional campaign, and many a Senator 
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and Representative will find his vote on this 
issue in Congress challenged next autumn. 


AL CAPONE A PATSY IN 
COMPARISON

Mr. ASHBROOK. Mr. Speaker, the 
present issue of Human Events, the alert 
Washington newsweekly, carried an ex- 
tensive article by Phillip Abbott Luce en- 
titled, “Is the U.S. Facing Insurrection?”

The violence and destruction advocat- 
ed by leaders of various radical groups 
in this country makes U.S. gangland his- 
tory in this country seem like a tame 
game of boyhood’s cops and robbers in 
comparison. Yet, the recently issued Re- 
port of the National Advisory Commis- 
sion on Civil Disorders gave but passing 
notice to this current threat. 

I would suggest that one read this arti- 
cle by Mr. Luce and then consult the 
pertinent passages of the Riot Commis- 
sion’s report. One will wonder if both 
sources are dealing with the same sub- 
ject. 

I include the above-mentioned article 
from Human Events of March 23, 1968, 
in the Recorp at this point: 

Is THE U.S. FACING INSURRECTION?—RADICALS 

AND BLACK REVOLUTIONARIES PLAN SUMMER 

OF VIOLENCE 


(By Phillip Abbott Luce) 


The summer of 1968 could well be the 
“longest” and “hottest” yet encountered in 
this country. The mass media, the police, 
the various investigating committees and 
the black revolutionaries are all predicting 
that it will surpass our past riot-torn sum- 
mers in both violence and destruction. 

Expecting these serious conflagrations, the 
police agencies throughout the country are 
training and arming on an unparalleled level. 
The various city governments are also pre- 
paring for the coming summer riots by at- 
tempting to rush into existence a myriad 
of “social welfare” programs to try to offset 
the intensive propaganda in the ghetto areas 
calling for revolution. And, on an individual 
basis; a growing number of white citizens 
are arming themselves against the day the 
riots spread outside the ghetto, 

All of this spells trouble for the country: 
the worst outbreak of violence since the Civil 
War. It now appears that the riots that swept 
the country last year were only a training 
ground for both the police and the black 
revolutionaries. 

Even President Johnson has admitted that 
we face a summer of ghetto violence. His 
special citizens committee, headed by Gov. 
Otto Kerner of Illinois and Mayor John Lind- 
say of New York City, while overlooking the 
extent of the role of black revolutionary 
provocateurs, has also admitted that the out- 
look is good for continued ghetto riots. The 
FBI, the National Guard, federal marshals 
and the United States Army are also actively 
training men in the event that the riots 
again get out of hand and federal law en- 
forcement is needed to handle the situation. 

But, while the various police agencies are 
planning for the worst, the black revolu- 
tionary forces are also planning and hoping 
to expand the riots and to make them even 
more violent than in the past. 
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Certainly, as a “Yankee from Brooklyn” 
you showed all us Bay Staters that we have 
no monopoly on ability and hard work; and 
there is even a rumor that you have your 
own version of the Blarney Stone. 

I know also that you destroyed my notion 
about people from Brooklyn. I once was told 
how a man could easily pick out a fellow 
from Brooklyn from any crowd. Simple. He’s 
the guy wh asks you a question, tells you 
the answer . and then says, “You're 
wrong.” 

Well, your legigns of friends and admirers 
know that this description isn’t typical of 
you at all. They re@all, as far more accurate, 
your personal mott, a motto that I think 
well reflects your mogesty and your under- 
standing of how to g@ results. That great 
American philosopher ‘eo Durocher once 
said, “Good guys finish last.” Of course, we 
must remember he said this at a time when 
the Brooklyn Dodgers were finishing last. But 
I think Postmaster Martin's pRilosophy is far 
sounder and by far more meaniggful: “There 
is no limit to the good a man @an do if he 
doesn’t care who gets the credit.” Fhe record 
shows clearly the staff and employees of the 
Boston Post Office share this philosophy. 

Of course, Postmaster Martin, theabilities 
of you and your staff have already beech justly 
and publicly acknowledged by the Dire@t Mail 
Advertising Association which honore@ you 
two years ago as Postmaster of the Year 

Through your intense efforts, there ian 
entirely new emphasis on cooperation he- 
tween the mailing public, particularly large 
mailers, and the post office. Further, the Bos- 
ton Mail Users Council is widely 
as one of the most vigorous and effective in 
the nation. 

And I want to take this opportunity to 
recognize the very significant contribution 
being made by Regional Director Don Steele 
and his staff to more efficient mail service. 
Don and many members of his staff are old 
friends and associates of mine. They are do- 
ing a great job and I want to publicly recog- 
nize their contributions to the postal service 


throughout the New England area. 
Yesterday, I had the pleasure of talking to 
the Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation 
here in Boston, and I brought to that group 
a message from the President, that I think is 
worth repeating here today. “One of the most 
difficult problems facing anyone in dealing 


with people, whether in gov nt or in 
business, is the problem of people shaping 
today’s actions on the basis of yesterday's 
realities,” the President said. He continued: 

“Far too often the truth is distorted, not 
by lies, not by deliberate fabrications, but 
by mythology. Too often men, rather than 
look around at the real world, cling to the 
cliches and stereotypes of yesteryear. Each 
new fact that marches down the road of 
experience is seen, not for what it is, but 
for what men think it is; or should be, of 
might be. Too often our wishes, or worse, our 
fears, distort and obscure our opportunities. 
There is an only too human desire to wallow 
in the comfort of yesterday’s well-broken-in 
ideas.and-beliefs. Unfortunately, such ideas 
and beliefs, in today’s fast changing world, 
have no bearing on the problemis of the 
day and the needs of the people.” 

I think these words of the President merit 
our attention. For what we often take for 
granted as common sense, máy be based on 
circumstances that no longer exist, if they 
ever did. As an old philosopher once said, 
“Common sense is that Which tells you the 
world is flat.” 

One area where yesterday’s common sense 
is today’s complete error involves the belief 
that there is some kind of pre-ordained com- 
bat between government and business. 

There were times in the past, certainly, 
when friction and misunderstanding between 
government and business were the product of 
government involving itself in new areas of 
activity, taking on new responsibilities, regu- 
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lating areas once free of control and super- 
vision. 

Given the changing relationships, given 
the new thrust of government into areas once 
marked “off limits,” the concern of business 
was understandable. 

But that concern now no longer has any 
foundation. 

The thrust of government effort today is 
to work with business to the maximum pos- 
sible amount. 

We see this fact illuminated in many areas 
of activity. 

We see it in the one billion dollar effort 
of the life insurance companies of America 
to help solve urban housing problems. 

We see it in the really attractive travel 
package being devised by a large number of 
American businesses to make travel to and 
in the United States less expensive for for- 
eign visitors. This will ease our balance of 
payments problem and may also bring to 
Massachusetts the 2,880,000 Irish from Ire- 
land who want to see how most of the world’s 
Irish live. <i 

And we can also see evidence of coopera- 
tion between the Federal government, local 
government and business all around us in 
the rebuilding of the great city of Bosto. 

Whenever I visit this city I am always 
struck by the progress that has taken pjice 
since my last visit. For example, I asked/Don 
Steele this morning why he kept ldoking 
around so nervously, “It’s the building boom 
here. If I’m not careful, someone vill put 
up a building around me. It’s happehed three 
times in the last month.” I hav@ a feeling 
that he was exposing me to @ bit of his 
brand of blarney, but I do know that a short 
Walk from this building would bring us to 
five or six of the city’s fwelve renewal 
projects. 

When Postmaster Marti took command 
of the\Boston Post Office’ten years ago, the 
picture was not so Wright. Boston was 
thought to be a city without a future. Popu- 
lation was ghrinking, faxes were rising, there 
was dilapidation evenywhere, vacant lots were 
increasing, bysinesg@s and jobs were leaving 
at an ever increasing rate, the tax base was 
shrinking. In a\gé@latively short time, half a 
billion dollars “ef assessments were lost 
through deterforation of properties and 
through land@ takép off the tax rolls. No 
major constfuction Ahad taken place in Bos- 
ton since the 1920's. Not one single unit of 
low-cost family housing had been added to 
the city’s housing suppl% since 1954. 

At the Federal level there had been no 
major housing legislation since the Housing 
Act Of 1949 and certainly Beant attention 
paid to the problems of the citiég. 

The nation is still suffering beGquse of that 
faction. Both President Kennedy and Presi- 
dent Johnson have recognized these Problems 
and given their solution, high ; priority, 

In late 1960, Boston began a massive Unban. 
Renewal Program, Its objective was the ph¥s- 
ical up-grading of housing, community, conte 
mercial and industrial facilities in Boston. 
A short, time later, in response to_President 
Kennedy’s request, the Federal Government 
began its own assault on the problems when 
Congress passed the far reaching Omnibus 
Housing Bill..Boston was one of the first 
cities to take advantage of this and other 
expanded Federal programs. Early in 1961, 
a group of concerned Bostonians had met for 
the purpose of charting a social up-grading 
program to complement the physical renewal 
being planned. Out of this, grew Action for 
Boston Community Development. With pas- 
sage of the Federal Anti-Poverty Legislation 
in 1964, ABCD became the agency charged 
with administering Boston’s anti-poverty 
program. 

Also, in 1964, the Congress, at President 
Johnson’s request, created the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. Other 
landmark pieces of legislation, involving 
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close cooperation with business—Model Cit- 
ies, the Manpower Training fand Develop- 
ment Act—have been passgd since then. 
There was and is a clear commitment at the 
Federal level to meet the cHallenge and de- 
velop the means to solve/yurban problems. 

Let’s take a look at jus} one of these pro- 
grams as an example of Mow Boston is going 
as a result of Federal inifiative, vigorous local 
leadership under yoyr progressive Mayor 
Kevin White and wih business cooperation. 
Boston's total renewal program involves one- 
third of the Cityfand over one-half of the 
City’s residents.jin addition to the renewal 
program there/is Boston’s Model City Pro- 
gram which jh itself involves another 10% 
of Boston’s Population. The total public and 
private iny@éstment in all these areas approxi- 
mates mgfe than two billion dollars. 

Contr&st this surge of effort with the fact 
that if 1959 not a single major commercial 
building was under construction. 

Třis record of a great city rebuilding itself 
ing a greater city is one you can justly feel 
pfoud of. 

And today I want to report to you on a fur- 
ther step by the Federal government to facili- 
tate private building. Responding to a request 
from Mayor Kevin White to do what we could 
to facilitate the acquisition of the best pos- 
sible site for Boston’s largest office building, 
the new $75 million, sixty story John Han- 
cock building, I have today asked our Re- 
gional Director to move ahead quickly with 
disposition of the Back Bay Postal Annex. 
This decision will make the optimum site 
available and permit construction plans to 
proceed rapidly. 

Today, my friends, throughout the Federal 
government, the watchword is cooperation 
with the business community. 

That cooperation by no means excludes 
local government. In fact, enlightened local 
government, the kind you have here in Bos- 
ton, is the key to progress. I know that is one 
of the principal reasons why our Governor, 
acting as chairman of the Governor’s Con- 
ference, told President Johnson in Washing- 
ton that he had worked with three Presi- 
dents and “. . . no one has worked more than 
you have to promote Federal-State relations.” 

I also know that the Postal Service and 
other Federal agencies will continue to work 
closely with Mayor White. 

As the result of this new atmosphere of 
cooperation, as the result of the continuing 
efforts at promoting an understanding of the 
mutuality of interest of post office and large 
volume mailers, we see a clear demonstra- 
tion of what effort, energy, imagination and 
commitment to the public good can mean 
for all of us. 

Postmaster Martin, your contributions 
have been truly outstanding. And the tradi- 
tion of cooperation that you have done so 
much to raise as a standard of excellence will 
continue to guide us in the days and years 
to come. 


DISABLED VETERANS: SUPPORT 
PRESIDENT IN VIETNAM 


(Mr. EDMONDSON asked and was 
given permission to extend his remarks 
at this point in the RECORD and to in- 
cludejextraneous matter.) 

Mr. ‘EDMONDSON. Mr. Speaker, all 
Americans are concerned about the war 
in Vietnam, but I believe most Americans 
are convinced that we are pursuing the 
right courSe there, and that we will be 
successful if we continue vigorously to 
pursue that cqurse. The President’s state- 
ment last Saturday, reaffirming our de- 
termination to win victory against Com- 
munist aggression in Vietnam, was a 
declaration which K.believe most Ameri- 
cans strongly support: 
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strings. In “The New Left” he clearly 
points out how this group of innocent 
students in our universities were demon- 
strating in riots without knowing that 
they were mere puppets of the activities 
of the Communists and the enemies of 
our country who were precipitating the 
demonstrations. 

In “The New Left” he indicated that 
one of the major reasons for his disillu- 
sionment with Communists came about 
when he found himself involved in a 
series of plans in which the participants 
had no idea of what they were doing. 

I now quote what Luce said: 

I left when it became obvious that the 
individual lives of the members of the Pro- 
gressive Labor Party, let alone society, meant 
less than an abstract Communist cate- 
chism ... 


In “The Road to Revolution” Mr. Luce 
points out that the Progressive Labor 
Party, the pro-Communist Chinese off- 
shoot of the U.S. Communist Party, 
passed a resolution in its 1965 national 
convention stating that “black libera- 
tion” was the path for the coming guer- 
rilla war in the United States. He states 
that the convention declared: 

The key to revolution in the United States 
lies within the interlocking interests in the 
black liberation movement and the working 
class struggle for socialism. 


Just before the Harlem riots of 1964, 
William Epton, vice chairman of the Pro- 
gressive Labor Party, said to an open-air 
rally: 

We will not be fully free until we smash 
this state completely and totally ...in the 
process . . . we're going to have to kill a lot 
of these cops, a lot of these judges, and we'll 
have to go against the army. 


The book review then states that Epton 
was later tried and found guilty of 
criminal anarchy. 


At this point, I wonder what happened 
to Epton after the Supreme Court dis- 
posed of his case. I do not know. 

Luce states: “While I was an officer of PL, 
I learned of a number of projects in which 
people were being prepared for a future guer- 
rilla operation. Not only did we store guns 
in New York City, but target practice was 
held on Long Island prior to the Harlem riots, 
I was personally asked to find a hiding place 
suitable for target practice.” 


Yet, Mr. President, on the floor of the 
Senate, in public forums, and in maga- 
zines and newspapers the statements aré 
made that.all that is said about the 
menace of communism to the freedom of 
the people of the United States. is mean- 
ingless. 


Another of the organizations planning 
such violent activity is the Revolutionary 
Action Movement, known as’ RAM; Max 
Stanford, leader of the group, said that “the 
black revolution will use sabotage in the 
cities—knocking out the electrical power 
first, then transportation and guerrilla war- 
fare in the countryside of the South. With 
the cities powerless, the oppressor will be 
helpless.” 

Luce points to a third organization which, 
he says, is rapidly becoming a part of this 
guerrilla movement—the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee, no longer either 
nonviolent or dominated by students. He re- 
ports an August 29, 1966 SNCC fund-raising 
dinner in Harlem that featured an interest- 
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ing trio of speakers—Stokely Carmichael, 
then chairman, along with Max Stanford of 
RAM and William Epton of PL. Carmichael 
said that in “Cleveland they're building 
stores with no windows.” 


I do not think that is happening, but 
it is significant that Carmichael is of the 
conviction that that is what will have to 
come about in the United States. 

I continue to quote what Mr. Carmi- 
chael said: 

All brick. I don’t know what they think 
they’ll accomplish. It just means we have to 
move from Molotov cocktails to dynamite. 
He added: They say we're stupid and don’t 
do anybody any good and we deserve to be 
called that, because if we had any sense 
we'd have bombed these ghettos long ago. 


Mr. President, in the face of all these 
things, still it is said by some that we 
have nothing to fear. 

Luce makes it clear that most Negro lead- 
ers have condemned the concept of “black 
power,” and the exhortation to violence. As 
a result, they are as much the targets of 
violence as the white community. Only re- 
cently members of RAM, including Max 
Stanford, were arrested in an assassination 
plot. The targets: Roy Wilkins of the NAACP 
and Whitney Young of the Urban League. 


I wish to emphasize this and I am glad 
that the Senator from West Virginia is 
in the Chamber because I know he has 
sympathy for what I am saying: 

Phil Luce repeatedly stresses that Com- 
munists do not begin trouble but take ad- 
vantage of it, incite it, and exploit it. 


Secretary Rusk spoke at Indiana State 
University. One hundred students per- 
petrated a most shameful exhibition of 
what American character is really not. 

I shall continue to read the article: 

He understands, as some seem not to, that 
there are real grievances in the ghettos, lack 
of jobs, poor housing, inadequate recreation 
facilities. Yet others tend to minimize the 
influence of these radical organizations and 
their very real plans for revolution on our 
city streets. 


Mr. President, why did I rise to dis- 
cuss this book review of several months 
ago? Mr. President, the cause of my ris- 
ing to speak on this subject is that as 
a citizen of the United States, loving 
everything that is connected with it, I 
cannot help but feel sick when TI listen 
to some of my colleagues on the floor of 
the Senate stating that we have nothing 
to fear and that nothing is wrong in the 
United, States. 

To the citizenry of Ohio, desirous of 
getting a true picture of what the 
enemies of our country are doing within 
our country, Trecommend that they read 
the book “Road to Revolution” and also 
the other book, entitled “The New Left,” 
written by Phillip Abbott Luce, a man 
who, because of remorse, told the inside 
story of what is happening in our coun- 
try. 

I thank the Senator from West Vir- 
ginia for yielding the time to make these 
statements. 

Mr. President, I ask unanimous con- 
sent to have printed in the Recor the 
book review of “Road to Revolution,” to 
which I have referred. 

There being no objection, the book 
review was ordered to be printed in the 
REcorp, as follows: 
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NEw “WHITTAKER CHAMBERS”? 


(Road to Revolution. By Phillip Abbott Luce. 
Viewpoint Books. 165 pages. Paperback, $1) 


Already called the “Whittaker Chambers” 
of his generation, Phillip Abbott Luce has 
chosen an appropriate time for the publica- 
tion of his second book, “Road to Revolu- 
tion.” 

In the midst of 1967’s “long hot summer,” 
Luce has provided us with a first-hand report 
of the perspective in which such events are 
held by Communists, to whom they are “re- 
bellions,” and not riots. Beyond this, his 
message is an alarming one. It describes in 
great detail, and with thorough documenta- 
tion, the plans for guerrilla warfare in the 
streets of our cities already devised by domes- 
tic radicals. 

Phil Luce at 29 is a former leader of the 
“New Left,” organizer of two student trips 
to Cuba in 1963 and 1964, an officer of the 
Progressive Labor Party and editor of its 
monthly magazine, Progressive Labor, until 
his defection in January, 1965. He has writ- 
ten about his experiences in his first book, 
“The New Left,” and one of the major rea- 
sons for his disillusionment with commun- 
ism came when he found himself “inyolyed 
in a series of plans in which the partici- 
pants had no idea of the consequences .. . I 
left when it became obvious that the indi- 
vidual lives of the members of PL, let alone 
society, meant less than an abstract Com- 
munist catechism as envisioned by the 
‘gurus’ of the movement.” According to Luce 
his defection ranks him “somewhere near 
President Johnson and J. Edgar Hoover” as 
the “most maligned enemy” of PL. 


STORED GUNS 


Progressive Labor, the pro-Communist 
Chinese offshoot of the United States Com- 
munist Party, passed a resolution at its 1965 
national convention stating that “black lib- 
eration” was the path for the coming guer- 
rilla war in the United States. “The key to 
revolution in the United States,” the con- 
vention declared, “lies within the interlock- 
ing interests in the black liberation move- 
ment and the working class struggle for 
socialism.” 

Just before the Harlem riots of 1964, Wil- 
liam Epton, vice chairman of PL, said this 
to an open air rally: “We will not be fully 
free untl we smash this state complete- 
ly and totally ...in the process ... we're 
going to have to kill a lot of these cops, 
a lot of these judges, and we’ll have to go 
against the army.”

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If there is any truth to the story that 
Phillip Abbott Luce gave up communism be- 
cause he fell in love, then the world may 
someday thank the lady who won his heart. 


Until Luce married, he was a militant 
Communist who helped plot the Communist 
spark in the 1964 Harlem riots. After mar- 
riage, he saw the evil of communism and 
began writing of its evils and plans. 


His latest offering, Road to Revolution: 
Communist Guerrilla Warfare in the U.S.A. 
is a little paperback with the whomp of big 
caliber truth. It tells how the Communists 
are turning the Civil Rights movement into 
a Civil Riots insurrection, and it does so 
from the view and experience of an ex- 
Communist who had the whole course and ap- 
plied it in the field. He knows what the ex- 
tremists mean when they cry Police Bru- 
tality, plant anti-Americanism and yell for 
Whitey’s blood to flow down the gutters of 
rubble-strewn streets. 


He writes of the world of revolution, and 
opens up a wide horizon of new understand- 
ing about the Negro’s plight and commu- 
nism’s exploitation of it. 


His message ought to be burned on the 
brain of every American who cares a whit 
about himself, his children, his very sur- 
vival. To the extent that Mr. Luce is under- 
stood, the world will owe him and his lady 
a great debt. 


The civil rights movement is a natural 
breeding ground for Communist insurrec- 
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tion, notes Luce. He is right, because the 


- Communists have used such movements and 


causes many times, and the results have 
been Soviet Satellites from Estonia to Cuba. 


He emphasizes that it is wrong to credit 
the Communists for causing U.S. racial 
problems; it is just as foolish to deny the 
role of Communists in racial unrest and 
rioting. To do so is to forget that a third 
of the world’s population now lives under 
totalitarian Communists who promised 
much, took everything and gave nothing. 


As for the role of Communists in the 
riots which began in earnest in 1964, Luce 
chronicles their psychotic plans and suc- 
cesses in minute, intriguing detail. 


The number of extremist black nation- 
alist, pro-Mao and pro-Moscow revolu- 
tionary groups named by Mr. Luce will 
shock many readers, Their zeal and revo- 
lutionary dedication, vividly described, is 
horrifying even after the mind-shattering 
riots in Newark and Detroit. 


The plans and 
actions of revolu- 
tionary groups and 
their Communist 
motive power are 
all listed, along 
with dozens of 
chilling state- 
ments from the 
leaders. Appear- 
ing throughout the 
book are the lead-

ing characters who seek to tear down the 
U.S.: Che Guevara, Mao Tse-tung, Fidel 
Castro, Milt Rosen, the violence-oriented 
Black Muslims, RAM, SNCC, Stokely Car- 
michael, and a lot of others who dwellin the 
umbra of revolution. 


Mr. Luce is quite concerned about the 
revolutionaries whose intent so far has 
largely gone unnoticed by Americans. Here 
is a man who openly incited riot in Har- 
lem, who helped distribute the hate litera- 
ture, who carried a gun, who knows what 
the Reds and their black dupes have in 
mind, who writes: 


“The guerrilla concept for the United 
States is racist: black men against white 
men. Terror is the major weapon. In our 
large cities this terror and mass sabotage 
would take the form of indiscriminate mur- 
ders and mass sabotage designed to strike 
fear in the hearts of white people. The tac- 
ticians advocate that bombs be placed in 
subway stations at Grand Central Station 
- in New York City during the rush hour and 
that trains be stopped in Harlem on their 
way to New England and travelers be held 
as hostages. Various terrorist squads would 
place explosives in department stores and 
large business buildings with the object of 
killing and injuring as many people as pos- 
sible.” 


Road... is no idle incantation of allega- 


tions. The author names people who met at 
certain places to plan riots that erupted in 
the senseless, unbelievable destruction and 
killing of the last three years. And some- 
how, Mr. Luce has caught and held for the 
reader’s attention the hatred and derision 
which the revolutionaries hold for a Wnitey 
who cannot believe what is going on. 


No author goes to this much trouble to 
inform, without listing solutions. His sug- 
gestions, in the main, are valid, but they 
seem premature in a country that doesn’t 
recognize a sickness that requires curing. 


That sickness is inthe civil rights move- 
ment which hasn’t done enough to isolate 
itself from its Communist cancer. It is an 
affliction that allows the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board to become so crippled 
by Supreme Court edicts that it hears no 
cases, hires a novice at $25,000 ayear, and 
can’t agree with J. Edgar Hoover that the 
W.E.B. DuBois Club is Communist and sub- 
versive. It is a bleeding heart that says 
we should spend more money to help the 
poverty-stricken Negro, yet can’t grasp the 
Significance of a massive riot in Detroit 
where sufficient anti-poverty money has 
been spent to send every deprived Negro 
on an extended European vacation.

ROAD TO REVOLUTION: COMMU- 
NIST GUERRILLA WARFARE IN 
THE U.S.A. 


(Mr. ASHBROOK (at the request of 
Mr. BusH) was granted permission to 
extend his remarks at this point in the 
Record and to include extraneous mat- 
ter.) 

Mr. ASHBROOK. Mr. Speaker, before 
the investigations into the cause of the 
current riots throughout the United 
States get underway, it is extremely im- 
portant that one aspect of the out- 
breaks—the role played by extremist and 
subversive elements—be placed {n proper 
perspective. Regarding outside influ- 
ences ir. riots and disturbances, Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover had this to say be- 
fore a House Appropriations subcommit- 
tee earlier this year: 

For the most part the riots and disorders 
that have occurred in this country since the 
summer of 1964 were sparked by a single in- 
cident, generally following an arrest of & 
Negro by local police for some minor in- 
fraction of the law. Although most of the 
riots and disturbances have been char- 
acterized by spontaneous outbursts of mob 
violence dominated by young hoodlums, the 
involvement of other violent, lawless, sub- 
versive, and extremist elements became read- 
ily apparent as the rioting grew and spread. 


Continuing his testimony, Mr. Hoover 
stated: 

Communists and other subversives and ex- 
tremists strive and labor ceaselessly to pre- 
cipitate racial trouble and to take advan- 
tage of racial discord in this country. Such 
elements were active in exploiting and aggra- 
vating the riots, for example, in Harlem, 
Watts, Cleveland, and Chicago. 


Without condoning or justifying law- 
less and violent action, it must be con- 
ceded that there are legitimate griev- 
ances in ghetto areas which have con- 
tributed to the unrest. But to overlook 
the possible involvement of violent, law- 
less, subversive and extremist elements 
is at once dangerous and unrealistic. 

While the above statement by Mr. 
Hoover was made before the present rash 
of riots, indications are that there were 
elements active in exploiting and ag- 
gravating some of the latest riots. In its 
excellent lead editorial of Sunday, July 
30, the Washington Star made reference 
to a Life magazine article on the Newark 
riot in which, according to the magazine, 
one of the snipers said there were more 
than 50 members of the group, more 
than half coming from Newark. Others 
had been moved in for the action from 
California, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat of 
July 31, in its editorial entitled “Extrem- 
ists’ Role in Riots,” stated: 


Gov. Agnew of Maryland in studying 
tactics of the rioters in Cambridge says he 
has found that tactics used in Cambridge 
bore a remarkable similarity to those used 
in Newark—such as the interception of po- 
lice messages and jamming of their radios, 
the use of fire bombs, and the formation of 
sniper squads to attack firemen when they 
arrived to fight fires that had been set. 


The above examples demonstrate that 
to some extent some of the riots did not 
lack a degree of preplanned extremist 
action. 

The headlines of the last few weeks 
leave no doubt that every aspect of the 
riots must be studied with care. With 
respect to the involvement of extreme 
and subversive elements in the riots, one 
recent book which should be on every- 
one’s must list is “Road To Revolution: 
Communist Guerrilla Warfare in the 
U.S.A.” by Phillip Abbott Luce, a former 
member of the pro-Chinese Communist 
Progressive Labor Movement. 

In June of 1964, just 1 month before 
the Harlem riots shocked the American 
people, Phillip Luce met with four others 
in a secluded area of Central Park, New 
York City, to discuss the possibility of 
creating a guerrilla operation in the 
Negro ghettos. Later, all were briefed on 
individual responsibilities and each one 
armed with a pistol, having been told that 
groundwork had already been laid for the 
guerrilla operation. This was typical of 
the experiences which led Luce in 1965 
to break with what is now known as the 
Progressive Labor Party. Since that time 
he has authored “The New Left” and nu- 
merous articles which have appeared in 
the Reader's Digest, the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, National Review, and other 
publications. 

In “Road to Revolution,” Luce not only 
deals with such organizations as SNCC, 
CORE, RAM, but offers a counter plan 
to assist in correcting inequities—unem- 
ployment, housing, sanitation, and so 
forth. He cites cases in which individual 
and organizational involvement are as- 
sisting in providing the basic wants of 
the nee iy. Also included is a portion of 
the FBI report on “Prevention and Con- 
trol of Mobs and Riots,” which Luce de- 
scribes as the “best analysis and prospec- 
tus for the prevention and control of 
ghetto riots yet published.” 

The Washington Star, in the editorial 
of July 30, referred to above states that 
the Luce book makes for interesting read- 
ing and that its contents “can arid should 
be checked out carefully.” 

The same edition of the Star provided 
a review of “Road to Revolution” by 
Allan C. Brownfeld, who received his law 
degree from William and Mary, was for- 
merly on the editorial staff of the Hous- 


ton Press and wno received a Wall Street* 
Journal Foundation award for his news- 
paper columns. 

I include the book review of “Road to 
Revolution” by Allan Brownfeld, and 
the editorial, “Are the Riots Spontaneous 
or Planned?” both from the Washington 
Star, of July 30, in the Recorp at this 
point: 

ROAD TQ REVOLUTION 


Already called the “Whittaker Chambers” 
of his generation, Phillip Abbott Luce has 
chosen an appropriate time for the publica- 
tion of his second book “Road to Revolu- 
tion.” 

In the midst of 1967's “long hot summer,” 
Luce has provided us with a first-hand re- 
port of the perspective in which such events 
are held by Communists, to whom they are 
“rebellions,” and not riots. Beyond this, his 
message is an alarming one. It describes in 
great detail, and with thorough documen- 
tation, the plans for guerrilla warfare in the 


streets of our cities already devised by do- 
mestic radicals. 

Phil Luce at 29 is a former leader of the 
“New Left,” organizer of two student trips 
to Cuba in 1963 and 1964, an officer of the 
Progressive Labor Party and editor of its 
monthly magazine, Progressive Labor, until 
his defection in January, 1965. He has writ- 
ten about his experiences in his first book, 
“The New Left,” and one of the major rea- 
sons for his disillusionment with commu- 
nism came when he found himself “involved 
in a series of plans in which the participants 
had no idea of the consequences... I left 
when it became obvious that the individual 
lives of the members of PL, let alone society, 
meant less than an abstract Communist 
catechism as envisioned by the ‘gurus’ of 
the movement.” According to Luce his de- 
fection ranks him “somewhere near Presi- 
dent Johnson and J. Edgar Hoover” as the 
“most maligned enemy” of PL. 


STORED GUNS 


Progressive Labor, the pro-Communist 
Chinese offshoot of the United States Com- 
munist Party, passed a resolution at its 1965 
national convention stating that “black 
liberation” was the path for the coming 
guerrilla war in the United States. “The key 
to revolution in the United States,” the 
convention declared, “lies within the inter- 
locking interests in the black liberation 
movement and the working class struggle for 
socialism.” 

Just before the Harlem riots of 1964, Wil- 
liam Epton, vice chairman of PL, said this 
to an open air rally: “We will not be fully 
free until we smash this state completely and 
totally ...in the process ... we're going 
to have to kill a lot of these cops, a lot of 
these judges, and we'll have to go against 
the army.” Epton was later tried and found 
guilty of criminal anarchy. 

Luce states: “While I was an officer of PL, 
I learned of a number of projects in which 
people were being prepared for a future 
guerrilla operation. Not only did we store 
guns in New York City, but target practice 
was held on Long Island prior to the Harlem 
riots. I was personally asked to find a hiding 
Place suitable for target practice.” 


Another of the organizations planning 
such violent activity is the Revolutionary 
Action Movement, known as RAM. Max Stan- 
ford, leader of the group, said that “the 
black revolution will use sabotage in the 
cities—knocking out the electrical power 
first, then transportation and guerrilla war- 
fare in the countryside of the South. With 
the cities powerless, the oppressor will be 
helpless.” 

VIOLENCE PLANNED 

Luce points to a third organization which, 
he says, is rapidly becoming a part of this 
guerrilla movement—the Student Nonvio- 
lent Coordinating Committee, no longer 
either nonviolent or dominated by students. 
He reports an August 29, 1966 SNCC fund- 
raising dinner in Harlem that featured an in- 
teresting trio of speakers—Stokely Car- 
michael, then chairman, along with Max 
Stanford of RAM and William Epton of PL. 
Carmichael said that in “Cleveland they're 
building stores with no windows. All brick, I 
don’t know what they think they'll accom- 
plish. It just means we have to move from 
Molotov cocktails to dynamite.” He added: 
“They say we're stupid and don’t do anybody 
amy good an we deserve to be called that, 
-cause if we had any sense we'd have 
bombed these ghettos long ago.” 

Luce makes it clear that most Negro lead- 
ers have condemned the concept of “black 
power,” and the exhortation to violence. As 
a result, they are as much the targets of 
violence as the white community. Only re- 
cently members of RAM, including Max 
Stanford, were arrested in an assassination 
plot. The targets: Roy Wilkins of the NAACP 
and Whitney Young of the Urban League. 


Phil Luce repeatedly stresses that Commu- 
nists do not begin trouble but take advantage 
of it, incite it, and exploit it. He understands, 
as some seem not to, that there are real griev- 
ances in the ghettos, lack of jobs, poor hous- 
ing, inadequate recreation facilities. Yet oth- 
ers tend to minimize the influence of these 
radical organizations and their very real 
plans for revolution on our city streets. 

In a balanced and provocative volume, he 
does not blame all evil on “outside agitators.” 
Yet the public should understand the plans 
which Communists have for our cities. Phase 
one, as recent violence indicates, has already 
oceurred. Armed with Luce’s warning and our 
own awareness of the problems which must 
be solved, we may yet be able to avoid 
phase two. 


ARE THE RIOTS SPONTANEOUS OR PLANNED? 


As the rioting eased off, at least temporar- 
ily, in Newark and Detroit, not to mention & 
score of other cities large and small, both 
official and public attention in Washington 

to focus on the story behind the 
killing, the burning and the looting. 

What brought on this “time of violence and 
tragedy” in July, 1967? Were the riots more 
or less spontaneous eruptions on the part of 
oppressed Negroes? Was there at least some 
measure of planning and organization behind 
them? Did the Communists play a part, and 
if so what was their role? 

It is doubtful that all of the questions can 
ever be answered. But the effort will be made. 
There is much pressure on Capitol Hill for an 
investigation by some congressional com- 
mittee. And the President acted on Thursday 
night to establish an 11-member commission 
to conduct an investigation in his behalf. 

In the address in which he announced the 
appointment of this commission, Mr, John- 
son said that “the only genuine, long-range 
solution for what has happened lies in an 
attack—mounted at every level—upon the 
conditions which breed despair and violence. 
All of us know what they are: ignorance, 
discrimination, slums, disease, not enough 
jobs...” 

This, as far as it goes, is true enough. But 
there are two things to be said about it. One 
is that this is indeed a long-range solution. 
It will take a decade or more to remedy the 
conditions enumerated by the President. Nor 
can the riots in places such as Detroit and 
Plainfield be explained away by reference to 
slums and lack of jobs. For those conditons 
were not persent in any significant degree. 


Furthermore, if even one of these riots 
was the product of some other cause than 
slums and unemployment, this country can- 
not wait 10 years to uncover that cause and 
destroy it. The price which will have been 
oe by continuous rioting is much too 
high. 

What we have in mind is the rather widely 
held belief that at least some of the riots, 
and perhaps the worst ones, were planned, 
organized and directed by sinister forces em- 
barked upon a policy of rule-or-ruin. 

The President passed this over lightly. He 
said his commission will have access to facts 
gathered by the FBI and that J. Edgar 
Hoover's agency “will continue to exercise 
its full authority to investigate these riots, 
in accordance with my standing instructions, 
and to continue to search for evidence of a 
conspiracy.” 

This is a somewhat ambiguous statement. 
As far as we know there has not been a full- 
scale investigation of the riots, and, since 
the authority of the FBI is supposed to ex- 
tend only to violations of federal law, what 
did the President mean when he said the 
agency will “continue to exercise its full au- 
thority” to investigate the riots? Further- 
more, the comment that the FBI will “con- 
tinue to search for evidence of conspiracy” 
implies that no such evidence has yet been 
found, 


Perhaps there has been no conspiracy, and 
if not it follows that there would be no 
evidence of one. For our part, we are not 
aware of the existence of any such evidence 
in the strict sense of the term. 

There is, however, a considerable body of 
information to suggest that there has been 
a conspiracy. 

In the absence of any planning or orga- 
nization or training, it is difficult to account 
for the widespread sniper activity in Detroit. 
In a dispatch from Havana a few days ago, 
Stokely Carmichael is quoted as follows: “In 
Newark, we are applying the tactics of guer- 
rilla warfare. We are preparing groups of 
urban guerrillas for our defense in the cities.” 
Chicago’s Mayor Daley has said: “We know 
this is a national program of outlawry and 
violence.” Some other local officials have said 
much the same thing. 

In its issue of July 28, Life magazine tells 
of a “clandestine” meeting between its re- 
porters and some of the Newark snipers. 
These snipers belong to an organized group 
of former civil rights workers in Mississippi. 
According to the magazine, one of the 
snipers said there were more than 50 mem- 
bers of the group, more than half coming 
from Newark. “Others had been moved in 
for the action from California, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania.” This certainly is not inconsistent 
with the remarks attributed to Stokely 
Carmichael in Havana. 

More positive indications of organization 
and conspiracy can be found in a book by 
Phillip Abbott Luce, until recently an active 
Communist. The Luce book, “Road to Revo- 
lution,” is reviewed on Page G-3 of today’s 
Star. 

Exposes by former Communists are sus- 
pect, as Whittaker Chambers learned in the 
Alger Hiss case. But Yhe Star has been re- 
lably informed that ILuce’s break with the 
party is real. 

In any event, what he has to say is in- 
teresting. It can be and should be checked 
out carefully. 

Luce begins by saying that the Commu- 
nists are “counting on the premise that 
most Americans will discount the possi- 
bility of a guerrilla war in their country. 
The notion of a guerrilla war in the United 
States is so outrageous and improbable to 
Americans that they would receive it as the 
product of a deranged mind.” Well, many 

cans and most “responsible” Cubans 
felt the same way, to the subsequent dismay 
of the latter, when Fidel Castro and his 
tiny band of followers first went ashore in 
Cuba. 

Luce, noting that Communists exploit 
trouble rather than incite it, goes on to spell 
out in detail the Communist plan to foment 
racial trouble in this country and then to 
exploit it through guerrilla tactics. He re- 
minds us that a grand jury which investi- 


i . 


gated last summer's Cleveland riot found that 
“the outbreak of lawlessness and disorder’ 
was organized, precipitated and exploited by 
a relatively small group of trained and dis- 
ciplined professionals at this business.” He 
also recalls that the Harlem riots in 1964 
produced similar findings and that one Bill 
Epton, a Communist was indicted and con- 
victed of criminal anarchy for his role in 
those riots. 

None of this may amour‘t to “evidence” in 
the legal sense as far as this month’s riots 
go. But, taken together, it strongly suggests 
that there is a conspiratorial underpinning 
of the current riots, and it is a Possibility 
which deserves more serious attention by the 
investigators than is invited by the Presi- 
dent's casual reference to it. 


A crucial matter at stake now, or so it 
seems to us, is the struggle for control of, 
or direction of, the Negro community. Who 
will prevail? Such men as Martin Luther 
King Jr., A. Philip Randolph, Roy Wilkins 
and Whitney M. Young Jr.? Or will it be the 
H. Rap Browns and the Stokely Carmichaels? 


A great deal more than the future of civil 
rights depends on the answer. It is conceiva- 
ble, quite conceivable, that what really hangs 
in the balance is the choice between a race 
war in the United States and a state of af- 
fairs in which the white and colored com- 
munities can live together in peace. 

This is why it is so important to put poli- 
tics aside and dig up the truth, the whole 
truth, about the riots and their causes. And 
this is why it is also so important for the 
members of Congress and the people they 
represent not to yield to what the President 
spoke of as “fear and bitterness”"—to any 
state of mind which would indefinitely delay 
living together in peace. 

This is why it is so important to put poli- 
tics aside and dig up the truth, the whole 
truth, about the riots and their causes. And 
this is why it is also so important for the 
members of Congress and the people they 
represent not to yield to what the President 
spoke of as “fear and bitterness’—to any 
state of mind which would indefinitely delay 
reconciliation and reconstruction at a dread- 
ful cost in human lives and human values.

Our government helps you give 
the best financial terms to be most competi- 
tive in the world markets and at the same 
time to guarantee the financial transaction 
through the Export-Import Bank and the 
FCIA. 

Trans World Airlines serves Dayton, as well 
as Europe and Asia, and is quite accustomed 
to handling international shipments. Ameri- 
can, Delta and United also handle interna~ 
tional shipments and each does serve coun- 
tries outside of the U.S. 

All of our truck lines and rail lines carry 
international shipments and many have arə 
rangements with the steamship companies 
to offer you fast, efficient international serv- 
ice. 

What I am trying to tell you, is that we 
have right here in Dayton all of the know- 
how and facilities you need to participate— 
profitably—in world trade. And when you 
use these Dayton facilities, you not only add 
to the Dayton economy by spending your 
dollars in Dayton, but you also have im- 
mediate access to your servant in the event 
any problems show up. 

World trade is a two-way street. We must 
import if we want to continue and expand 
our exports. We insist on being paid in U.S. 
dollars and the other countries’ biggest 
source of dollars is their selling to us. Also, 
we have to import certain things that we 
do not have in the U.S. Furthermore, some of 
the things we import are incorported in 
things we export and we sell it right back 
outside the U.S. 

The Dayton businessman, the housewife, 
the Dayton citizen, if you will, although not 
directly involved in world trade, are directly 
affected by the Kennedy Round negotiations 
and the reduction in U.S. import duties. 

We all know that competition is good and 
the imported consumer goods are competition 
to the U.S. domestic .consumer goods: This 
competition not only keeps the U.S. manu- 
facturer on his toes, but also the merchant. 
The consumer benefits, 

The reduction in duty on a given $10-or 
even a $100 item is not great. Suppose the 
U.S, import duty is-now 20 percent and it is 
cut 50/ percent to 10 percent at the rate of 
2 percent per year. On the $10 item, the 
savings to the merchant amount to 20 cents. 
The housewife can expect a 20-cent reduction 
in the price she pays, and eventually a sav- 
ings of $1.00 on the $10 item. 

Even though we are talking about only a 
few cents savings on each item, we are talk- 
ing of a total savings of 35 percent average 
in five years on Dayton’s total import duties, 
which were about $785,000 in fiscal 1967. This 
35 percent savings in five years amounts to 
$274,750. And that is $274,750 added to Day- 
ton’s economy—to be used to best advantage 
by the one who saves it, be it the housewife, 
the merchant or the manufacturer. 

You can be sure that the figure will be 
greater than $274,750, because these reduc- 
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tions in tariffs will generate a greater volume 
of trade. 

The housewife may use her savings to buy 
steak instead of hamburger, or take the hus- 
band out for dinner, or buy more merchan- 
dise. 

The merchant may pass the savings on to 
the consumer, thus generating more sales. 

The manufacturer may use his sayings to 
reduce his unit manufacturing cost, to be 
even more competitive. 

In any event the $274,750 will be added 
to the Dayton economy, and for the most 
part will generate more jobs and more money. 
It will certainly be beneficial, not detri- 
mental. 

In Dayton we have an efficient and coop- 
erative U.S. Customs Office and any imports 
we have can be cleared right here in Dayton. 
It has been natural for us to clear U.S. Cus- 
toms at the seaports, because it is so often 
necessary to change carriers at that point, 
and the U.S. Customs officers are right there 
to facilitate the clearance. 

However, with the cooperation and agree- 
ments between carriers now and the one 
through bill of lading that can be written, 
it is easier and better to have the shipment 
sent directly to Dayton, in bond, and clear 
U.S. Customs through our own office. We now 
have a U.S. Customs Broker here in Dayton 
and I understand there are no delays in 
receiving international goods. As a matter 
of fact, a new system recently implemented, 
allows you to have imported goods in your 
hands within three hours after they arrive 
in Dayton. 

Again, use of this Dayton facility and serv- 
ice not only allows faster and more efficient 
service, but spends dollars in Dayton and 
actually saves some unnecessary handling— 
and money—at the coastal ports. 

Know about all of these services and 
facilities available to you right here in Day- 
ton—investigate them thoroughly, and use 
them, when you find them to your advan- 
tage. Use of such services and facilities gen- 
erate additional new facilities and services, 
such as International Airport designation 
and Customs facilities there. And container- 
ization, which can handle the smaller ship- 
ments and reduce damage and eliminate 
pilferage, and thus save you money. 

SUMMATION 


What does it all mean? And what will 
be the effect on the U.S. and on Dayton? 

Certainly the Kennedy Round GATT nego- 
tiations, involving 53 nations, was a tre- 
mendous undertaking. It was indeed the 
greatest step ever taken by all of the na- 
tions to increase world trade on a fully re- 
ciprocal basis. Some $40 billion of world 
trade will be effected by the tariff reductions, 
about $16 billion—$8 billion export and $8 
billion import+—for' the/U‘S; Im industry, the 
U.S. and other countries\ agreed on cuts 
averaging about 35 percent. The total num- 
ber of items effected is about 60,000. The 
tariff’ reductions, will ‘be’ made over a five- 
year-period in: five equal-increments, begin- 
ning January 1, 1968. The impact, although 
great and stimulating of trade, will be over 
the five-year period, 

Dayton, being heavily industrialized and 
for the most part manufacturing sophisti- 
cated products, will benefit more because of 
the increased demand abroad caused by the 
lower tariffs, while a lesser amount of “com- 
petitive” products are imported into the Day- 
ton area. For example, in the July 3 issue of 
International Commerce, put out by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, it says 

“U.S. foreign trade in business machines 
holds a revealing mirror up to our entire 
world business situation. About 80 percent of 
U.S: exports were sophisticated business ma- 
chines and parts. Conversely, over 80 percent 
of imports were for conventional business 
machines and parts. And both set new rec- 
ords in 1966; exports up 16.5 percent to 
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$558.8 million, imports up 33.2 percent to 
$191.3 million.” 

So, you see we have a very favorable bal- 
ance in this category, as I believe we have 
in most categories. 

Dayton imports increased from a total of 
3,089 entries in fiscal 1963 to 4,577 in 1967. 
Of these, 816 in 1963 and 1,427 in 1967 were 
commercial and industrial. 

Duty collections on these Dayton area 
imports ranged from $217,950 in 1963 to 
$784,613 in 1967. Assuming an average of 
20 percent duty, you have $1 million in im- 
ports in 1963 and nearly $4 million in 1967. 
This compares. with our present rate of ex- 
ports from the Dayton area of over $200 
million per year. 

World trade favorable to Dayton? You bet! 
World trade can be good. Each company has 
to take a good, hard look and determine how 
best it can participate in world trade. Some 
may find it is not for them, but I believe 
most will find it beneficial. 

The doors to world trade have been opened 
wider, and many barriers removed, by these 
Kennedy Round tariff negotiations. It is now 
up to the American businessman to meet the 
challenge and take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. 

We certainly have our share of smart busi- 
nessmen in the Dayton area, I’m proud to 
say, and I'm sure they will take twice the 
full advantage of the opportunity, because 
Dayton is twice as good as the national aver- 
age. 

Your U.S. Department of Commerce, and 
other government agencies, and your Day- 
ton Area Chamber of Commerce stand ready 
to help you im any way we can.

Mr. SCHADEBERG. Mr. Speaker, 


against the fiery background of our riot- 
torn cities, a monstrous possibility has 
arisen—that this is only the beginning. 
Now, Milwaukee has been hit, damaging 
this great city. 

Max Stanford, extremist leader of 
Revolutionary Action Movement, is 
quoted as saying: 

The black revolution will use sabotage in 
the cities—knocking out the electrical power 
first, then transportation, and guerrilla war- 
fare in the countryside of the South. With 
the cities powerless, the oppressor will be 
helpless: 


This and other significant quotes are 
to be found in a stimulating review of 
Phillip, Abbott, Luce’s new -book, , ‘The 
Road to, Revolution,” by Allan C, Brown- 
feld, a rising young ‘thinker, which ap- 
peared in the Washington Star of July 
30, 1967, 

Mr. Luce gives us the benefit of his 
experience in radical and extremist 
groups on the guerrilla warfare that 
confronts us. I urge attention be given 
his book. : 

Faced with the possibility of an even 
wider war in America, I commend the 
Washington Star for its thoughtful edi- 
torial, also in the July 30 edition, “Are 
the Riots Spontaneous or Planned?” The 
editorial makes it clear it is ludicrous to 
consider the rioting part of the tradi- 
tional upward social mobility of minor- 
ity groups. No oppressed group in Amer- 
ica has, or ever will, advance by burning 
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cities and beating people to death. This 
is not the American dream; it is the road 
to revolution, the revolution of the 
nihilists. 

The violence that is mushrooming not 
only precludes: the possibility of social 
progress; it raises the specter of all-out 
war in the United States. The failure to 
deal sharply with the mugger and the 
common criminal has encouraged the 
lawless elements to believe that no 
authority will ever touch them. 

We are fighting in Vietnam. In how 
many operations do we employ 11,500 
men as was necessary in Detroit? How 
many times do we cause hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of damage in North 
Vietnam, as has been done to our cities? 
The war in America does not directly 
weaken our efforts in Vietnam any more 
than our bombing has stopped Com- 
munist infiltration of the south. Yet, 
each war absorbs the energies of the 
Nation. Every firebomb weakens America 
by diverting resources and energy, not 
to build but to repair. 

If we fail to deter the urban guerrilla 
fighters, we will, in effect, be saying to 
the nihilists who are waiting for the out- 
come of the battle for the cities, ““Amer- 
ica is too stupid, too soft, too weak in 
our thinking, to survive.” 

The editorial of the Star, Mr. Luce’s 
book, and Mr. Brownfeld’s review are 
evidence to the contrary, 

The editorial and review follow: 


ARE THE RIOTS SPONTANEOUS OR PLANNED? 


As the rioting eased off, at least tempo- 
rarily, in Newark and Detroit, not to mention 
a score of other cities large and small, both 
Official and public attention in Washington 
began to focus on the story behind the 
Killing, the burning and the looting. 

What brought on this “time of violence 
and tragedy” in July, 1967? Were the riots 
more or less spontaneous eruptions on the 
part of oppressed Negroes? Was there at 
least some measure of planning and organi- 
zation behind them? Did the Communists 
play a part, and if so what was their role? 

It is doubtful that all of the questions can 
ever be answered. But the effort will be made. 
There is much pressure on Capitol Hill for 
an investigation by some congressional com- 
mittee. And the President acted on Thursday 
night to establish an 11-member commission 
to conduct an investigation in his behalf. 

In the address in which he announced 
the appointment of this commission, Mr. 
Johnson said that “the only genuine, long- 
range solution for what.has happened lies in 
an» attack—mounted -at every -level—upon 
the conditions which breed despair and vio- 
lence. All of us know what they are: 
ignorance, discrimination, slums, disease, not 
enough jobs». . .”” 

This, as far as it goes, is true enough. But 
there are two things to be said about it. One 
is\ that) this is Indeed /a/Torig-rangé soltition. 
Tt will take a decade or more to remedy the 
conditions enumerated by the President. Nor 
can the riots in places such as Detroit and 
Plainfield be explained away by reference to 
slums and lack of jobs. For these conditions 
were not present in any significant degree. 

Furthermore, if even one of these riots was 
the product of some other cause than slums 
and unemployment, this country cannot wait 
10 years to uncover that cause and destroy it. 
The price which will have been exacted by 
continuous rioting is much too high. 

What we have in mind is the rather widely 
held belief that at least some of the riots, 
and perhaps the worst ones, were planned, 
organized and directed by sinister forces em- 
barked upon a policy of rule-or-ruin. 
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The President passed this over lightly. He 
said his commission will have access to facts 
gathered by the FBI and that J. Edgar 
Hoover’s agency “will continue to exercise its 
full authority to investigate these riots, in 
accordance with my standing instructions, 
and to continue to search for evidence of 
a conspiracy.” 

This is a somewhat ambiguous statement. 
As far as we know there has not been a full- 
scale investigation of the riots, and, since 
the authority of the FBI is supposed to ex- 
tend only to violations of federal law, what 
did the President mean when he said the 
agency will “continue to exercise its full au- 
thority” to investigate the riots? Further- 
more, the comment that the FBI will “con- 
tinue to search for evidence of conspiracy” 
implies that no such evidence has yet been 
found. 

Perhaps there has been no conspiracy, and 
if not it follows that there would be no evi- 
dence of one. For our part, we are not aware 
of the existence of any such evidence in the 
strict sense of the term. 

There is, however, a considerable body of 
information to suggest that there has been 
a conspiracy. 

In the absence of any planning or orga- 
nization or training, it is difficult to account 
for the widespread sniper activity in Detroit. 
In a dispatch from Havana a few days ago, 
Stokely Carmichael is quoted as follows: “In 
Newark, we are applying the tactics of guer- 
rilla warfare. We are preparing groups of 
urban guerrillas for our defense in the 
cities.” Chicago’s Mayor Daley has said: “We 
know this is a national program of outlawry 
and violence.” Some other local officials have 
said much the same thing. 

In its issue of July 28, Life magazine tells 
of a “clandestine” meeting between its re- 
porters and some of the Newark snipers, 
These snipers belong to an organized group 
of former civil rights workers in Mississippi. 
According to the magazine, one of the snip- 
ers said there were more than 50 members 
of the group, more than half coming from 
Newark. “Others had been moved in for the 
action from California, Ohio, Pennsylvania.” 
This certainly is not inconsistent with the 
remarks attributed to Stokely Carmichael in 
Havana. 

More positive indications of organization 
and conspiracy can be found in a book by 
Phillip Abbott Luce, until recently an active 
Communist. The Luce book, “Road to Rev- 
olution,” is reviewed on Page G-3 of today’s 
Star. 

Exposes by former Communists are sus- 
pect, as Whittaker Chambers learned in the 
Alger Hiss case. But The Star has been reli- 
ably informed that Luce’s break with the 
party is real. 

In any event, what he has to say is in- 
teresting. It/can bë and! should! be | checked 
oùt Carefully. 

Luce begins by saying that the Commu- 
nists are “counting on the premise that most 
Americans) will discount the possibility of a 
guerrilla’ war ‘in~their-country. The notion 
of a guerrilla war in the United States is so 
outrageous and improbable to Americans.that 
they would.receive-it as the product of a de- 
ranged mind.” Well, many Americans and 
most “responsible” Cubans felt the same 
way, to the subsequent dismay of the latter, 
when Fidel Castro and his tiny band of fol- 
lowers first went ashore in Cuba, 

Luce, noting that Communists exploit 
trouble rather than incite it, goes on to 
spell out in detail the Communist plan to 
foment racial trouble in this country and 
then to exploit it through guerrilla tactics. 
He reminds us that a grand jury which in- 
vestigated last summer’s Cleveland riot found 
that “the outbreak of lawlessness and dis- 
order was organized, precipitated and ex- 
ploited by a relatively small group of trained 
and disciplined professionals at this busi- 
ness.” He also recalls that the Harlem riots 
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in 1964 produced similar findings and that 
one Bill Epton, a Communist, was indicted 
and convicted of criminal anarchy for his 
role in those riots. 

None of this may amount to “evidence” 
in the legal sense as far as this month’s riots 
go. But, taken together, it strongly suggests 
that there is a conspiratorial underpinning 
of the current riots, and it is a possibility 
which deserves more serious attention by the 
investigators than is invited by the Presi- 
dent’s casual reference to it. 

A crucial matter at stake now, or so it 
seems to us, is the struggle for control of, 
or direction of, the Negro community. Who 
will prevail? Such men as Martin Luther 
King Jr., A. Philip Randolph, Roy Wilkins 
and Whitney M. Young Jr.? Or will it be the 
H. Rap Browns and the Stokely Carmichaels? 

A great deal more than the future of civil 
rights depends on the answer. It is conceiva- 
ble, quite conceivable, that what really hangs 
in the balance is the choice between a race 
war in the United States and a state of af- 
fairs in which the white and colored com- 
munities can live together in peace. 

This is why it is so important to put poli- 
tics aside and dig up the truth, the whole 
truth, about the riots and their causes. And 
this is why it is also so important for the 
members of Congress and the people they 
represent not to yield to what the President 
Spoke of as “fear and bitterness’—to any 
state of mind which would indefinitely delay 
living together in peace. 

This is why it is so important to put poli- 
tics aside and dig up the truth, the whole 
truth, about the riots and their causes. And 
this is why it is also so important for the 
members of Congress and the people they 
represent not to yield to what the President 
spoke of as “fear and bitterness’—to any 
state of mind which would indefinitely delay 
reconciliation and reconstruction at a dread- 
ful cost in human lives and human values. 


Book REVIEW 
(By Allan C. Brownfeld) 


(“Road to Revolution.” By Phillip Abbott 
Luce. Viewpoint Books. 165 pages. Paperback, 
$1.) 

Already called the “Whittaker Chambers” 
of his generation, Phillip Abbott Luce has 
chosen an appropriate time for the publica- 
tion of his second book, “Road to Revolu- 
tion.” 


In the midst of 1967's “long hot summer,” 
Luce has provided us with a first-hand re- 
port of the perspective in which such events 
are held by Communists, to whom they are 
“rebellions,” and not riots. Beyond this, his 
message is an alarming one. It describes in 
great detail, and with thorough documenta- 
tion, the plans for guerrilla warfare in the 
Streets our our,cities already devised by do- 
mestic radicals. 

Phil Luce at 29 is a former leader of the 
“New Left,” organizer of two student trips 
to Cuba in/1963 and 1964,/a4n officer of the 
Progressive Labor Party and editor of its 
monthly magazine, Progressive Labor, until 
his defection in January, 1965. He has writ- 
ten about his experiences in his first book, 
“The New Left,” and one of the major reasons 
for his disillusionment with communism 
came when he found himself “involved in a 
series of plans in which the participants had 
no idea of the consequences’. . . I left when 
it became obvious that the individual lives 
of the members of PL, let alone society, 
meant less than an abstract Communist 
catchesim as envisioned by the ‘gurus’ of the 
movement.” According to Luce his defection 
ranks him “somewhere near President John- 
son and J. Edgar Hoover” as the “most ma- 
ligned enemy” of PL. 

STORED GUNS 


Progressive Labor, the pro-Communist 
Chinese offshoot of the United States Com- 
munist Party, passed a resolution at its 
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1965 national convention stating that “black 
liberation” was the path for the coming 
guerrilla war in the United States. “The key 
to revolution in the United States,” the con- 
venton declared, “lies within the interlock- 
ing interests in the black liberation move- 
ment and the working olass struggle for so- 
cialism.” 

Just before the Harlem riots of 1964, Wil- 
liam Epton, vice chairman of PL, said this 
to an open air rally: “We will not be fully 
free until we smash this state completely 
and totally ... in process... we're going 
to have to kill a lot of these cops, a lot of 
these judges, and we'll have to go against 
the army.” Epton was later tried and found 
guilty of criminal anarchy. 

Luce states: “While I was an officer of PL, 
I learned of a number of projects in which 
people were being prepared for a future 
guerrilla operation. Not only did we store 
guns in New York City, but target practice 
was held on Long Island prior to the Harlem 
riots. I was personally asked to find a hiding 
place suitable for target practice.” 

Another of the organizations planning 
such violent activity is the Revolutionary 
Action Movement, known as RAM. Max Stan- 
ford, leader of the group, said that “the black 
revolution will use sabotage in the cities— 
knocking out the electrical power first, then 
transportation and guerrilla warfare in the 
countryside of the South. With the cities 
powerless, the oppressor will be helpless.” 


VIOLENCE PLANNED 


Luce points to a third organization which, 
he says, is rapidly becoming a part of this 
guerrilla movement—the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee, no longer either 
nonviolent or dominated by students. He re- 
ports an August 29, 1966 SNCC fund-raising 
dinner in Harlem that featured an interest- 
ing trio of speakers—Stokely Carmichael, 
then chairman, along with Max Stanford of 
RAM and William Epton of PL. Carmichael 
said that in “Cleveland they're building 
stores with no windows. All brick. I don’t 
know what they think they'll accomplish, It 
just means we have to move from Molotov 
cocktails to dynamite.” He added: “They say 
we're stupid and don’t do anybody any good 
and we deserve to be called that, because if 
we had any sense we’d have bombed these 
ghettos long ago.” 

Luce makes it clear that most Negro lead- 
ers have condemned the concept of “black 
power,” and the exhortation to violence. As a 
result, they are as much the targets of vio- 
lence as the white community. Only recently 
members of RAM, including Max Stanford, 
were arrested in an assassination plot. The 
targets: Roy Wilkins of the NAACP and 
Whitney Young of the Urban League. 

Phil Luce repeatedly stresses that Commu- 
nists do not begin trouble but take advan- 
tage of it, incite it, and exploit it. He under- 
stands, as some seem not to, that. there are 
real grievances in the ghettos, lack of jobs, 
poor housing, inadequate recreation facil- 
ities, Yet others tend to minimize the influ- 
ence of these radical organizations and their 
very real plans for revolution on our city 
streets. 4 

In àa balanced and.provocative volume, he 
does not blame-all evil on “outside agitators.” 
Yet the public should understand the plans 
which Communists have for our cities, Phase 
one, as recent violence indicates, has already 
occurred. Armed with Luce’s warning and our 
own awareness of the problems which must 
be solved, we may yet be able to avoid phase 
two. 


HALPERN ACCUSES SOVIETS OF 
RETALIATION AGAINST RUSSIAN 
JEWS 


The SPEAKER pro tempore. Under 
previous order of the House, the gentle- 
man from New York [Mr. HALPERN] is 
recognized for 10 minutes. 
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Mr. HALPERN. Mr. Speaker, reports 
filtering out of Russia despite the Krem- 
lin’s tight clamps of censorship disclose 
the shocking fact that the Soviets have 
embarked on a program of retaliation 
against Russian Jews because of the Is- 
rael victory in the Middle East war. 

The puppet press of the U.S.S.R. has 
exploited racial disturbance in Detroit, 
Newark, New York, and other USS. cities. 
It has molded its half-truths to fit the 
Kremlin line by misrepresentations on 
the issue of minority rights in America. 

It is about time for the world to know 
the full story of how the Kremlin has 
cruelly and cynically taken vengeance 
against Russian Jewry because Israel de- 
feated the Arabs in a Soviet-instigated 
war. 

This has taken the form of increased 
pressures against individuals, against 
community affairs, and against religious 
and traditional observances. The Russian 
oppressors have even tried to force Jews 
to hold anti-Israel protest meetings. 

The world is well aware of the in- 
creased warmongering of the U.S.S.R., 
which seems bent on bringing the world 
onge more up to the brink of world war 

$: 

The irresponsible resupplying of ag- 
gressive weapons by Russia to the Arabs, 
coupled with the Nazi-like efforts to 
coerce Jews within Russia, should cause 
the Government of the United States to 
view with skepticism any ideas of so- 
called detente with the Soviets. 

Certainly I, for one—and I am sure 
there must be many more in this House 
who feel as I do—will find it difficult to 
look with favor upon any proposals by 
the State Department that- we make con- 
cessions of any kind for the benefit of 
Russia. 

If the U.S.S.R. has any illusions that 
Congress might support any East-West 
trade arrangements favorable to Russia, 
then let the Kremlin be told in no un- 
certain terms that Russia must first re- 
wiew its own treatment of minorities and 
its efforts to stir up religious war in the 
Middle East. 


IMPROVING VOCATIONAL 
EDUCATION 


(Mr. FRASER (at the request of Mr. 
MONTGOMERY), was~-granted , permission 
to extend his remarks at this point in 
the Recorp and to include extraneous 
matter.) 

Mrs FRASER. Mr. Speaker; last week 
I introduced H.R. 11869, @ badly needed 
bill to expand and improve our voca- 
tional education system: The bill is iden- 
tical to H.R. 8433, introduced by the 
gentleman from Washington [Mr. 
MEEDs], and H.R. 8525, introduced by 
the gentleman from Illinois [Mr. 
Puctnsk1]. These bills already have been 
the subject of hearings by the General 
Subcommittee on Education of the House 
Committee on Education and Labor. The 
gentleman from Illinois [Mr. PUCINSKI] 
is the subcommittee chairman. 

In my district of Minneapolis, one rea- 
son for wanting this bill enacted is that 
two institutions, the University of Min- 
nesota Hospital and the Glenwood Hills 
Hospital, are ceasing their training pro- 
grams for practical nurses. To take up 
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the slack created by the discontinuation 
of these programs, the program offered 
by the Minneapolis Area Vocational- 
Technical School is being expanded. Cur- 
rently there are 60 students enrolled in 
practical nurse training. Enrollment next 
fall is expected to grow to 94. 

But, because of the great demand for 
licensed practical nurses, the Minnesota 
Hospital Association, and other groups, 
would like to see the facilities expanded 
to accommodate as many as 500 student 
nurses. One section of this proposal 
would’ increase the authorization for 
practical nurse training from the pres- 
ently authorized $5 million to $50 million 
annually. Through such an increase, I 
would hope that funds would be available 
for the additional expansion at Min- 
neapolis. 

Following, Mr. Speaker, is a brief sum- 
mary of the bill: 

SUMMARY OF H.R, 11869 VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
AMENDMENTS 

Increases authorizations for fiscal year 
1969, and each year thereafter, to $400,- 
000,000 in lieu of the $225,000,000 pres- 
sently authorized for vocational educa- 
tion activities. 

EXEMPLARY AND INNOVATIVE PROGRAMS OR 
PROJECTS IN VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 

Authorizes $30,000,000 to be appropri- 
ated for fiscal year 1968, and such sums 
as may be necessary for the 4 suc- 
ceeding fiscal years,’ to develop, estab- 
lish, and.operate exemplary and innova- 
tive occupational education programs or 
projects to use as models in vocational 
education programs. 

Projects may be designed to broaden 
the occupational aspirations and oppor- 
tunities of youth, familiarize postele- 
mentary school students with the broad 
range of occupations, and the requisite 
skills for such careers, provide for inten- 
sive counseling, guidance, and initial job 
placement, and broaden and improve vo- 
cational education curriculums. No pro- 
gram or project may be funded for more 
than 3 years. 

Programs may provide for educational 
experiences through cooperative work- 
study arrangements, public or private 
employment, or volunteer work. Pref- 
erence in compensation for work under 
such projects will be given to students 
from low-income families. Compensation 
will only be given for-work performed for 
a public-or private nonprofit employer. 

WORK-STUDY 

There is authorized $30 million for\the 
work-study program for fiscal year 1968, 
and for each fiscal year thereafter. The 


2 The Commissioner of Education is au- 
thorized to reserve an amount not to exceed 
2% of each fiseal year’s appropriation. This 
sum shall be apportioned among Puerto Rico, 
Virgin Islands, Guam, American Samoa, and 
the Trust Territories of the Pacific Islands, 
according to their needs for assistance. 

Of the remaining 98% of each year’s ap- 
propriation, the Commissioner must appor- 
tion $150,000 to each State. The remaining 
funds shall be distributed to each State in 
the same proportion as the number of its 15 
to 19 year olds compares with the number of 
15 to 19 year olds in all the States. 

Any funds not necessary to the carrying 
out of a State’s program will be available for 
re-apportionment to the other States in ac- 
cordance with their need. 
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Commissioner is to pay each State up to 
90 percent of the sum of— 

First, the amount is expends for com- 
pensation of students under work-study; 
and 

Second, the amount it expends for de- 
velopment and administration of its State 
plan—not to exceed 1 percent of the 
State’s allotment or $10,000, whichever 
is greater. 

Payments to students under the work- 
study program shall not be regarded 
as income in computing compensation 
under title IV of the Social Security 
Act—aid to families with dependent 
children—for a minimum of 12 months, 
and not to exceed a period of 24 months. 
RESIDENTIAL VOCATIONAL EDUCATION SCHOOLS 


There is authorized to be appropriated 
$10,000,000 for fiscal year 1968, of which 
each State will be apportioned $100,000; 
$100,000,000 is authorized for fiscal year 
1969, and for each of the 3 succeeding 
fiscal years.’ 

In order to demonstrate the feasibility 
and desirability of residential vocational 
education schools, the Commissioner is 
authorized to make grants to the States. 
Except for fiscal year 1968, during 
which the Federal share of the cost of 
planning residential school facilities 
shall be 100 percent; the Federal share 
of the cost of planning, construction, 
and operation of such facilities shall not 
exceed 90 percent of such cost during 
fiscal year 1968, and 1969, and 75 per- 
cent of such costs thereafter. Federal 
funds are to supplement, and in no case 
supplant State and local funds. 

In developing plans for the construc- 
tion of facilities, consideration shall be 
given to the inclusion of works of art, 
provided that the cost of acquisition does 
not exceed 1 percent of the cost of the 
facility. 

The residential school facility is to 
provide vocational education for youths, 
aged 15 through 21, who need to study 
full time on a residential basis in order 
to benefit from such an education. No 
fees, tuition, or charges would be re- 


2 The Commissioner shall apportion to each 
State amounts derived from each of the two 
computations: 

1. that amount which bears the same pro- 
portion to 50% of all funds available for 
apportionment to the States as the number 
of children, aged 5 through 17, in each State 
bears to the total number of such children 
throughout the United States and 

2. that amount which bears the same pro- 
portion..to.50%. of .all „funds. available. for 
apportionment as each. State’s -population 
bears to the total population of the United 
States. 

Any, funds not-necessary-to-the, carrying 
out of a State’s program in the yiew of the 
Commissioner will be available for re-appor- 
tionment on dates fixed by the Commissioner 
to other States in the same proportion as 
their original funds were distributed, but 
with a proportionate amount of any State 
whose funds are so re-apportioned reduced 
to an amount the Commissioner deems ap- 
propriate. 

Beginning with fiscal year 1968, $200,000 
is appropriated for apportionment by the 
Commissioner among Puerto Rico, Virgin 
Islands, Guam, and American Samoa accord- 
ing to their needs.

ESTABLISHMENT OF FELLOWSHIP AND EXCHANGE 
PROGRAMS FOR VOCATION EDUCATION TEACHERS 
AND EDUCATORS 


There is authorized to carry out the 
the cooperative exchange program $20,- 
000,000 for fiscal year 1969, $30,000,000 
for fiscal year 1970, and $35,000,000 for 
fiscal year 1971, and each of the 2 fiscal 
years thereafter. 

The Commissioner is authorized to 
make grants to the State boards of edu- 
cation to pay the costs of carrying out 
such cooperative arrangements for the 
training of experienced vocational edu- 
cation teachers and administrators. Ex- 
changes may be made between vocational 
education schools, or between such 
schools. and private industry, commercial 
enterprise or other educational institu- 
tions. Grants may be used for in-service 
training programs or for the operation 
of short term, or academic year insti- 
tutes. 


There is authorized to carry out the 
fellowship program $1,500,000 for fiscal 
year 1969, $3,000,000 for fiscal year 1970, 
and $5,000,000 for fiscal year 1971, and 
each of the 2 fiscal years thereafter. 
For fiscal years 1974, and 1975, there is 
authorized to be appropriated such sums 
as may be necessary in order to permit 
persons to complete the program for 
which they were awarded fellowships. 

For fiscal year 1969, and each of the 
4 succeeding fiscal years, the Commis- 
sioner is authorized to award 100 fel- 
lowships to persons pursuing, or intend- 
ing to pursue, careers as vocational 
education teachers and researchers. For 
fiscal year 1969 the Commissioner is 
authorized to award 150 fellowships to 
persons pursuing or intending to pur- 
sue careers as vocational education 
administrators. For each of the 4 suc- 
ceeding fiscal years, he is authorized to 
award 200 fellowships for this purpose. 

Each fellowship shall be for a maxi- 
mum of 3 years of study, and shall in- 
clude a stipend for subsistence, in 
addition to $2,500, applicable to tuition 
costs per academic year. 

PRACTICAL NURSE TRAINING (20 U.S.C. 1588)

H.R. 11869 
A bill to amend the Vocational Education 
Act of 1963 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That this 
Act may be cited as the “Vocational Educa- 
tion Amendments of 1967”. 

INCREASE OF AUTHORIZATION FOR CERTAIN 
EXISTING PROGRAMS 

Sec. 2, Section 2 of the Vocational Edu- 
cation Act of 1963 (20 U.S.C. 35a) is amended 
by striking out “and for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1967, and each fiscal year there- 
after, $225,000,000,"” and inserting in lieu 
thereof “for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1967, and for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1968, $225,000,000, and for the fiscal year 
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ending June 30, 1969, and each fiscal year 
thereafter, $400,000,000,”. 


EXEMPLARY AND INNOVATIVE PROGRAMS OR 
PROJECTS IN VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


Sec. 3. Section 4 of the Vocational Educa- 
tion Act of 1963 (20 U.S.C, 35c), is amended 
by inserting at the end thereof the following - 
new subsection: 

“(d)(1) There are authorized to be ap- 
propriated $30,000,000 for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1968, and such sums as may 
be necessary for the four succeeding fiscal 
years, to be used by the Commissioner for 
making grants to or contracts with State 
boards or local educational agencies for 
the purpose of stimulating and assisting, 
through programs or projects referred to in 
paragraph (3); the development establish- 
ment, and operation of exemplary and inno- 
vative occupational education programs or 
projects designed to serve as models for use 
in vocational education programs. The Com- 
missioner also may make grants to other 
public or nonprofit private agencies, orga- 
nizations, or institutions, or contracts with 
public or private agencies, organizations, or 
institutions, when such grants or contracts 
will make an especially significant contribu- 
tion to attaining the objectives of this sub- 
section. 

“(2) (A) From the sums appropriated pur- 
suant to this subsection for each fiscal year 
the Commissioner shall reserve such amount, 
but not in excess of 2 per centum thereof, as 
he may determine and shall apportion such 
amount among Puerto Rico, the Virgin Is- 
lands, Guam, American Samoa, and the Trust 
Territory of the Pacific Islands, according to 
their respective needs for asistance under 
this subsection. 

“(B) From the remainder of such sums 
the Commissioner shall apportion $150,000 to 
each State, and he shall in addition appor- 
tion to each State an amount which bears the 
same ratio to any residue of such remainder 
as the population aged fifteen to nineteen, 
both inclusive, in the State bears to the 
population of such ages in all the States. 

“(C) Any amount apportioned to a State 
under this subsection for any fiscal year 
which the Commissioner determines will not 
be required for grants for programs or proj- 
ects in that State during the period for 
which such apportionment is available shall 
be available for reapportionment by him 
from time to time to other States in accord- 
ance with their respective needs. 

“(D) For the purposes of paragraph (2) 
(A) and (B) of this subsection, the term 
‘State’ does not include Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands, Guam, American Samoa, and 
the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands. 

“(E) The population of particular age 
groups of a State or of all the States shall 
be determined by the Commissioner on the 
basis, of )the, latest available estimates fur- 
nished by the Department of Commerce. 

“(F) The amount apportioned under this 
section to any State for the fiscal year end- 
ing/June 30; 1968, shall "be;available for obli- 
gation for grants,pursuant to applications 
approved during that year and the succeed- 
ing fiscal year. 

“(3) Grants or contracts pursuant to this 
subsection. may be _ made by the Commis- 
sioner, upon such terms and conditions con- 
sistent with the provisions of this section as 
he determines will most effectively carry out 
the purposes of paragraph (1), to pay part of 
the cost of— 

“(A) planning and developing exemplary 
and innovative programs or projects such as 
those described in subparagraph (B), or 

“(B) establishing, operating, or evaluat- 4 
ing exemplary and innovative vocational 
education programs or projects designed to 
broaden occupational aspirations and oppor- 
tunities for youths, with special emphasis 
given to youths who have academic, socio-

WHAT THE “NEW LEFT” DID TO ME 


(Mr. WAGGONNER was granted per- 
mission to extend his remarks at this 
point in the Recor and to include ex- 
traneous matter.) 

Mr. WAGGONNER. Mr. Speaker, I 
include in the Recor an article from 
the current issue of the Reader’s Digest 
entitled “What the ‘New Left’ Did to 
Me.” The author of this article is Phil- 
lip Abbott Luce, a former leader of the 
most left of all the so-called “new left” 
organizations now operating in this 
country—the Progressive Labor Party, 
an ultraradical and revolutionary Com- 
munist organization which alines itself 
with Peking. 

The article carries an important mes- 
sage for all Americans, young and old. 
It is a warning and eye opener to the 
youth of our country, telling them blunt- 
ly, realistically and dramatically what 
communism really stands for, its role in 
the “new left” and how involvement 
with it leads to “wasted years” in their 
lives. 

It also makes it clear to us of the older 
generation that:by no;»means all of those 
in. the “new left”) are Communists. 
Many are merely what Luce was when he 
started out—youth in rebellion against 
authority. We will not effectively han- 
dle the ‘problem they create by erro- 
neously branding them all as “Reds,” but 
only by~taking steps to cure the evil 
which, Luce believes, goes to the root of 
their problem—their ignorance of com- 
munism. He himself finds it incredible 
that he was able to acquire a graduate 
degree in political science without ever 
having been encouraged to read any of 
the outstanding books on communism 
that have been published in the last few 
decades. 

Many Members will recall that 3 years 
ago this young man was a hostile witness 
before the Committee on Un-American 
Activities: The will also recall that last 
summer he again appeared before the 
committee in a completely different role 
to give the Congress and the American 
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people the benefit of the knowledge about 
the aims of revolutionary Communist 
groups in the United States which he 
had obtained from firsthand experience. 

The committee has since placed this 
young man under contract to write a 
study of ultrarevolutionary Communist 
organizations. Questions have been 
raised about its doing so simply because 
Luce has been a witness before the com- 
mittee. Based on the excellence of his 
Reader’s Digest article and the general 
quality of the studies released by the 
committee over the years, I want to take 
this opportunity to express the view that 
the committee made a wise move in em- 
ploying Luce for the project and that his 
study, when it is released, will be of great 
benefit to Congress and the country. 

The Reader’s Digest article follows: 

WHIT THE “NEW Lerr” Di TO ME 

(An angry young man discloses the full 
cycle of his thinking—from rebellion against 
all authority, to communist “activism,” to 
disillusionment with communist demands, to 
defection. And he sees a way to avoid such 
“wasted years’’.) 

(By Phillip Abbott Luce) 

A Communist Must be prepared to act upon 
command. Once he begins to develop scru- 
ples, he’s on his way out. How and when 
the break comes depends on the man and the 
circumstances. 

I began dabbling in “revolution” in 1958, 
when I was 20. I became a free-wheeling 
“activist” of the New Left in 1960 and a se- 
cret member of the Chinese-oriented Progres- 
sive Labor Party in 1963. By the winter of 
1964 I was trusted enough to be selected to 
join a special group to go underground, 

The plan was discussed for weeks in quiet 
restaurants and coffee-houses in New York 
City. We would be trained in the techniques 
of disguise, forgery, wiretapping, karate, 
evasion of surveillance. Later, this educa- 
tion would be rounded out abroad, in Cuba 
or China. Then we would change our names 
and trades, drop all open contacts with com- 
munists and blend into the submerged 
world of secret operatives. 

As a start, I was instructed to give up my 
friends, my relatives, my girl, my job, my 
apartment. Since I was at the time await- 
ing trial under federal indictments for my 
connection with trips to Cuba, I would be- 
come a fugitive from justice. There would 
be no turning back. 

I chose not to go underground. A few 
months later, I decided to break away. It 
was not a sudden thing. The underground 
project was only the climax. For months I 
had been worried by scruples, but I was kept 
too busy with meetings, picketings, sit-ins 
and ‘editorial writing to think things 
through. Now E- was forced to reappraise 
communism and my own relationship to it— 
not the abstract ideas, but the grim facts. 

I defected because, when the chips were 
down, I couldn’t accept total obedience. 
Sucked into the movement by hunger for 
absolute. freedom.and_rebellion „against all 
authority, I finally recognized that there 
were no margins for personal fréedom among 
hard-core communist revolutionary organi- 
zations. 

I defected because I saw young people be- 
ing deceived and possibly destroyed by lies 
which we, as leaders, were telling them; by 
actions in which they were just expendable 
pawns. Some were my friends, drawn into 
the movement in part by my example. 

I defected not because I was reconciled to 
the injustices of American society as I saw 
them, but because I realized that com- 
munism would bring more and infinitely 
worse injustice. 

The Inner Frustrations, My story is not 
unique. Thousands of young people through 
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nearly half a century have believed fhat 
revolutionary radicalism held the answers to 
their own grievances and the world’s prob- 
lems. Few joined the movement for bad 
reasons. Mostly we were naive, romantic, 
misinformed—above all, angry and impatient. 

I was born in Ohio of middle-class, Repub- 
lican parents. I graduated from Mississippi 
State University in 1958, then earned a mas- 
ter’s degree in political science from Ohio 
State University in 1960. By the time I got 
to Ohio State, I had begun to flirt with 
communism. My inner frustrations led me 
to the illogical conclusion that only the over- 
throw of the whole political and economic 
structure of the country could cure its ills. 

These inner frustrations are difficult to 
explain, being more emotional than reasoned. 
I was in rebellion against parents, school, so- 
ciety—any authority. I wanted things 
changed and changed now. The normal 
democratic tempos seemed to me too slow, 
the “establishment” too entrenched to yield 
to anything but violent pressures. 

My rebellion was fed by the reading of 
communist hate propaganda and sustained 
by the itch to “do something.” The civil- 
rights struggle seemed made-to-order for my 
mood—not only a thrilling cause in itself, 
but an outlet for protest generally. I was 
expelled from the staff of the Mississippi 
State newspaper for my attacks on the state 
legislature and the White Citizens Councils. 
I found the experience of “struggle” with 
“reaction” intensely intoxicating. As a 
graduate student, I joined picket groups, sit- 
ins, boycotts. I was becoming an “activist,” 
quite sure what I was against, but pretty hazy 
about what I was for. 

Upon finishing at Ohio State, I went to 
New York. I wrote for the communist Work- 
er under several pseudonyms, and I fellow- 
traveled with a variety of communist orga- 
nizations, coming to know the whole spec- 
trum of ultra-left groupings, some of them 
communist creations, some infiltrated, some 
independently radical. I was searching for a 
“home” in the frenzied world of revolution. 
It was not until the summer of 1963, however, 
that I became fully involved. 

Action, Color, Power. By then the so- 
called New Left was in loud and violent erup- 
tion, an outgrowth of the stage of romantic 
anarchy called the Beat Generation. The 
movement was “new"—or so we told our- 
selves—because it rejected the conventional 
Marxist jargon and working-class mystique. 
We had only contempt for the Old Left, 
with its patience and restraints. We rel- 
ished stirring up trouble for trouble’s sake. 
We were for police baiting, riots, under- 
grounds. Ours was an attitude rather than 
an ideology. 

Ironically, today only a few New Left 
groups remain financially and ideologically 
out of communist clutches. Some of these, 
such as the Students, fora Democratic So- 
ciety and Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), are being rapidly pene- 
trated. 

Consider the noise tt makes; the New! Left 
is surprisingly small—perhaps 5000,) with 
another 5000 at the fringes. Most are so- 
cial anarchists, with no more than 2000 com- 
munists Of all stripe in their midst. | These 
self-willed\ utopians and Most other Amer- 
icans find it virtually impossible to believe 
that a tiny handful of communist profes- 
sionals, using glittering slogans like “peace,” 
“freedom now,” “equal rights,” or “academic 
freedom,” can manipulate thousands of in- 
nocent young rebels into violent street dem- 
onstrations and explosive confrontations with 
police. On the surface, it is incredible. But 
having studied the arts of mass manipula- 
tion and hate propaganda, and having prac- 
ticed them myself, I know the power of a 
few expert hidden persuaders. 

In the late spring of 1963, I was approached 
by a leader of the Maoist Progressive Labor 
Party to join an expedition to Cuba. No one 
can overstate the influence of Red Cuba upon 
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immature, alienated minds. Fidel Castro and 
Che Guevara were to us what Lenin and 
Trotsky had been to others in their time. 
Here was action, color, our own kind in 
power—and all of it only 90 miles from the 
mighty Yankees. Here was David defying 
Goliath. I jumped at the chance to go. The 
fact that it might be in violation of federal 
law added spice to the adventure. 

When I returned, I plunged into Progres- 
sive Labor activities. I helped organize, in 
1964, a second trip to Cuba. I was arrested 
while trying to kindle a riot in Times 
Square—forcing a “confrontation with the 
cops,” we called it grandly. I helped secrete 
guns in New York City for future “self- 
defense.” I drafted the original declaration 
calling on young men to refuse to fight in 
Vietnam, took part in a violent fracas before 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, marched and sat and shouted 
slogans as directed. 

“True Truth.” It was a frenetic life I led, 
as thoroughly “involved” as any of the com- 
munist string-pullers could wish. The 
change in me was evidenced in a new willing- 
ness to lie and deceive others in pursuit of 
our goals. Looking back, I recognize how 
utterly self-righteous and intolerant we were, 
not only of the “enemy’’—meaning everyone 
from conservatives to “bourgeois radicals’— 
but of all other elements in the New Left. 
It was the totalitarian mentality in action. 
We were toddling totalitarians, and uncarded 
communists demanding instant idealism and 
“Millennium Now!” We alone had the “true 
truth” from which dissent was heresy. 

By August 1964 I had begun editing the 
magazine Progressive Labor, but without 
being “identified.” This deception was based 
on the hope that a secret party member 
would be more successful in recruiting. Not 
until December, only three months before 
I defected, was my name listed as editor. 

Meanwhile, the riots broke out in New 
York’s Harlem. We were not the immediate 
spark, but we did everything possible to 
provoke them and to harvest the credit. For 
weeks we had been preparing the requisite 
explosive climate, calling for a “long, hot 
summer” in Harlem. 

One hour before the rioting actually be- 
gan, Bill Epton, a vice-chairman of Progres- 
sive Labor, told a street rally: “In the process 
of smashing this state, we’re going to have to 
kill a lot of cops, a lot of these judges, and 
we'll have to go up against their army. We'll 
organize our own militia and our own army.” 
(Epton was in due time arrested and con- 
victed of criminal anarchy.) 

The 25-year-old editor of our party’s news- 
paper, Challenge, proclaimed: “I advocate 
precisely that the people disturb the peace. 
There is no lawful government in this coun- 
try today. Only a revolution will establish 
one.” We prepared the infamous posters, 
“Wanted for |Murder—Gilligan the Cop,” 
which helped to spark:the mobs. 

By dint of sheer activity I was becoming 
more and more entrapped within the narrow 
communist world. If you are'a good com- 
munist, your time—including evenings and 
weekends—is not your own. You sell party 
literature, do volunteer mailings and office 
work, paint signs, picket, demonstrate, attend 
endless. meetings. 

Yet some part of my mind was uneasy, 
questioning. The caches of arms left a bit- 
ter taste. It bothered me to see our indi- 
vidual members time and again become pat- 
sies in plans and plots outside their 
knowledge or consent, so that they often 
were jailed or injured for reasons beyond 
their control. 

The Break. Finally, all my doubts and 
grievances seemed to crystalize when the 
scheme for going underground was sprung 
onus. Making the conscious decision to join 
the communists had taken a certain kind of 
guts. Now, defection proved even more dif- 
ficult. The temptation is to slink away in 
silence; if you decide to break away publicly 
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and try to save others from the morass, you 
have to be prepared for slander, harassment, 
even physical attack. 

I chose the latter alternative. Then I 
walked into the FBI office in New York to 
clinch it. At this, the wrath of my former 
“comrades” knew no bounds. They accused 
me of every crime in the book, contended 
that I was always a “police agent.” I was 
in the outside world but not yet part of it. 
It took some time before I discovered not 
only that I was indeed free but that others 
had gone through the same ordeal of disen- 
chantment and that, like them, I could ulti- 
mately readjust myself to a rational society. 

The Wasted Years. I’ve thought a lot 
about my involyement, and its meaning. It 
is not enough to condemn impatient, rebel- 
lious youth as communists or dupes. The 
public must distinguish between young com- 
munists and young rebels. Youth has 
always been rebellious. The problem is to 
understand and channel their zeal for a more 
just world, and to keep them out of the 
clutches of communists and other messianic 
extremists. 

I think often that I might have been 
spared the wasted years if my schooling had 
included the study of communism—not as 
a beguiling doctrine through its sacred texts, 
but as living history on view in Soviet Russia 
and Red China and in the story of its many 
mass deceptions and manipulations in the 
Free World. It seems incredible that I could 
have acquired a graduate degree in political 
science without having been encouraged 
to read Witness by Whittaker Cham- 
bers, The God That Failed by Arthur Koest- 
ler and others, Child of the Revolution by 
Wolfgang Leonhard, The Red Decade by 
Eugene Lyons. There is a rich literature on 
communism. Surely our colleges have an 
obligation to use it effectively. 

Most of the young rebels in and around the 
New Left are not, in their hearts, commu- 
nists. In most cases, their actions are more 
dangerous to themselves than to the country. 
But we must win them over to the side of 
democracy before they get themselves and 
others into serious trouble.

Mr. SIKES. Mr. Speaker, it is pro- 
posed by the Secretary of Defense that 
six Air National Guard units and eight 
Air Force Reserve units be deactivated 
by the end of fiscal year 1967. All of 
these units are actively engaged in the 
support of the Vietnamese war. Need- 
less to say, that war is not over, nor is 
there any indication that it will be over 
at the end of fiscal year\1967. This is 
not the time to reduce our air lift capa- 
bility and to dismiss highly trained 
pilots and crews.. America_has farflung 
involvements which require their sup- 
port. 

It is significant that the eight Air 
Force Reserve units each have 16 C-119 
aircraft. The Air National Guard 
groups each have eight C-121 or C-97 
aircraft. Approximately 100 officers and 
600 enlisted personnel are assigned to 
each group. The Air Force Reserve 
groups to be affected comprise 20 per- 
cent of the Air Force Reserve airlift 
forces. The Air National Guard groups 
which are included in the deactivation 
list have almost 25 percent of the cur- 
rent Air National Guard force. These 
are major forces indeed. 


CONGRESSIONAL RECORD — HOUSE 


A recent statement by the distin- 
guished chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, the Honor- 
able L. MENDEL RIVERS, says: 

I am greatly concerned about the planned 
phase-out of an extremely valuable mili- 
tary capability at a time when we are en- 
gaged in a war in Southeast Asia. The re- 
port of the Special Subcommittee on Mili- 
tary Airlift took note of the significant con- 
tribution to our Defense Posture which has 
been and is still being made by the airlift 
units of the Guard and Reserve through 
their augmentation of the Military Afrlift 
Command. It states, “In view of ,present 
world tension, the military andy political 
crisis in Southeast Asia, and increasing re- 
quirements for airlift, plans,to deactivate 
Air National Guard and Air Force Reserve 
units should be deferred uñtil the Southeast 
Asia conflict is successfully resolved and un- 
til a thorough study_0f tactical airlift re- 
quirements for limited war is completed and 
approved by the Air Force and the Depart- 
ment of Defense.” To my knowledge, such 
a study has not been completed within the 
Air Force or within the Department of De- 
fense. In view of the lack of a detailed 
study to support the deactivation, I am at a 
loss to understand the reasoning of the Sec- 
retary of Defense in the action he proposes. 


I think it highly important that we 
carefully consider the actual workload 
carried by these units which the Depart- 
ment of Defense now wishes fo deac- 
tivate. 

The six Air National Guard units 
scheduled for inactivation aetcomplished 
during calendar year 1966; 616 produc- 
tive overseas missions for the Military 
Airlift Command. Included were 202 
missions flown in direct support of 
southeast Asia. Flying hours generated 
totaled over 28,000 hours in providing 
this support. The payload accomplish- 
ments reflected over 5,800 tons of cargo 
moved and more than 6,600 passengers 
transported. Ton-miles flown was an 
impressive 25 million. 

The eight Air Force Reserve units 
scheduled for inactivation performed, 
during calendar year 1966, over 4,900 
productive missions, generating some 
17,900 flying hours. The payload accom- 
plishments totaled over 4,100 tons of 
cargo hauled and more than 23,800 
passengers transported. Miles flown 
amounted to over 3,300,000. In addition, 
these units airdropped over 87 tons of 
equipment and 53,183 airborne troops in 
support of field exercises. 

It is most important to remember that 
we have in these units over 9,800 highly 
skilled and motivated personnel whose 
collective, experience represents a na- 
tional asset that would take Years to re- 
place and cost millions of dollars. This 
is a personnel asset which when properly 
equipped will equal /any productivity 
standards in the Air Force under wartime 
conditions. 

It would be most unfortunate if these 
units were deactivated; yet let me re- 
mind my colleagues that if they are to be 
retained. in service, immediate steps are 
required. It should be noted that they 
are’scheduled for inactivation by the end 
Of fiscal year 1967, which is June 30, 
Simply to provide for the continuation of 
these units in fiscal year 1968, would be 
to lock the barn after the horse has been 
stolen. Action must be taken now to ex- 
press the will of the Congress that these 
units be continued in full force through- 
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out the remainder of fiscal year 1967 and 
continued in fiscal year 1968. Last year 
the proposal was made that three Air 
National Guard units be dropped. The 
Congress interceded to assure that exist- 
ing resources’ were maintained through 
fiscal year 1967 by retention of these 
threeOrganizations. This has proven to 
beg wise step. 

I submit that the determination of the 
national defense posture is the preroga- 
tive of Congress and that our Reserve 
Forces are considered in our total re- 
quirements, Further, that this determi- 
nation is not based upon any element of 
productivity of our Reserve Forces dur- 
ing peacetime although this is an impor- 
tant byproduct. Our investment in 
training and equipment must preclude 
any reduction in our total force require- 
ments. The Congress should not will- 
ingly permit any action to depreciate our 
national defense posture. In view of our 
ever-expanding worldwide commitments 
I strongly urge that Congress act imme- 
diately to insure the longevity of our Re- 
serve Forces posture.

Mr. RYAN. Mr, Speaker, last Satur- 
day New York City lost a prominent at- 
torney; Edward G. Crossman, who was a 
senior partner in Davis, Polk, Wardwell, 
Sunderland & Kiendl, one of our city’s 
leading law firms. 

A veteran of both World War 1 and 
World War II, Edward G. Crossman had 
also served as legal adviser to Henry L. 
Stimpson when he was Governor Gen- 
eral óf the Philippines. -During World 
Way II he served as a colonel on the staff 
of General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. He received the Legion of 
Merit and the Philippine Distinguished 
Service Star. 

In 1947, President Truman appointed 
him as Minister to the Philippines and 
U.S. Chairman of the Joint American- 
Philippines Finance Commission. 

Mr. Crossman was active in civic af- 
fairs in New York City and had served 
as a member of the executive committee 
of the Association of the Bar of the City 
of New York. 
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Mr. Speaker, I regret the passing of 
this distinguished citizen and extend my 
deepest sympathy to his family. It has 
been my privilege to be a neighbor of his 
son, Patrick, who is a distinguished at- 
torney and community leader in his own 
right.

EDGAR CROSSMAN, A LAWYER, Was 71—Davis

Edgar Crossman, a sanior partner in Davis 
Polk Wardwell Sunderlayd & Kiendl, lawyers 
at 1 Chase Manhattan Plaza, died Saturday 
in St. Luke’s Hospital. He was 71 years old 
and lived at 1088 Park Avenye. 

Mr. Crossman, a veteran of both World 
Wars, also served the Government twice as 
a civilian in the Philippines. 

He was born in Lisbon, N.H., attended the 
Phillips Academy in Andover, Mags., and was 
graduated from Yale College in\1917 and 
from the Harvard Law School in 4922. 

He joined the law firm in 1925 andybecame 
a partner in 1934, specializing in co®porate 
financing and reorganization and railroad 
law. 

After the outbreak of World War I,\he 
entered the Army and became a Heutenaht 
and later a captain and battery commande} 
in the Fourth Field Artillery. 

In World War II, he was commissioned a 
lieutenant colonel in 1944 and later served 
as a colonel on the staff of General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur. 

During the war, he held military govern- 
ment assignments in Australia, New Guinea 
and the Philippines. He was at the landing 
at Leyte and did civil-affairs work in the 
liberation of the Philippines. He received 
the Legion of Merit and the Philippine Dis- 
tinguished Service Star. 

REPRESENTED TRUMAN 

Mr. Crossman’s first experience in the 
Philippines was in 1928-29, when he served 
as legal adviser to Henry L. Stimson, Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines, in whose 
office Mr. Crossman had his first law training. 

In 1947, he went back to Manila as per- 
sonal representative for President Harry S. 
Truman, with the rank of minister and as 
American chairman of the Joint American- 
Philippine Finance Commission. 

Mr. Crossman had represented the Guar- 
anty Trust Company of New York and bond- 
holders committees of the Paramount Public 
Corporation and the United Cigar Stores 
Company of America. 

He had served as chairman of the mem- 
bership committee and as a member of the 
executive committee of the Association of 
the Bar of the City of New York. He had 
also been president of the board of trustees 
of St. Bernard's School. 

His clubs. included the Century, Knicker- 
bocker, Yale and Anglers in New York. 

Surviving are his widow, the former Helen 
Farrell; three sons, Edgar, Patrick and John, 
and nine grandchildren, 

A funeral service will be held Wednesday 
at 10 A.M. in the Madison Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, at 73d Street. Burial will be 
im Arlington Cemetery. 


SOME SOUND COMMENTS ON EDU- 
CATIONAL POLICY BY THE NEW 
CHANCELLOR OF EISENHOWER 
COLLEGE, DR. EARL J. McGRATH

Mr. STRATTON. Mr. Speaker, I 
know we are all concerned with educa- 
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tion, and with the desirability of making 
a good education available to all of our 
children capable of absorbing it—higher 
education as well as elementary and sec- 
ondary education. 

In that connection I believe Members 
may be interested in reading a thought- 
ful book review which appeared in the 
Saturday Review for December 17, 1966. 
It is a review of a new book by a recog- 
nized educational expert, Dr. Earl J. 
McGrath, former U.S. Commissioner of 
Education and now chancellor of the 
new Eisenhower College which is emerg- 
ing in my district of upstate New York 
at Seneca Falls. 

Dr. McGrath’s book deals primarily 
with a subject which I am sure has been 
of concern to all of us; namely, the 
tendency for college education to be lim- 
ited to a comparatively few young men 
and women and denied, for academic 
no less than financial reasons, to thou- 
sands of others who could well profit 
from it. He is disturbed about what, he 
feels may be a trend toward an “elifoc- 
racy” in America, and his views dlong 
these lines have had an important bear- 
ing on the operating philosophy of 
Eisenhower College. 

Under leave to extend my remarks, I 
enclose the article from the Saturday 
Review: 

Tue Eprror’s BOOKSHELF 
(By Paul Woodring) 

“The Liberal Arts College and the Emer- 
gent Gaste System,” by Eafl J. McGrath (In- 
stitute yor Higher Education, Teachers Col- 
lege Press, Columbia University, 69 pp., 
$1.50), is‘a reprint of three speeches deliv- 
ered at Hendrix College. Mr. McGrath, who 
is chancellomof the Mew Eisenhower College, 
expresses alarm over a trend in higher edu- 
cation that shoyld be of deep concern to all 
Americans and @§pecially to the governing 
boards of collegés+the effort to strengthen 
a few prestigious institutions at the expense 
of all the others. McGrath observes that 
until recently, althou@h our colleges edu- 
cated many of the leaders of our society, 
they did nőt produce a dominant social class 
because educational qualityywas not highly 
concentrated. The nation’s leaders emerged 
from a/wide variety of institutions. Today, 
howeyer, a few prestigious colleges and uni- 
versifies, aided and abetted by the federal 
government, are making a vigorous effort to 
mgnopolize the research grants and the 
funds for buildings and laboratory equip- 
ment and are then using these facilities to 
attract the best faculties and the most aca- 
demically talented students. 

And-they are succeeding The top teh 
institutions of higher learning (one-half of 
1 per cent of the total number) are said. to, 
get nearly 40 per cent of-the federal research 
and development funds while the top 100 get 
about 90 per cent of the available money. 
“The.vast- majority of institutions,” -says,Mc- 
Grath, “including even the old and reputable 
independent liberal arts colleges, receive only 
a trifling share of these grants. Yet this aid 
to institutions, and the fellowships and 
scholarships provided to students through 
government funds, come from taxes resting 
broadly on the people, and, if the general 
public knew the facts, they would doubtless 
consider it a matter of utmost national sig- 
nificance that many respectable colleges out- 
side the gigantic centers of learning become 
more equitable beneficiaries of the grants- 
in-aid of the United States Government.” 

The concentration of both facilities and 
research talent in a few institutions is pro- 
ducing what McGrath calls “The Rising Aca- 
demic Elitocracy”—a social club made up 
of those who make high grades in school and 
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college and who score high on college en- 
trance examinations. “Some of our élitists 
do not seem to realize,” says McGrath, “that 
high grades at one level of education guar- 
antee little other than high grades at suc- 
ceeding levels. The fact is... that those 
who have made the most careful and objec- 
tive investigations of the relationship be- 
tween academic success and any other as- 
pect of personal, professional, or social 
achievement find that test scores and grades 
at present bear little relation to any measures 
of adult accomplishment. Consequently, 
some informéd and thoughtful observers are 
questioning’ whethér a broader ‘mix’ of stu- 
dents in terms of ability, attitudes, values, 
and life goals might not be better than a 
more homogeneous academic community.” 

The,big state universities and some of the 
stronger state colleges are answering the 
challenge by competing for federal research 
fumds—with the result that they are sacri- 
fi¢ing undergraduate liberal education to re- 
search in their expanding graduate schools. 
The real victims of the current trend are the 
800 private or church-related liberal arts col- 
leges which now enroll only about 800,000 
of the 6,000,000 students now in college. 
These colleges cannot hope to flourish if all 
their best student and faculty talent is 
drained away into a few prestigious larger in- 
stitutions. And status-seeking students 
seem unable to discriminate between the two 
kinds of institutional prestige. Many fresh- 
men select an institution famous for the re- 
search scholars on its graduate faculty and 
then complain about the faculty’s indiffer- 
ence to undergraduate teaching. 

McGrath believes that the best chance for 
survival of the smaller independent and 
church-related colleges lies in doing what 
they can do best: providing a common core 
of intellectual experiences. “But, if they at- 
tempt to substitute advanced specialized in- 
struction for genuine liberal learning, they 
will not only fail in the consequent compe- 
tition with the universities, but they will fail 
in their performance of an indispensable 
public service. With proper planning they 
can offer liberal education at high levels of 
quality and at a cost their students can af- 
ford to pay.” But he warns, “The bloated 
college curriculum is, I believe, the major 
impediment to increased effectiveness of most 
American colleges. One need not deprecate 
the hundreds of specialized courses of pro- 
fessional or graduate schools to point out 
that the liberal arts college ought not to 
offer such instruction. Able undergraduates 
who have had sound teaching in a selected 
but limited number of courses in their ma- 
jor fields rarely encounter academic difficul- 
ties in their advanced education, and if they 
do not have the ability and the desire to 
learn, no amount of premature and special- 
ized forced feeding will give them any last- 
ing advantage over their classmates who seize 
the opportunity to get a broader liberal ed- 
ucation.” 

Although he fears a decline in quality in 
the independent colleges; McGrath does not 
Predict that such institutions will disappear 
from the academic scene. “Contrary to the 
prophets of doom,” he says, “most independ- 
ent Golleges are not about to sink into ob- 
livion or disesteem . ., the liberal arts col- 
leges are neither dead nor dying.” It seems 
clear, however, that if small private col- 
leges are tō compete with other institutions 
for faculty members—as they must because 
all professors come from the same graduate 
schools—it will be necessary for them to raise 
faculty salaries substantially. 

Where the money will come from is not at 
all clear. Perhaps if all congressmen will 
read McGrath's book, the federal government 
will decide that good undergraduate instruc- 
tion in the liberal arts college is no less im- 
portant than research in the graduate school 
and is, indeed, an essential prelude to it. 
But if the decline of the small independent 
colleges is to be stopped the decision must 
be made soon.

> Phillip Abbott Luce, a former leader of the "New Left," has 
little praise for either the Central Intelligence Agency or the left- 
wing students it sent to represent American students abroad at 
international youth conferences. 

"At the World Youth Festivals, which are giant Communist 
circuses," he says, "the Independent Research (C.1.A.-financed) 
people spent as much time knocking the United States as they did in 
discounting the propaganda of the Communists. In fact, according to 
people who saw them in operation at the festivals, they were often 
about as left-wing as the young Communists they were supposedly to 
battle. They were not only often left-wing but almost Miversally 
inept,” 

Luce makes his remarks in the April issue of "The New Guard," 
the magazine of the conservative Young Americans for Freedom. He was 
one of the; leaders of the "New Left’) until his split) withiit in 
January, 1965, and has since. testified before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. While in the "New Left," Luce was editor of 
"Progressive Labor," the monthly magazine of the Maoist group with 
the same name. In defiance of State Department bans, he organized 
several student trips to Castroite Cuba. 

Some Luce comments: 

* "Young Americans for Freedom has long called for the demise 
of the N.S.A. The recent revelations of its C.I.A. sponsorship only

increase our desire to see those few students who still support this 
bankrupt organization drop out. The National Student Association is 
a deadletter organization. Let it be buried quietly, and let us get 
on with the work of building a student organization truly represen- 
tative of the American student, and not the C.I1.A., or State Depart- 
ment, or any other parent group." 

* On the argument that the only thing wrong with the C.I.A. 
grant was the "secrecy" involved: "It is naive to believe that the 
State Department or U.S.1I.A. would have simply given the N.S.A., or 
anyone else, money to finance their operations without some under- 
standing that a 'policy line' would implicitly be followed. In the 
world of real politics, governmental agencies, secret or open, demand 
a return for their investments. The solution is not merely open 
funding, but an end to the government trying to buy off students and 
student organizations." 

* "In the past weeks I have seen student anger with the NSA/CIA 
affair turn to resignation and then to cynicism. But the answer is 
not to turn to LSD, whether it is provided by the C.I.A. or Tim 
Leary. It's past time we all got angry with the attempts of the 
government.to tell us how, to, run our lives and our organizations, 
and the answer is to expand our support of those student organizations 
that are free from government control and are fighting to retain an 


independent spirit in this country."

Luce had an interesting career even while here 
at M.S.U. Before coming here he worked for the Cit- 
izens' Councils in Greenwood, apparently as a printer 
in the shop of Robert Patterson, mentioned in the 
first article. He also married a girl from Green- 
wood. There is no reason to believe that he shared 
any ideological sympathies with the Citizens’ Coun- 
cils though. 


At State he wrote his weekly colum. As you 
can see, they vary both in quality and politics but 
are on the whole liberal, especially for Mississippi 
and especially for Mississippi in 1958. The final 
column, dated March 11, 1958, caused him to be re- 
moved from the newspaper by the University adminis- 
tration. There was no notice of his dismissal in 
the REFLECTOR, but the editor printed some reactions 
to the final column in the next edition, Because 
some of the letters were unfavorable (though un- 
signed), and because unorthodoxy was (and is) frowned 
upon in Mississippi, the Student Council called a 
recall election for the editor. Recall required a 
2/3 vote and only about 60 percent voted for recall. 
Therefore the editor stayed on the job, and the 
paper even received an "All-American" rating.

partment. 

When Abdul Nasser wanted to 
tind someone to help finance the 
Aswan Dam‘he naturally went to 
the USSR and to us. After some 


study- on the part of Dulles he © 
made the unwise mistake of let- ~~ 


ting our friendship with Israel 
stand in the way of mutual secur- 
ity. Therefore he turned down 
Nasser and drove him into the 
camp of the Communists. 

We now full well realize that 
we made a drastic mistake. In- 
stead of letting Israehtes dictate 
our Middle East policy we should 
have made a much close: invest- 
tigation of the actual conditions 
around the building of the Aswan 
Dam. Truely Nasser is not a man 
to be admired and yet neither is 
ke a man to be treated lightly. 
He may not control as much of 
the Arab League as he would have 
us believe but yet he does con- 
trol much which we often fail to 
realize. 

We now find ourselves in the 
strange and yet not new position 
of having to watch countries 
openly and flagrantly flaunt us 
when it comes to dealing with 
Russia. However, the truth is that 
often we can not blame a country 
for deserting us. We must be wil- 


ling to see both sides of a ques- , 


tion before we make rash decis- 
ions. Many of the now “neutral- 
jst” countries could have easily 
been strong western allies had it 
not been for our using hind sight 
father than foresight: `

We must somehow attempt to 
salvage what we can from there 
and formulate a new foreign poli- 
cy built around trying to help 
these countries out of their econ- 
omic plights—not in the way that 
both Truman and Eisenhower. 
have done, by pouring in billions 
of dollars. Instead we must try to 
send in technical and administra- 
tive assistance. We must teach 
these people that we have actually 
more to offer than the Commun- 
ists. Our blunders have been of 
near catastrophic proportions but 
if we will realize that we have 
made mistakes we may still be 
able to salvage enough to keep 
the whole Middle East from go- 
ing Communistic.

One can not help but remember 
‘the’ great_controversy over James 
Joyces book Ulysses. This was per- 
haps one of the most controvers- 
ia] books of our time. But fortun- 
ately for us the courts in this 
ċountry reversed the over zealous 
Victorians in this matter. Today 
no one in this country will deny 
that Ulysses is not `a classic. It's 
content makes it. It is not sex 
for sex alone but rather a novel 
in hich sex has its place as it 
does in our own every day ilfe. 

Perhaps the whole arguement 
cun best be summed up in the fol- 
lowing quote. from The Nation. 
Judge Horn stated that for mater- 
ial tc be judged obscene in Calif- 
ornia, it must present a “clear 
and present danger of inciting to 
anti-social or immoral action.” By 
applying Holines’s afmous test in 
the area of obscenity, Judge Horn 
eifectively blocks the zealous dis- 
trict attorney who inveighs again-

Engiand and the United States 
on the other hand believe that 
if we don’t help arm the Tunisians 
they will turn to the East: and 
Communist aid as did Nasser and 
Egypt. Therefore we have chosen 
to overlook the fears of our ally 
and help the Tunisians in their 
armament build up. 


This decision of ours has 
caused tension to increase al- 
most to the breaking point in 
France and in the NATO meet- 
ings being held in Paris. The 
French believe that we have 
sold them down the river by 
negotiating this deal with the 
Tunisians while we dogidly stick 
to the premise that these arms 
will never reach the rebels and 
we have saved another coun- 
try from the Communists. 


Unfortunately, there Tare | <two 
obvious blunders in this whole dip- 
lomatic deal of Dulles and his 
British counter iparts:7 Those’ be- 
ing that the arms will most prob= 
ably reach the rebels in. Algeria 
and the fact that the Communist 
powers will eventually also send 
arms to Tunisia. 


Tunisia is far from being any- 
way near sympathetic to the West 
and especially to France. They 
are influenced rather by such 
powers as Nasser and the Arab 
League and the terrorists in Al- 
geria. In North Africa anyone 
who fights the imperialism of the 
French is certain of outside help. 


Algeria will ultimately win its 
independence from France and 
it may be quickened through this 
arms deal with the Tunisians. We 
kave not only caused much fric- 
tion to develop between the allies 
but have indirectly become a party 
to the destruction of one of their 
colonies. Yet we sit here and won- 
der how the French can be so 


blind as to not understand ou 
policies.

Un-American Committee: Intimidating The Traveler

On May 6 and 7 the House Un-American 
Activities Committee held its first public 
hearings of the year 1963. These hearings 
dealt ostensibly with travel to Cuba and 
possible violations of passport regulations. 


But the hidden, or at least unexpressed, 
hope of the Committee was to support the 
stand of Miss Frances Knight, director of 
the Passport Office, in her battle to limit 
American citizens’ right to travel abroad. 


Chairman Walter, though still hospital- 


ized, submitted an opening statement sup- - 


posed to outline the purposes of the hear- 
ing. The statement noted in part that 
“Committee investigations initiated in 
July of 1962 disclose that travel to 
Cuba and other Communist countries by 
United States citizens, both authorized and 
unauthorized, appeared to create a serious 
security problem, suggesting deficiencies in 
the law or its administration, in relation to 
travel control laws and regulations, and 
also with regard to the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act of 1938...” 


None of the witnesses called gave any 
information to the Committee that could 
have justified the hearings. None of the 
people subpoenaed before the Committee 
had traveled illegally and all of them had 
State Department validation of their pass- 
ports to travel to Cuba, 


Fred Jerome a young free-lance writer 
had been to Cuba before the travel ban 
was imposed by the United States govern- 
ment. Elisabeth Sutherland traveled to 
Cuba to do a story on Cuban films for the 
University of California press and had 


State Department permission to travel to 
that island. 


Attorney Conrad Lynn went to Cuba un- 
der orders from the state of North Caro- 
lina to gain a legal statement from his 


client Robert Williams and therefore was 


totally within his rights to make the trip. 
Leo Huberman as an editor of the Monthly 
Review went to Cuba as a journalist. Ed 
Shaw was in Cuba before the travel ban 
and therefore had no relationship to the 
hearing. 


The House Committee, as is its usual 
practice, was not really interested in find- 
ing out what the witnesses had or had not 
done in Cuba. The recurrent question in the 
hearings was, “What Americans did you 
see in Cuba?” 


Testify About Anything 


At one point in the questioning of Miss 
Sutherland, the Committee counsel, Alfred 
Nittle, asked her, “Do you mean to say that 
you don’t want to testify about someone 
that you don’t know?” The Committee has 
become dependent on those witnesses who 
will testify about anyone—known or un- 
known to them; 2 


A portion of this hearing was devoted to 
inserting into the Committee record the 
fact that some of those subpoenaed held 
favorable views of the present Cuban re- 
gime and had the audacity to speak public- 
ly of the triumphs of Fidel Castro and 
the Cuban people. Leo Huberman admitted 
that his magazine had published articles 
favorable to the Cuban government but 
denied that he was a “propagandist” for 
the Cubans or anyone else. He recalled 
that he had supported the need for revolu- 


tion in the underdeveloped countries “when 
Fidel was about 10 years old.” 


Significantly, the Committee was in- 
terested in finding out how all of the wit- 
nesses had gotten to Cuba. This is in line 
with an article in the New York Times of 
April 19 stating that Miss Knight had testi- 
fied for several days in secret session be- 
fore the Senate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee, HUAC’s counterpart in the Senate, 


Miss Knight testified against her superi- 
ors in the State Department. She appears 
to feel that her superiors, including Secre- 
tary Rusk, are allowing their regard for 
the Constitution to interfere with her at- 
tempts to deny passports to people she sus- 
pects of being Communists, 


The New York Times went on to relate 
that “Administration officials, however, be- 
lieve that the government is now complying 
for the first time with the constitutional 
requirement for due process in passport 
cases.” 


The Times article outlined the position of 
the State Department in the following 
way: In 1958 “the Supreme Court held 
that the freedom to travel is a part of the 
“liberty” of which the’ citizen cannot be 
deprived without the due process of law.’ 
After that: decision in Kent v: ‘Dulles, no 
new legislation has restricted the issuance 
of passports. 


“But another Supreme Court decision in 
June, 1961 brought out. provisions of the 
Internal Security Act of 1950. These re- 
quire the Communist Party to register with 
the government. The 1950 statute also 
makes it a crime for a member of such a 
registered group to use or apply for a pass- 
port, 


“Thus the State Department must com- 
ply with a law denying passports to ‘known 
Communists’ while it must produce con- 
fidential witnesses against those suspected 
of being Communists.” 


Miss Knight is obviously piqued about the 
fact that she is not free to deny passports 
to anyone she believes is a Red. As the law 
now stands, in the event information is 
provided by informers, the applicant has 
the right to confront his accusers, which is 
essential if we are to avoid the abuses of 
those who would take us down the road to 
state authoritarianism. 


Sterile Minds, Sterile Bills 


The recent HUAC hearings were part and 
parcel of the attempt by Miss Knight to 
control all travel. HUAC has already in- 
troduced at least one bill in Congress (HR 
958) which deals with passport security 
and travel control. This bill specifically 
places “restrictions on the issuance and 
use of passports.” 


Sections 709 and 712 of the bill are “di- 
rected particularly toward the travel of 
persons associated with subversive organi- 
zations and with subversive objectives or 
aims.” As the Committee pointed out in its 
opening statement “this problem has for 
some time occupied the attention of this 
Committee and hearings from time to time 
have been conducted in relation to it, in an 
attempt to provide factual information as 
s basis for solution to these grave prob- 
ems. 


Sterile minds produce sterile bills and 
the introduction of HR 958 can do little 
more than compound the illegalities of an 
already unconstitutional situation of pass- 
port restrictions and regulations, , 
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
